In his rush to analyze a recent 
spate of tragic violence in Area C-11 
of Dorchester (“Blood on Bowdoin 
Street,” News, May 24), Phdenix re- 
porter Tim Sandler trivialized or ig- 
nored the significant successes of the 
Safe Neighborhood Initiative in im- 
proving the quality of life in a vital 
and thriving urban community. 

Sandler missed the essential point 


| of the SNI. In the past, before the 





community began its partnership 
with local, county, and state govern- 
ment, violence of the type he de- 
scribed was commonplace and fueled 
widespread fear among law-abiding 
residents. It worked to reinforce in- 


| ternal and external perceptions of a 
neighborhood in decline. 


Now, such tragedies are not only 
rare, but no longer work to weaken 
the resolve of a community that has 
come to believe in itself and its future. 


Since 1993, the Dorchester SNI 
Advisory Council has been a power- 
ful expression of the strength and 
capability of the neighborhood resi- 
dents, service providers, clergy, ed- 
ucators, and crime-watch group 
who help shape the agenda of the 
SNI. These community representa- 
tives share their ideas with commit- 
ted staff from the offices of the at- 
torney general, the mayor of the city 
of Boston, the Suffolk County dis- 
trict attorney, and the Boston Police 
Department. 

The end result is a true grassroots 
partnership in which the Dorchester 





recent violence on Bowdoin Street is 
not the first hurdle the community 
has overcome to make its dream 
come true. It will not be the last. 
That is the point that Sandler missed.

The no-party system 


Sometimes politicians find that 
certain things are best left unsaid. 
But State Barbara 
Hyland seems to be taking that 
idea to the extreme: she’s refraining 
from letting prospective voters know 
just which party banner 
she walks behind. 

In her latest campaign- 
solicitation letter to her 
constituents in Foxbor- 
ton, Hyland writes that 
she supports “the Gover- 
nor's statewide initiatives 
to bring about a leaner, 
more efficient state gov- 
emment, and to provide 
a better atmosphere for 
businesses, large and 
smaii.” 

On the other hand, 
she continues, “I have 
been a leader in the 
coalition of area legis- 
lators that have suc- 
cessfully opposed the 
Weld Administration's 
pian to build a new commuter rail 
— Norton and Attleboro to 
Boston.” 

So which is it? Is Hyland a Repubii- 

can or Democrat? Well, she’s a Re- 
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publican. But you won't find that stated 
anywhere on the letter she penned, on 
her one-page campaign brochure, or 
on the attached contribution card she 
mailed to her constituents. 

“It's nothing I've hidden from peo- 
ple,” Hyland, who’s running for her 
fourth term, says of her party affilia- 
tion. “I don't think it’s a secret. | 
haven't felt it’s something | need to 
emphasize or make it my main call.” 

There may be a little 

more to it than that. 
Democratic voters out- 
number Republicans 
in Hyland's recently re- 
configured district by a 
two-to-one margin; in- 
dependents outnumber 
members of both par- 
ties combined. Those 
are pretty compelling 
reasons for Hyland — 
who was one of Gover- 
nor Weld's area cam- 
paign coordinators in 
1990 — to be uncomfort- 
able about riding the GOP 
wave this time around. 

Though her campaign 
literature might lack can- 
dor, at least Hyland, when 
pressed, doesn't hedge 
about the real reason she 
omitted her party affiliation. “I'm try- 
ing to get everyone to vote for me,” 
she explains.

indie theaters become partners 


Soon Boston's most prominent independent movie theaters won't be on 
their own anymore. The Coolidge Corner Theatre Foundation has con- 
tracted with a new management company to handle publicity and pro- 
gramming for its struggling nonprofit theater. Marianne Lampke and 


Connie White, co-di- 
rectors of the Brattle 
Theatre, and Garin 
Daly, director of the 
Norwood Cinema 
and Dedham Com- 
munity Theatre, own 
the as-yet-unnamed 
group. And by fall, - 
all four theaters will 
be run from a single 
office. Lampke will 
be in charge of pub- 
licity, Daly opera- 
tions, and White 
booking; program- 
ming decisions will 
be made collectively.

the new group was hired to help stabilize the theater’s finances. “It is 
difficult for any independent theater to survive over the years,” says 
Berman. “Our budget for advertising cannot compete with the Holly- 
wood films. Everyone knows Independence Day is playing, because it 
has a million-dollar budget, but not everyone knows The Search for 
One-Eyed Jimmy is playing.” 

The Coolidge, in Brookline, showcases first-run independent art, for- 
eign, and American-made films. Harvard Square's Brattle is a repertory 
theater, showing old movies and second-run art films. Beginning July 
19, a monthly calendar will announce the Coolidge’s schedule, as is 
done at the Brattle. 

Lampke calls the arrangement “a positive alliance for all four the- 
aters. We will be able to run them all more effectively, with more-effi- 
cient programming and marketing.” She says the type of programming 
offered at the Brattle and the Coolidge will not change significantly — 
only the quality. 

Another goal of the new arrangement is to preserve the individuality 
of the theaters. The Coolidge was transformed from a church in 1933, 
and boasts one of Boston’s largest screens. The Brattle was built in 
1890 as a social hall, then served as a playhouse until the 1950s, when it 
became a movie theater. Over the years, the Brattle has hosted many of 
the first US showings of foreign films, including works by Fellini and 
Kieslowski. “These theaters have a personality,” says the Brattle’s White. 
“They are theaters with a niche.”

Richard Hell wants chowder 


“Basically | have one feeling — 


the desire to get out of here,” 
Richard Hell told Punk magazine in 
1976. 

Which might also describe how 
he feels sitting in the crowded up- 
stairs dining room of the No Name 
restaurant. This is the closest Bos- 
ton gets to a working-class fish 
house. And working-class fish is 
not good enough for a recovered 
punk. He’s looked bored from the 
moment we shook hands in the 
Phoenix lobby. 

Until now, this is all | know about 
Hell: his 1977 record, Blank Gener- 
ation (with his band, the Voidoids), 
is a punk masterpiece; he used to 
be a junkie; he took five years to 
put out his second and final record; 
and he talked so obsessively about 
suicide in those days that the late 
Lester Bangs — a fan of the music, 
but not of the death wish — wrote, 
“If you do choose to go down, | 
promise to dig up that crypt and 
kick your ass.” Hell is in town to pro- 


























The mission is clear: 
to protect and serve 
on a stretch of hot as- 
phalt crowded with 
rollerbladers. The 
force is ready: 20 of 
the city’s most experi- 
enced skaters, armed 
with all the ice packs, 
bacitracin, and gauze 
they can carry. 

The Boston Skate 
Patrol gathers at noon 
in front of Mahoney's 
Garden Shop, in Cam- 
bridge, near the east- 
ern end of the section 
of Memorial Drive 
closed to cars on sum- 
mer Sundays. On this 
part of the street — re- 
ferred to by the Cambridge am- 
bulance dispatcher as the “hot 
zone” — kids in Roces skates 
and baggy jeans wait in line to 
fly off wooden ramps, twist 
through the air, and land as best 
they can. Spectators gather to 
watch the daredevils. 

Patrollers are set apart by 
their T-shirts, which bear the sil- 
houette of a skater in front of a 
red cross. The veterans sit by 
the road, waiting for trouble. 

“The worst sound you can 
hear around here is a scraping 
noise followed by an ‘Oooooh’,” 
says Mark Kaplan, a computer 
programmer and one of the pa- 
trol’s three directors. 

Local skater Rob Harris found- 
ed the skate patrol, a volunteer 
group of local bladers, three 
years ago. He was late for a date 
because he was helping a fallen 
skater on the Esplanade; his 
date, Eve, suggested he orga- 
nize a group of volunteers to 
roam the city. Eve became a 
member of Harris's first patrol. 
Last year, she became his wife. 
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The little orange cones 
brought the rest of them togeth- 
er. Ambitious in-line skaters 
gravitate toward the cones, 50 or 
so of which are lined up as a 
slalom course on the slope out- 
side Mahoney's. The best slice 
down the course effortlessly; the 
beginners just try not to fall.

Boston Skate Patrol’s home 
base is at the curb at the bottom 
of the course, marked only by a 
cooler full of water and several 
boxes of first-aid supplies. 

At one o'clock, a lanky skater 
with glasses, named Darius, falls 
flat on the asphalt after jumping 
off one of the ramps nearby. His 
right knee is scraped bloody.

Knowledge of first aid and 
CPR is a requirement on the pa- 
trol.

Members split 
into pairs to cover the busiest 
blading spots — the Esplanade 
Monday through Saturday; 
Memorial Drive on Sunday. Ka- 
plan insists they aren't police, but 
there’s something very CHIPS 
about the way the volunteers pair 
off to deal with the task at hand. 
Ponch and Jon went to work with 
characters like Sergeant Getraer 
and Grossman; the skate patrol 
has Olivier Buriaud, an MIT stu- 
dent whose thesis-in-progress is 
a “lateral ankle-muscle straight- 
ener” for blades; and Clark 
Schierle, a long-haired biader re- 
ferred to'as “Doogie” because he 
started Harvard Medical School 
at 18. It also has Katrine Bosley, 
who is 28 and works at a biotech 
firm. Her shoulder-length hair is 
tucked under a bandanna and 
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swordfish arrives. After 
tasting it, he looks away 
and asks our waiter 
for tartar sauce. 
“When | think of 

a swordfish steak,

Hell says. “And

Another blader, a man in 
his 30s, tries to spin around and 
ends up hitting the pavement 
with a thwack. She suggests he 
get a helmet if he’s going to spin; 
he notices her T-shirt: “You guys 
are the skate patrol. Cool.”

Jackie is Mr. Hoppe’s 


wild ride through Camelot

ackie may be the first eye of a 
hurricane to come sheathed in 
sunglasses. In Jackie, an 
American Life, Gip Hoppe’s 
hilarious pop-epic biography 
of the late Jacqueline Bouvier Kennedy 
Onassis, the shades are not only verisimili- 
tudinous but symbolic: blackouts on the 
windows to the soul of this potent enigma, 
who glided through a raucous all-American 
Camelot, then a money-drenched Zorba,

without ever being known beyond a brief 
program bio. It is this slim résumé on which 
Hoppe scrawls large, using farce, caricature, 
parody, puppets, shameless drag, and sheer 
audacity. At its best, the deliberately messy 
work is both a side-splitting biographical 
spoof and a meditation on our national, in- 
vasive obsession with celebrity. 

Hoppe jump-started Jackie in the touch- 
football-kicking heart of Kennedy 
country, Cape Cod (where he is 
now co-artistic director of the 
Wellfleet Harbor Actors Theatre). 
The Cambridge Theatre Company brought 
it to the Hasty Pudding Theatre in 1992 and 
is co-producing this reprise at the Wilbur. 
Not that the piece is exactly the same: it now 
begins with an alleged scene from the infa- 
mous Sotheby’s auction, in which Jackie's 
under-sink items are feverishly fought over, 
with the sheeplike bidding beginning at two 
million. And the Aristotle Onassis episode 
has been beefed up to become an all-out 
burlesque of Greek tragedy, complete with 
three-headed Chorus and American Reper- 
tory Theatre stalwart Thomas Derrah as a 
bechained and bare-chested exemplar of the 
“magic whine of these islands” his baggy- 
panted, reptilian Ari evokes. 

The new Jackie, a New York actress 
named Lane Burgess, also makes a differ-

ence. The previous heroine was more a ci- 
pher, a presence, at the center of the mael- 
strom created by seven other actors (plus 
several ensemble members) playing well 
over 100 roles. Burgess, though she does 
not assay the famous breathy voice, gives 
Jackie a personality beyond the Gardol 
shield of sangfroid, creating a woman who 
is unfailingly polite (except when roughed 
around by too many galumphing 
Kennedys) but gutsy, ambitious, material- 
istic, yet touching. And like the real Jackie, 
she does a masterful job of keeping her 
perfectly coifed head when, all around her, 
others noggins, not to mention puppet 
bodies by the carload, are flying. 

Jackie has its longueurs. Too much is 
made of the heroine’s tony beginnings; the 
piece really comes to life only when she 
meets handsome, speechifying JFK. And 
there is a built-in Achilles’ heel: little levity 
can be gleaned from the Kennedy assassi- 
nation, so Hoppe must treat the ostensible 
climax as a sort of reverence-lipped hole in 
the proceedings. 

But the parts of Jackie that are funny re- 
duced this viewer, even on second viewing, 
to helplessness. The puppet personae of 
stepfather Hugh Auchincloss, frayed dollar 
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bills affixed to him like lint as he 
drones on about the evolution and 
glory of codfish cakes, and 
Kennedy patriarch Joe Kennedy, a 
smiling, echoing, towering bun- 
raku head before whom his off- 
spring grovel. A Kennedy/Nixon 
debate in which both parties re- 
spond to political questions by nar- 
rating their divergent TV images. 
(“Yes,” replies JFK to a query 


Richard Snee, “I look like an es- 
caped convict.”) The exchange be- 
tween Derrah’s marriage-bent Ari 
and Roberta Kastelic’s doom-say- 
ing, Coke-swilling Cassandra of a 
Christina Onassis, in which every 
repetition that Jackie will be “THE 
DEATH OF YOU” sends the 
physically adroit Derrah’s knees 
buckling. In fact, I thoroughly rec- 
ommend this show — you can use 
the sophomoric and/or pseudo- 
profound interludes to wipe your eyes, un- 
double over, and recover. 

And what a workout Jackie is for its cast; 
the wig and costume changes alone would 
confound Howard Crabtree. Patrick Shea 
doesn’t look a lot like John Kennedy, but he 
does a decent impersonation and puts 
across the relaxed “vigah.” Roberta Kastelic 
is amusing as a barky fireplug puppet of the 
child Lee Bouvier (later a boogying, hedo- 
nistic adult) and as the shrieking Christina. 
M. Lynda Robinson, as Janet Bouvier/Auch- 
incloss, turns on a dime from rich-bitch 
frivolousness to hysteria, and she’s funny as 
a loudmouth-puppet Caroline. Yeoman ser- 
vice is also done by Kathy St. George in 
roles ranging from Rose Kennedy (a 
diminutive cipher in the crook of Joe’s big 
wrist) to Marilyn Monroe; Diego Arciniegas 
as family quarterback Bobby Kennedy; and 
Derrah, who, among other outlandish turns, 
makes Ted a sort of lumpy Linus in some 
Kennedy Peanuts. The usually suave Snee 
has a ball with impressions ranging from 
Truman Capote to Walter Winchell. As for 
his V-shooting, hollow-eyed Nixon, it’s 
enough to make you wish Hoppe would 
come up with yet another wild-haired anti- 
dote to Oliver Stone. Q

Bob Dole: a true 
twentysomething

sign of the decline of Saturday Night Live is 
that one of its funnier skits these days fea- 
tures Bob Dole as a character on MTV’s 
The Real World. The Real World, you may 
recall, is a kind of domestic C-SPAN for 
slackers: it records the banal doings (and more banal say- 
ings) of a bunch of twentysomethings locked together in a 
group house for the merriment of their couch-potato peers. 
SNL’s recurring sketch depends for its humor on the notion 
that nothing could be more incongruous than this stiff, 
grouchy septuagenarian hanging out with a bunch of scro- 
fulous Xers. I beg to differ. Bob Dole, very unlike his rival 
for the presidency, is actually, | think, a natural Xer, some- 
one whose ironic detachment, bleak humor, and occasional 
bursts of dark sentiment make him far more intelligible to 
the under-35 crowd than most politicians. At 72, he is in 
some ways the ultimate twentysomething candidate. To wit: 
his remarkable, revealing, and insistent use of that 
quintessential Xer mantra, “whatever.” 

There are, of course, many uses of the word “whatev- 
er” and its various permutations: “whoever,” “wherev- 
er,” “whenever,” whatever. And with grace and ease, 
Bob Dole uses them all. There’s the simple verbal tic, 
when you use the word as a way to fill up dead space at 
the end of a sentence or you substitute it for a word or 
phrase you can’t quite summon at the time. Viz, “[The 
tax code] can also encourage home ownership, encour- 
age contributions to charities, whatever...” (Bob 
Dole, April 29). Or: “And as all of us go back, who are 
leaving this year, or are thinking about leaving in a cou- 
. you think about the people 
.” (Dole, June 11, in his farewell 
speech to the Senate). Of course, we’ve all done this. 

But Dole doesn’t 
- stop there. Closet 
slacker that he is, 
he takes the con- 
cept at least a 
couple of steps 
further, injecting 
a light strain of 
irony into the pro- 
cess. Viz, “Well, I 
think . . . Lowell 
Weicker . . . prob- 
ably did more in 
the Congress of 
the United States 
for disabled peo- 
ple in this coun- 
try, children, 
adults, whatever 
... ” (November 
9, 1988). Or: 
“That's one way 
to address it for 
some people, but 
you're right, all 
economic classes, 
whether you're 
white, black, 
whatever” (May 
30). The hint here 
is that Bob Dole

| knows he’s reciting a list of groups that he should feel 


deeply sincere about, but he can’t at that moment feel 
completely sincere about them, so he gently undercuts 
the blather he is required to express by adding the W- 
word. We know he’s in favor of helping the poor, un- 
derprivileged, disabled, veterans, whomever, but we also 
know he’s not exactly smitten with empathy for their 
plight as he utters the words. He cares. But with an un- 
derstandable — and often funny — detachment. 
Compare with Clinton. A “whatever” barely passes the 
president's lips. There is nary a scintilla of detachment 
from his sympathy for everyone and anyone at all times 
— and indeed a fear, even panic, that anyone might 
suspect otherwise. Dole is different. His “whatever” is a 
companion to his famous use of the third person singu- 
lar and his ubiquitous expression: “I would also say. . . . 
” Dole never says, “I say. ...” A “would” always hovers 
between him and his words, a permanent reminder that 
Dole can never be mistaken for Dole’s thoughts, and 
Dole’s thoughts can never be mistaken for Dole’s ac- 
tions. But “whatever” is Dole’s finest expression of this 
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ironic distance. Sometimes it’s exquisite. At a rally in 
Jacksonville, Florida, as:reported by the Associated 
Press, Dole acknowledged applause from the crowd 
thus; “Thank you, I accept thé nomination, whatever it

As he pat it, describing a rally in Mia- 
mi’s Little Havana district, “They were all shouting, 
‘Viva, viva, Bob Dole, viva, viva, whatever.’ ” “We're go- 
ing to miss everybody who retires,” he joked last week 
in a set-up to a gag about the Clinton Administration's 
close relationship with the FBI. “[But] they'll be in my 
administration somewhere. Keeper of the Files . . . or 
whatever.” And with that he gently brushed his forelock 
and smiled, 

Like the. Xers, Dole-is. post-just-about-everything. 
The difference, of course, is that he has lived through it, 
and they were born-after it: Dole,it’s clear, has few illu- 
sions about the world; he has seen white-shirted revolu- 
tionaries have their moment and leave nothing but a 
deficit behind. .His. irony is not, as some Boomers would 
have it, anexpression of ennui or listlessness or cyni- 
cism. It’s the sanest response-to the real world, if you'll 
pardon the expression, and it surely strikes a chord with 
the realism of ‘the under-35ers. The most common way 
in which Xers say “whatever,” after all, is in response to 
an excessively ridiculous or unself-aware statement. 
“Whatever,” they are wont to utter, as if dismissing the 
interlocutor as:someone taking himself way too serious- 
ly. “Get real.” This is not a way of saying that nothing 
matters — but merely that there are more important 
things in. life than this. Some level of detachment is re- 
quired. -Xers; despite the fashionable assumption, are 
not disillusioned; they're merely unillusioned. Their 
wariness is‘endemic. 

Dole gets this. Clinton: never will. The irony is that, as 
yet, Dole. has no clue-that he’s in sync with the younger 
geheration; and for the slackers’ part, most of them still 
think of Bob as a crusty old relic. Occasional attempts to 
bridge the gap — Dole’s hilariously awkward interview 
with MTV's Tabitha Soren-—— have fallen completely flat. 
But that doesn’t mean thatsoOner or later the cofinection 
won't be made. As long as Dole doesn’t do a Yeltsin and go

hough it’s never safe to 
judge from appearances, 
Boston native Jennifer Klein 
does not look like a vision- 
ary — nor does she look 
like the typical young, rapacious, inside- 
the-Beltway hustler. Eschewing the Wash- 
ington uniform of smart tailored suit for 
jeans, black T-shirt, and vest, 26-year-old 
Klein emerges fresh from an afternoon fo- 
rum on a topic that would cause most peo- 


| ple’s eyes to glaze over: Social Security re- 


form. Indeed, Klein seems mildly excited. 
“I think I actually heard something new 


| today,” she says, appreciatively. She has- 


tens to add that she has not yet come to 
any conclusions about Social Security, 
Medicare, and a slew of other issues — is- 
sues on which one would expect the presi- 
dent of a Washington-based association 
(Klein herself) to have a position. 

Yes, Klein says, she wants twentysome- 
things to be a force in national politics. 


| And, to that end, she has created the Na- 


tional Association of Twentysomethings 
(NAT). But unlike its deceased predeces- 
sors, such as the group called Lead . . . or 
Leave, or the still-living but esoteric Third 
Millenniurh, Klein’s organization is down- 
playing its political aspirations. And that 
may well be a stroke of genius. 

As a 1990 graduate of New York Uni- 
versity, Klein first went to work at the New 
York office of the Motion Picture Associa- 
tion of America. In 1993, after MPAA de- 
cided to close the office, Klein couldn’t 
find a job — despite having experience 
and a degree from a prestigious college. 
“I'd be sending out hundreds of résumés, 
but I realized that hundreds of other peo- 
ple were also sending out hundreds of ré- 
sumés,” she says. “I kept sending them 
out, but eventually I had to drop my insur- 
ance because I couldn’t afford it, and | 
had to go on unemployment.” 

Ultimately, Klein returned to Boston, 
moved into her family’s home, and found a 
job — sans benefits — working for the

National Association of Radio Talk Show 
Hosts. In 1995, she moved to Washington 
after marrying her boyfriend, a Hill staffer, 
and she nearly commenced the job search 
once again. 

“But I thought about some of my per- 
sonal experiences,” she says, “and I 
thought about the media coverage of the 
whole Generation X thing, which por- 
trayed people as lazy, apathetic slackers 

. watching TV.” Her brow knits. “The 
image of people moving back in [with their 
parents] happily — I mean, I didn’t know 
anyone who felt that way. And the more I 


thought about it, there wasn’t really a 
group for young people that looks to pro- 
vide solutions to these kinds of problems. I 
thought of health insurance first — where 
do you go, who do you call? And I 
thought about looking for a new job. And I 
kind of took it from there.” 

What Klein has come up with is a non- 
profit association that, for a $10 member- 
ship fee, will hook up anyone in their 20s 
with health-insurance brokers, financial 
planners, and career counselors. Member- 
ship privileges also include discounts on 
rental cars, moving trucks, airline tickets, 
and hotels. 

And Klein’s ambitions for NAT don’t 
end there. Klein says she wants to get her 
peers actively involved in the debates on 
Social Security, health care, the budget, 
and numerous other issues. But, as she 
sees it, it’s much easier to draw members 
of her generation into the debates by offer- 
ing some small but substantial assistance 
— rather than just saying, “Voting is im- 
portant and you should do it,” or, like oth- 
er similar (but now defunct) groups, mak- 
ing claims to speak for millions of people 
who don’t belong to her organization. 

Which may be part of the reason Klein, 
who’s been at this for almost a year, has 
hardly registered on the media radar. Un- 
fortunately, many political reporters (and, 
alas, some citizens), perhaps unfamiliar 
with Christ’s warnings against false 
prophets, have not heeded such cautions 
in the past when it came to sizing up 
groups purporting to speak for Generation 
X. When, for example, Jon Cowan and 
Rob Nelson concocted Lead . . . or Leave 
in 1992, reporters ate it up. Hyping them- 
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selves as two young visionaries more fis- 
cally responsible than their self-indulgent 
elders, the pair claimed they were rallying 
legions of youth to bring pressure on 
Congress to balance the budget. 

It sounded good — admirable, even. 
But from the beginning, it was anything 
but a grassroots effort: although the press 
in DC loved Lead . . . or Leave, most of 
the people the group claimed to speak for 
weren’t so impressed. Perhaps hoping that 
a Common Sense-like treatise would mo- 
bilize young voters (and maybe looking for 
a little publicity), Cowan and Nelson pro- 
duced something that, when read, left one 
wondering if proofs of a Robert Heinlein 
novel and the latest issue of the Washing- 
ton Monthly had mistakenly been shuffled 
together at the printer. After forecasting a 
blighted near-future and repeatedly invok- 
ing their sacred mantra (eliminate the debt 
and everything will be fine), the pair “chal- 
lenged” their target audience to help end 
homelessness, win affordable health care, 
prevent AIDS, and control crime, among 
other things — goals that require activism 
and activist government. 

The contradiction in the Cowan-Nel- 
son approach was obvious: rapidly elimi- 
nating the debt would leave no money 
for the organization to realize its ambi- 
tious social goals. Not long afterward, 
Lead . . . or Leave broke camp, realizing 
their destiny by leading a hasty retreat 
and leaving a number of resentful fellow 
travelers behind. 

That’s exactly the sort of situation Klein 
wants to avoid. Her approach has been 


levelheaded and cautious; NAT is more 
service-oriented-than political, for now. 
Although most nonpartisan groups tilt 
right or left, Klein sees NAT as an infor- 
mational resource center, not a political 
force. Even though she herself leans mod- 
erately conservative, for example, Klein 
doesn’t want NAT to become another 
Third Millennium — a group that claims 
to speak for Gen X, but is, because of 
funding from libertarian-conservative 
think tanks, essentially an adjunct of the 
Gingrich regime. “Once members decide 
what positions they want to take, then 
we'll act accordingly,” she says. 

Klein is also wary of taking money from 
corporations. She doesnot, she explains, 
want NAT to be used as a multinational’s 
PR tool. So, as she continues to look for 
acceptable funding and allies, Klein oper- 
ates with a volunteer staff and takes no 
compensation for herself — a situation 
that makes NAT somewhat marginal, 
though not without potential. 

Indeed, though it would probably never 
have as much clout, NAT (currently with 
465 members) could become the younger 
counterpart of the American Association 
of Retired Persons, an organization that, 
like NAT, provides member services and 
actively engages in policy debates that 
concern its members. Some find such a 
scenario much more appealing than anoth- 
er round of get-out-the-vote efforts. 

Others are disturbed by it. One activist 
with Youth Vote ’96, a bipartisan voter- 
registration effort, fears that NAT is al- 
ready “more ‘me’ oriented and less inter- 
ested in making the system work better.” 

“It just sounds to me like a purely self- 
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interested, entrepreneurial wrong way to 
do politics,” adds political essayist and cul- 
tural critic Benjamin Barber of the Walt 
Whitman Center at Rutgers. “[NAT] is 
suggesting that it’s all about nothing other 
than special-interest groups. If you’re over 
55, join the AARP; if you’re under 30, join 
this group. Don’t do anything to think 
about the commonweal, the public good, 
the needs of people between 30 and 50.” 

But, notes Barber, it’s quite possible 
that NAT could initially attract members 
by appealing to their self-interest and 
then, by providing political information 
and a political forum, expand its philo- 
sophical base and get more young people 
involved in civic culture. Barber is, 
nonetheless, leery of Washington-based 
efforts: “We need to get people engaged 
in service to others, so they understand 
the rights they prize are tied to the will- 
ingness to take responsibilities.” 

Which is exactly what more and more 
young people are doing — though not | 
necessarily in the way Barber would find 
acceptable or Klein would find useful. 

“I would never tell anyone not to vote, 
as it can be a useful strategic tool,” says 
Michael Lane, a Baltimore activist, “but 
one could argue that electoral democracy 
has become nothing more than a sophisti- 
cated social control mechanism, because 
the ability to participate in the decision- 
making process has become so narrow. 
Most people:talk about elections as being 
the lesser of two evils. My reaction: how 
pathetic has our politics become, how 
unimaginative are we about social organi- 
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zation, that we have to accept this?” As 
Lane sees it, NAT’s association with a 
health-insurance company raises immedi- 
ate questions as to the group’s potential to | 
be a real agent for change. 

On the other hand, Kellyanne Fitz- 
patrick, a 28-year-old pollster and mem- 
ber of the Gingrich crowd, sees NAT as 
“a great proposal.” Fitzpatrick thinks 
that an association that provides infor- 
mation for younger citizens is missing 
from our society: “If you want to tap into 
the twentysomething voters, to appeal to 
them politically, you must understand 
them culturally.” What’s brilliant about 
NAT, says Fitzpatrick, is that it provides 
a concrete response to, as opposed to a | 
simple outlet for, twentysomething con- 
cerns rooted in the current political and 
economic milieu. 

As for Klein, she is, at the moment, not 
so concerned about the far-reaching ramifi- | 
cations of NAT as she is about making sure 
it gets on its feet and stays there. More peo- 
ple are calling every day and joining in 
search of a good insurance deal, she says, 
and she’s also been fielding more calls from 
various political youth groups eager to col- 
laborate, which makes her wary. “I certainly | 
don’t want people to think the politics isn’t 
important, but I see NAT as being a politi- 
cally educating force.” 

She pauses, and then weighs in with 
delightful understatement: “I get a little 
nervous with political groups in Washing- 
ton.” Whether her sense of trepidation 
will serve as an asset or a liability has yet 
to be seen. But even if NAT crashes and | 
burns, Klein will have tried something | 
different. Q

Will cults get private records 
of bankrupt watchdog group?

he Cult Awareness Network 
(CAN), an 18-year-old in- 
formation clearinghouse 
and referral service based in 
Chicago, has been forced 


| into bankruptcy, raising a possibility anti- 
cult activists find chilling: that the organi- 


zation’s confidential records of callers 


| and donors could fall into the hands of its 
| critics. 





A court-appointed trustee is overseeing 
the sale of CAN’s assets to raise money to 


| pay millions of dollars to a Seattle-area 


man who successfully sued CAN with the 
Church of Scientology’s help. Cynthia 
Kisser, executive director of CAN, says her 
lawyers — working pro bono — are at- 
tempting to convince the trustee that the 
records should be exempted from being 
sold off. 

Her organization, which researches 
groups that it believes manipulate their 
members through mind-control tech- 
niques, fields about 20,000 calls a year. 
Although internal records are not typical- 
ly part of bankruptcy proceedings, Kisser 
is afraid that organizations CAN has 
compiled information on would be will- 





ing to pay to get their hands on those 
documents. 

“CAN is concerned its critics will try to 
acquire and destroy the archives and sub- 
ject the donors to harassment or intimida- 
tion,” she says. Among the organizations 
that CAN keeps files on are Scientology 
and the Reverend Sun Myung Moon’s 
Unification Church. 

Internationally recognized cult expert 
Steven Hassan, of Boston, who’s a mem- 
ber of CAN and the founder of the 
fledgling Resource Center for Freedom of 
Mind, argues that Kisser’s fears are justi- 
fied. He says a dangerous precedent would 
be set if CAN’s critics obtain the organiza- 
tion’s records, and predicts families would 
be afraid to approach any agency for help 
if they realize their names may not be kept 
confidential. 

Scientology lawyer Kendrick Moxon, 
of Los Angeles, told the Phoenix that 
Kisser’s concerns are “bullshit,” charging 
that “it’s typical of them to skirt around 
an issue and try to put it in the most in- 
flammatory terms possible.” Yet Moxon 
suggests a possible use for CAN’s records 
that would appear to go to the heart of 
Kisser’s worries: placing them in a “pub- 
lic library” so that anyone can rifle 
through the documents. 
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“There are a lot of organizations that 
would be interested in cleaning up their 
files,” says Moxon, suggesting that those 
groups should be allowed to excise false 
information compiled by CAN, which he 
calls “a hate group” and “the Ku Klux 
Klan of religion.” 

CAN’s troubles began in 1991, when a 
CAN volunteer received a call from a Seat- 
tle woman who had left a Pentecostal sect 
and who wanted her two underage sons to 
leave as well. The volunteer referred the 
mother to Rick Ross, a Phoenix, Ari- 
zona—based exit counselor, who kid- 
napped the boys and counseled them 
against their will, a procedure known as 
“involuntary deprogramming.” Ross’s ac- 
tions were legal, since the sessions were 
carried out at the mother’s request and the 
boys were not yet 18. After several days, 
the boys agreed to leave the sect. 

Everyone agrees what 

happened next. Acting 
again at the mother’s 
behest, Ross then kid- 
napped the boys’ 18- 
year-old brother, Jason 
Scott, who escaped and 
turned Ross in to au- 
thorities. Ross avoided 
criminal conviction, but 
Scott, represented by 
Moxon, sued Ross and 
CAN. Last September, 
Scott won a $3.1 mil- 
lion judgment against 
Ross and a $1.1 million 
judgment against CAN. 
Bankruptcy proceed- 
ings began last month. 

Kisser charges the 


with conducting a bs 
lengthy campaign of 
harassment and intimidation against her 
organization. In the Scott case, Kisser al- 
leges, the CAN volunteer was actually on 
duty with a local crisis hotline, not CAN, 
when she was contacted by Scott’s moth- 
er, and that the volunteer had no knowl- 
edge of the mother’s subsequent decision 
to have Ross deprogram her adult-age 
son. CAN has appealed the judgment. 
Moxon, though, says he introduced nu- 
merous documents and other evidence 
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during the trial, including letters from Ross | 
to CAN seeking referrals for deprogram- 
ming, letters from Kisser to Ross, and 
Ross’s own promotional literature, which 
includes an endorsement from Kisser. 

“They’re knee-deep in it, and it’s con- 
sistent with their policies,” Moxon says of 
CAN’s relationship with Ross. 

Ross, who has also declared bankruptcy, 
is a controversial figure within the anti- 
cult movement. He says he ceased partic- 
ipating in involuntary deprogrammings 
last year because he could no longer afford 
to defend himself in court. But he contin- 
ues to assert that the practice is essential 
for helping cult members who've been 
subjected to such powerful mind-control 
techniques that they refuse to listen to 
family and friends. 

“I recognized that | was taking a risk,” 
he says of the Scott case. 

Steve Hassan says 
Ross’s troubles demon- 
strate what’s wrong with 
involuntary deprogram- 
ming. Hassan, a former 
member of the Unifica- 
tion Church, participat- 
ed in several involuntary 
sessions in the late 
1970s before coming to 
believe that the tech- 
nique is both wrong and 
unnecessary. He calls it 
a “Neanderthal, thug 
kind of approach.” 

But Ross says the real 
tragedy is that he’s been 
forced to stop counsel- 
ing adult cult members 
unless he first obtains 
their consent. He says 
the vast majority of his 
involuntarily interven- 
tions have been successful, and he’s in 
regular touch with a number of ex-cult 
members whose first contact with him was 
being kidnapped. 

“The only hope they had was if some- 
body did an involuntary deprogramming,” 
Ross says, “and now there’s nobody to 
help them.” Q

| l 99 ? callers to conserva- 
nN y tive talk-radio pro- 
grams derided journalist Dan Baum as a 
druggie and traitor, primarily because of an 
article he had written for the Nation in which 
he held that the gravest threat to civil liber- 
ties in America was the War on Drugs. Now 
Baum has a book out on the subject, and 
once again has been making the rounds on 
talk radio. Only this time, he says, more 
people are phoning in with words of support 
and approval. The response, he says appre- 
Ciatively, has been amazing. 

A former reporter for the Wall Street 
Journal and the Atlanta Constitution, Baum 
did something few journalists with cushy 
jobs would consider: instead of taking a 
brief book leave, he left daily journalism 
entirely and spent the time he needed to 
write his book the way he wanted. The re- 
sult is Smoke and Mirrors: The War on 
Drugs and the Politics of Failure, a critical 
history of the last 30 years of drug policy. 
Costly, destructive, and a failure in its mis- 
sion, Baum writes, the Drug War is govern- 
ment lunacy beyond the wildest waste- 
fraud-and-abuse accusations of Rush Lim- 
baugh and Ross Perot. 

“What's interesting to me,” says the au- 
thor from his home in Missoula, Montana, 
“are these mainstream, bedrock conserva- 
tives who don’t like Washington telling 
them what to do, who are offended by 
deficit spending and programs that don't 
work. When they hear about the Drug War, 
they realize it’s far more offensive and per- 
nicious to their principles than any of these 
other issues. Now this has to translate into 
punishment at the ballot box.” 

But Baum is skeptical, in part because 
of a crisis in leadership. Bill Clinton has 
had the opportunity to do the right thing 
on medical marijuana, and on the sentenc- 
ing disparities between crack and pow- 
dered cocaine, but he hasn't. This is still a 
third-rail issue — touch it and get zapped. 

Right now, Baum isn’t optimistic. “If | look 
to Congress or the executive branch,” he 
says, “| don't see anyone who might emerge 
as a spokesman or leader on this issue. Clin- 
ton’s drug budget is more heavily weighted 
in favor of enforcement and imprisonment 
than Bush’s. So when | hear Dole and Gin- 
grich go off on Clinton for being AWOL in the 
War on Drugs, it’s just crazy, because more 
people are going to prison, more people’s 
property is being confiscated, and more 
money is being spent on the military [for 
drug operations]. The sad thing is, a lot of 
people know better.”

in the so-called 
War on Drugs 
are the media and 
the government 


or more than a quarter century 
the United States has been on a 
rampage, kicking in doors and 
locking people up in the name of 
protecting its citizens from illegal 
drugs. Hundreds of billions of 
dollars into the Drug War, nobody 
claims victory. Yet we continue, 
devoted to a policy as expensive, ineffec- 
tive, delusional, and destructive as govern- 
ment gets. 

The country began using police to con- 
trol the use of certain drugs in 1914. But 
the War on Drugs, in name and in spirit, 
started during the 1968 presidential cam- 
paign, when the country discovered how 
“drugs” could stand in for a host of trou- 
bles too awkward to discuss plainly. 

The war metaphor worked for Richard 
Nixon that year. It continues to work for 
politicians ranging from Jesse Jackson to 
Jesse Helms because nearly everyone has 
found a reason to enlist: parents appalled 
by their teen’s behavior, police starved for 
revenue, conservative politicians pander- 
ing to their constituents’ moral dudgeon, 
liberal politicians needing a chance to look 
“tough,” presidents looking for distrac- 
tions from scandal, whites — and blacks 
— striving to “explain” the ghetto, editors 
filling page one, spies and colonels need- 
ing an enemy to replace Communists. . . . 

The War on Drugs is about a lot of 
things, but only rarely is it really about 
drugs. 

To sustain this precious metaphor we 
spend wildly. Adding together local, state, 
and federal drug budgets, Americans 
spend more on the Drug War than on pri- 
vate health insurance: $120 billion during 
the Bush years alone. Even the mid- 
1990s’ passion to cut spending hasn’t 
dented the drug budget. Under Bill Clin- 
ton, the War on Drugs continues to con- 
sume more federal dollars than the Com- 
merce, Interior, and State Departments 
put together. While we argue about 
whether the country can afford foreign 
aid, the Environmental Protection Agency, 
public broadcasting, or the National En- 
dowment for the Arts and the Humanities, 
the federal drug budget quietly exceeds all 
of them combined. 

But money is only part of the price. At a

time when the public debates whether gun 
laws and wetlands protection violate the 
Constitution, the War on Drugs concen- 
trates unprecedented police power inside 
the Beltway, all but eliminating Fourth 
Amendment rights and turning the attor- 
ney general into a kind of urban viceroy 
who can mete out punishment without tri- 
al. The Drug War clogs the courts to the 
point of breakdown. It keeps more Ameri- 
cans in federal prison for drug crime than 
were in for all crimes put together in 
1980. It criminalizes a generation of 
African-American men, drugs being the 
main reason a third of all black males in 
their 20s are under correctional control 
— jail, prison, probation, or parole. 

Moreover, the War on Drugs frequently 
makes drug problems worse. From scag in 
Da Nang to crack in the Bronx to super- 
potent hydroponic marijuana in the 
schoolyard, waves of enforcement have 
consistently inspired people to import, 
sell, and use ever-stronger drugs in ever 
more dangerous ways. 

Costly, destructive, and failing in its 
stated mission, the War on Drugs is gov- 
ernment lunacy beyond the wildest waste- 
fraud-and-abuse accusations of Rush 
Limbaugh and Ross Perot. Yet we soldier 
on, speaking the language of war, writing 
the budgets of war, carrying the weapons 
of war, and suffering the casualties of war. 
We've trapped ourselves in a classic self- 
fulfilling prophecy. That the merest con- 
tact with drugs now may cost you your 
job, your home, or your freedom only re- 
inforces our belief that drugs radiate a su- 
pernatural evil, like Kryptonite. Call it col- 
lateral damage: among the things de- 
stroyed by the Drug War is our ability to 
debate our way toward a reasonable ap- 
proach to drug abuse. As Joycelyn Elders 
learned, even the mildest questioning of 
severe prohibjtion is the closest thing this 
country has to forbidden speech. For the 
moment, all paths away from excess are 
boobytrapped. We’re stuck. 

When Richard Nixon declared his War 
on Drugs, the conventional wisdom about 
drugs and crime was that they reflect 
“more than the character of the pitiful 
few” who engage in them and instead re- 
veal shortcomings of “the entire society.” 
Three decades later, we believe the oppo- 
site. Congress debates a “Personal Re- 
sponsibility Act” that exonerates society 
and blames everything from homicide to 


teenage pregnancy on “crises of individual 
values.” It’s no coincidence that the lead- 
ing guru of the mid-’90s “values” crusade 
is the most famous and aggressive drug 
czar of them all: William Bennett. He pins 
the country’s drug problems — and, late- 
ly, crime, teenage pregnancy, and even 
poverty — simply on bad people with cor- 
rupt values. In step with Bennett, Ameri- 
cans each year redefine more and more of 
what used to be considered social ills as 
failings of personal character. Since 
Nixon’s “law and order” campaign of 
1968, the War on Drugs has walked point 
for a national retreat from handling crime 
and drug abuse as symptoms of larger 
problems — racism, exclusion, injustice 
and poverty — for which all Americans 
bear some responsibility. The appeal is 
obvious.

The ghetto wasn’t the only place disor- 
der reigned in 1967. When Americans 
flipped the channel from the race riots, 
similar images beamed from the country’s 
most prestigious college campuses — 
lines of helmeted police, clouds of tear 
gas, flailing nightsticks. 

The antiwar movement was dragging 
legions of perfectly nice kids into what 
many saw as a frightening “countercul- 
ture” of insubordination, poor grooming, 
and promiscuous sex. To the offensive 
blare of rock and roll, young people were 
burning the flag, tearing up draft cards, 
praising the enemy, ridiculing everything 
their parents represented. The whole 
country seemed to be coming unglued, 
with blacks tearing down one side and the 
kids tearing down another. 

It was in the hands of rebellious hippies 
that most Americans first saw wrinkled little 
cigarettes of marijuana. In 1967, pot wasn’t 
feared much as a health threat; it was the 
“soft” drug beside heroin and the hallucino- 
gens. From the start, the country under- 
stood marijuana as a cultural symbol with 
political punch. Gallop got it: the polling 
company measured the connection between 
marijuana and politics and tabulated the re- 
sults in two neat columns — demonstrators 
and non-demonstrators — showing vastly 
more demonstrators had tried pot. LBJ’s 
commission on campus unrest got it: “If the 
rest of the society wears short hair, the 
member of this youth culture wears his hair 
long. If others are clean, he is dirty. If oth- 
ers drink alcohol and illegalize marijuana,

he denounces alcohol and smokes pot . . . 
by all these means, he declares himself an 
alien in a large society with which he is fun- 
damentally at odds.” Yippie leader Jerry Ru- 
bin got it: “Smoking pot makes you a crimi- 
nal and a revolutionary,” he said. “As soon 
as you take your first puff, you are an enemy 
of society.” And J. Edgar Hoover got it: 
“Since the use of marijuana and other nar- 
cotics is widespread among members of the 
New Left,” he memoed his agents, “you 
should be alert to opportunities to have 
them arrested by local authorities on drug 
charges.” 
* 

Marijuana and heroin had little in com- 

mon. Both were imported psychoactives, 


but the drugs were as pharmacologically 
and culturally different as Tylenol and 
Prozac. Impoverished middle-aged inner- 
city addicts shot heroin for one set of rea- 
sons; affluent college kids smoked pot for 
another. 

The media, however, combined the two 
drugs into a single story. Heroin addicts in 
New York City began appearing in the 
same news accounts as teenyboppers 
smoking reefer. It is “incontrovertibly 
clear,” Newsweek reported in a dispatch 
typical of the day, that “the age of US 
drug users is dropping rapidly, sometimes 
reaching down into elementary schools.” 
The article offered no data. Instead, on the 
same page as vivid photos of junkies over- 
dosing in Harlem, the authors quoted 
principals saying they’d found young 
teenagers smoking pot in school bath- 
rooms. Life magazine scrambled the sto- 
ries further: “Drug abuse and marijuana, 
once confined to the shadowy underworld 
of junkie row, are now very much in the 
open.” 

What the magazines called drug abuse 
was in 1967 almost entirely a matter of 
young people smoking pot; barely a hun- 
dredth as many Americans shot heroin. 
Conflating the two drugs, the media made 
the country’s “drug problem” appear in- 
finitely more threatening than it was; 
drugs became a big story. 

Richard Nixon and congressional Re- 
publicans benefited directly from this blur- 
ring of the distinction between marijuana 
and heroin. Broadly defined, drugs were 
common to the cultures of both urban 
blacks and college hippies, and Republi- 
cans were eager to link race rioters with 
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campus protesters. “Disturbances and 
demonstrations are lumped together” in 
the public mind, read a memo circulating 
through the Johnson White House, “and 
the blame for these civil disorders is placed 
on the Administration.” By the end of 
1967 almost half of all Americans said 
they’d turn in their own kids to the police 
if they found them using drugs. 

. 

Plenty has been written about the racial 
element of George Bush’s “Willie Horton 
campaign” in 1988. But his campaign 
rhetoric about crime and drugs was more 
than just fear-mongering against blacks. 
Bush also was continuing the work begun 
by Don Santarelli and Richard Nixon in 


1968 — discrediting the suggestion that 
social pressures such as poverty and 
racism play a role in creating crime, and 
promoting the notion that, like all other 
social problems, crime is entirely the fault 
of bad people making bad choices. 

Liberals like Michael Dukakis, Bush 
said to Ohio policemen a month before the 
election, are “lost in the thickets of liberal 
sociology. Just as when it comes to foreign 
policy, they always ‘Blame America First,’ 
when it comes to crime and criminals, they 
always seem to ‘Blame Society First.’ ” Ed- 
ucation Secretary William Bennett heartily 
agreed. Bennett had been preaching “per- 
sonal responsibility” — as opposed to so- 
cial responsibility — since his days at the 
NEH. Bush and Bennett always got along, 
but it was an incident during the 1988 
campaign that welded the bond. On Meet 
the Press one Sunday morning, Bennett 
once again attacked the “liberal elite.” 
“They have disdain for the simple and ba- 
sic patriotism of most Americans,” Bennett 
said. “They think they’re smarter than ev- 
erybody else. That bothers me. I think it 
should bother a lot of people.”

When William Bennett moved across 
town from the Department of Education 
to be czar at the Office of National Drug 
Control Policy, he brought his people with 
him. All white, all male, none with law-en- 
forcement or social-service experience, 
some had been with Bennett the entire 
eight years since his debut at the National 
Endowment for the Humanities. 

Bennett’s men held themselves above 
the mere budget cutters, tax slashers, reg- 
ulation busters, and states-rightsers that

made up the broader executive branch. 
John Walters, Bennett’s chief of staff at 
Education and author of the punitive 
Schools Without Drugs, had been to meet- 
ings of Ed Meese’s Drug Policy Board and 
had been appalled at their inanity. Every- 
body was so busy jockeying for position 
that nobody ever ventured an honest 
opinion or original idea. Ben- 
nett’s office, on the other 
hand, prided itself on be- 

ing one continuous phi- 
losophy forum, with 

great questions of 

political theory and 

national purpose the 

stuff of daily con- 


versation. Envision- 
ing themselves a 

kind of ideological 
Bennettista cavalry to 
the Republican in- 
fantry, Bennett’s crew 
saw their mission at the 
drug office as fundamentally 
identical to that at Education or 

the Endowment: to reform America’s 
character, by force if necessary. 

It would have been okay with them to be 
assigned teen pregnancy, abortion, welfare 
— any platform from which to harangue 
the public about values and exact punish- 
ment for transgression. “Drugs are the hill 
we're fighting over at the moment, but the 
war is much bigger than that,” Bruce 
Carnes, Bennett’s budget director, would 
say. “Our fight is any issue that has a 
shade on character.” The “hill” they'd just 
been given to fight over, though, wasn’t 
just any piece of political turf, but was the 
hottest hot-button issue of the decade. 
More than half the country believed drugs 
to be America’s worst problem. Majorities 
favored mandatory drug tests for all citi- 
zens, warrantless police searches of sus- 
pected dealers’ homes, and roadblocks to 
search cars randomly. This wasn’t mere 
naked paintings or politically correct so- 
cial-studies textbooks. This was a chance 
to preach and kick ass on the nation’s 
brightly lit center stage. 

” 

Ronald Reagan went on television on 
September 14. And this time, he brought 
Nancy with him to urge Americans to 
adopt “outspoken intolerance.” In an un- 
usual joint address from their private 
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Mistrust — 
those in whom 
the impulse 
to punish 
is strong. 


‘ Friedrich 
hae Nietzsche 
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quarters in the White House, the Rea- 
gans summoned Americans to a crusade 
they compared to World War II, in which 
everybody, “not just the boys flying the 
planes and driving the tanks,” took part. 
Americans, the president said, “have nev- 
er been morally neutral against any form 
of tyranny.” “There’s no moral middle 
ground,” Nancy said. “Indiffer- 
ence is not an option.” The 
lofty tone recalled FDR 
on poverty, Kennedy 
on the space pro- 
gram, and Lyndon 
Johnson on civil 
rights. This time, 
though, the cause 


was drugs. “We 
want you to help us 
create an outspoken 
intolerance for 
drugs,” Nancy said. 
“For the sake of our 
children, I implore each 
of you to be unyielding and 
inflexible in your opposition to 
drugs.” Drugs are a “cancer,” the Rea- 


: gans said, and drug dealers “work every 
: day to plot a new and better way to steal 


our children’s lives — just as they’ve 
done by developing this new drug, 
crack.” “So,” the First Lady wound up, 
“won't you join us in this great new na- 
tional crusade?”

The next morning, Reagan signed Exec- 
utive Order #12564, titled Drug Free 
Workplace, ordering all federal agencies to 
plan to urine-test all worker in jobs requir- 
ing “a high degree of trust and confi- 
dence.” The order didn’t specify how 
many of the government’s 2.8 million civil- 
ian employees fit that description. The 
contents of one’s bladder would now be 
the boss’s business. 

First-time offenders would be coun- 
seled. In a cabinet meeting prior to issuing 
the order, White House counsel Peter 
Wallison suggested that firing federal 
workers who failed their second drug test 
would be “punitive.” “It’s meant to be 
punitive,” retorted Education Secretary 
William Bennett. He waved the booklet 
Schools Without Drugs, which recom- 
mends expelling second-time users, and 
asked, “How can you be harder on kids

than you are on tax-supported federal 
workers?” Bennett’s view became policy. 
Three weeks later, Congress delivered 
the baby. In passing the long list of 
mandatory sentences, Congress seemed to 
have forgotten that two years earlier it had 
created a commission to write sentencing 
guidelines. Those guidelines were sched- 
uled to go into effect in 1987. Nobody on 
the Hill foresaw what would happen when 
the two contradictory sentencing systems 
— mandatories and guidelines — became 
law at the same time and parole was si- 
multaneously abolished. The federal prison 
system already was at 150 percent of ca- 


pacity, a condition that would soon be 
looked back upon with nostalgia. 

“The drug thing has just caught flame; it 
is the issue!” exulted Congressman Trent 
Lott, Republican of Mississippi, when the 
vote was over. 

Opponents saw it differently. 

“I’m afraid this bill is the legislative 
equivalent of crack,” Congressman Barney 
Frank of Massachusetts said. “It yields a 
short-term high but does long-term dam- 
age to the system. And it’s expensive to 
boot.” House Judiciary Committee chair- 
man Peter Rodino was less playful. “We 
have been fighting the War on Drugs,” he 
said, “but now it seems to me the attack is 
on the Constitution of the United States.” 

e 

On April 9, 1988, the city of Los Ange- 
les declared war on its poorest citizens, 
sending more than a thousand police offi- 
cers into South Central to roust every 
young black man on the streets. 

“Tonight,” a Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment spokesman told reporters, “we pick 
‘em up for anything and everything.” More 
than 1400 people — mostly young black 
men — were arrested and booked in mo- 
bile processing centers on charges ranging 
from possession of illegal weapons to dis- 
regard of old parking tickets. Or they were 
picked up for violating curfews that applied 
| only in poor black and Hispanic neighbor- 

| hoods. Hundreds who weren’t arrested had 
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their names recorded in the LAPD’s gang 
roster for further surveillance. 

“This is war,” Chief Daryl Gates said. 
“We’re exceedingly angry. ... We want to 
get the message out to the cowards — we 
want the message to go out that we’re go- 
ing to come and get them.” Operation 
Hammer had begun. 

Clearly something had to be done for 
South Central Los Angeles. Between 1978 
and 1982, southern California lost 10 
huge manufacturing plants — GM, Fire- 
stone, Goodyear, and others — and with 
them went 75,000 union jobs held largely 
by the blacks of South Central. More than 
300 smaller warehouses and factories also 
fled South Central, many finding a new 
home in nearby affluent Orange County. 
By 1982, unemployment i in South Central 
was half agen as high as it had been in the 


early 1970s, ond community purchasing 
power was down a third. The minimum 
wage was lower, in real terms, than it had 
been in the 1950s. 

Then Reaganomics kicked in. The Fed- 
eral Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) and the Job Corps 
were cut back or eliminated, putting an 
end to meaningful job training in South 
Central. A 1985 survey of public housing 
in the district found employed breadwin- 
ners in only a tenth of the households in 
some projects. Despite a Southern Califor- 
nia boom fueled by record defense spend- 
ing, 40 percent of Los Angeles County’s 
children lived below or barely above pover- 
ty line, most of them in South Central. 
South Central’s classrooms were more 
crowded than Mississippi's. Barely half of 
the district’s children finished high school. 
Gangs, active since the early 1970s, 
claimed to have recruited a total of 50,000 
members And then, in 1984, crack arrived. 

The little rocks appeared all over LA right 
after Tootie Reese, the city’s biggest coke 
dealer, got busted. Whatever order had ex- 
isted in LA’s cocaine trade evaporated as 
Reese’s lieutenants each went his own way, 
employing the street gangs as dealers, run- 
ners, and muscle. Overnight, violence in 
South Central exploded through the roof. 
At times, not a day would go by without a 
gang killing. And the number of cocaine- 
poisoning cases doubled. 
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The Los Angeles City Council seemed 
determined to make things worse. In 
1987, the council changed the way it 
funded city parks to route more money to 
wealthy districts and only $30,000 to the 
150 parks and rec centers in South Cen- 
tral. The Los Angeles Summer Job Pro- 
gram — a major source of black youth 
employment — also was eliminated. At 
the height of the crack wave, drug treat- 
ment wasn’t a priority. No money was al- 
located for it in 1987, and treat- 
ment remains general un- 
available to low-income 
Angelenos. 

Drug dealing, how- 
ever, was a ghetto 
problem that Los 
Angeles was pre- 
pared to address. 


The city looked at 

all the problems 

facing the people of 
South Central — the 
plant closings, the 

flight of the middle 

class, the pinched school 
budgets, and more — and 
decided that crack was the sole 

source of the neighborhood’s trouble. “A 
budget is a statement of priorities,” said 
city council member Zev Yaroslavsky, 
head of the police-budget committee. 
“And if fighting gang violence in this city 
is our highest priority, it should be reflect- 
ed in our budget” even though, 
Yaroslavsky acknowledged, “it will be at 
the expense of virtually anything else.” 
Added council member Richard Alatorree, 
“This is the era of the police. If I were 
chief, I’d ask for more.” Night after night, 
Hammer teams roared through the neigh- 
borhoods of South Central. Any black kid 
seen out after dark was subject to a frisk 
and interrogation. “I think people believe 
that the only strategy we have is to put a 
lot of police officers on the street and ha- 
rass people and make arrests for inconse- 
quential kinds of things,” Chief Gates 
said. “Well, that’s part of the strategy, no 
question about it.” The head of the 
LAPD’s Hardcore Drug Squad compared 
South Central to Vietnam, an aptly belli- 
cose metaphor. 
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In August, 88 officers stormed a South 
Central apartment block suspected of be- 
ing a gang headquarters. “This is a Class- 
A search,” the captain in charge told his 
men. “That means carpets up, drywall 
down. Level it. Make it uninhabitable.” 
The policemen followed orders, smashing 
furniture and walls with sledgehammers, 
ripping an outside stairway away from the

Operation Hammer didn’t rid South

sualties. Although the LAPD had arrested, 


at one time or another, three-quarters of

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| How Boston can raise a quick 
$28 million without a tax hike 


by Sarah McNaught 


t’s budget time again, and 

Mayor Tom Menino is faced 

with a familiar problem: the 

city simply doesn’t have 

enough money to do the job. 
Kindergarten programs are being cut; 
deteriorating school buildings like 
Dorchester High School need every- 
thing from library books to a fresh 
coat of paint; homeless shelters have 
no choice but to turn people away at 
the door. Hundreds of needs go un- 
met every day. 

Now consider another problem, 
seemingly unrelated: the taxi shortage 
in Boston. The city has kept the num- 
ber of cabs constant since 1945, and 
anyone who has tried to flag a cab on 
the street knows what that means. It 
means an overflow of tourists, club- 
goers, college students, and out-of- 
town businesspeople, all seeking taxis 
to get them to airports, concerts, con- 
ference halls, and local landmarks. 

.As it turns out, there’s a simple 
way to deal with both prob- é 
lems, and it won’t cost 
taxpayers a cent: auction 
off new taxi medallions, 
thus increasing the num- 
ber of cabs while allow- 
ing the city to collect a 
fair- market value for 
the permits. ; 

Suffolk Superior @ 

Court has ordered the 

Boston Police Depart- 
ment’s Hackney Unit to give out 
260 more medallions by December 
13. The Department, which will ap- 
peal the court order on July 19, has 
not made any firm decision on how 
to distribute the medallions — al- 
though some members of the Hack- 
ney Unit have indicated that they 
will be distributed via a lottery for 
only a $175 entry fee. 

If that is the case, the proceeds will 
be nowhere near what the medallions 
are worth on the open market. (And 
there is an open market: once a 
medallion has been assigned, it can 
change hands freely through private 
deals.) Indeed, multiply the going 
street rate for a medallion — 
$106,000 — by the number of 
medallions the city plans to issue, and 
City Hall could rake in a quick 
$27.56 million, money that could be 
used for all kinds of worthy causes. 

The idea is not a new one. In 1995, 
New York’s Taxi and Limousine Com- 
mission announced that it would auc- 
tion off 400 medallions over a three- 
year period. The Commission set a 
minimum price and the bids were ac- 
cepted, in sealed envelopes, over five 
days. The medallions simply went to 
the highest bidders. In the first year, 
according to a spokesperson, the city 
raised some $24 million. Simple. 

In Boston, that kind of money 
could make a real difference. 

e. There are 5000 homeless people 
in Boston and only 228 permanent 
housing units for them. For $27.5 
million, says Paul Denning, commu- 
nications coordinator for the Pine 
Street Inn, 700 more rooms of per- 
manent housing could be built. That 
would be 700 people who could 
restart their lives. 

e Or, for $24 million, the Boston 
School Department could give every 
public high-school student in the city 
a computer of his or her own. 

And with the remaining $3 million, 


all 63,000 public-school students and 
their families could be taught com- 
puter literacy. “We would like to es- 
tablish a year-long series of family 
computer nights in which our stu- 
dents — along with their parents, 
guardians, brothers, and sisters — 
could be taught how to use the com- 
puter and access the Internet,” says 
Gretchen O’Neil, spokesperson for 
the school superintendent. 

Boston kids are already a 
year behind where they 4 
should be academically, 
according to a report re- 
leased a few months 
ago; without comput- 
ers, they’ll 


be behind the times as well. 

e $27.5 million would also be 
enough to give the Boston Public Li- 
brary a complete makeover. The li- 
brary is in the middle of a three- 
phase, $50 million restoration pro- 
ject, but it is $18 million short. The 
funds could be used for renovating 
the third floor of the historic McKim 
building — on the reference side of 
the library — and for updating the 
computer system. 

Add another $1 million to restore 
the Sargent Gallery, home to John 
Singer Sargent’s mural Judaism and 
Christianity. This one-time city trea- 
sure is now obscured by 100 years of 
soot and grime. 

Put up another $3.2 million, and 
branch libraries would once again be 
able to open on nights and weekends. 

All that would come to $22.2 mil- 
lion, leaving some $5 million to be 
put aside for new books, reference 
materials, even literacy programs. 
And all the city needs to do is sell taxi 
medallions for what they’re worth on 
the street. 

® 

Bear in mind that the money need 
not, be spent all at once. Why not put 
it into a trust fund — called, say, the 
Future Fund? Assuming, conserva- 
tively, that the city earned 5.5 percent 
annual interest, it would be guaran- 
teed an income of $1.5 million every 
year from now on. 

@ That $1.5 million would be 
enough to provide a $5000 scholar- 
ship to each of the city’s 300 top 
graduating seniors. Mayor Menino 
has continuously emphasized the im- 
portance of education. What better 
way to encourage students, and to re- 
ward those who succeed? 

e Or the money could be used for 


the Big Sister Association. That $1.5 
million would mean the organization 
could recruit and train 1500 big sis- 
ters a year. The Big Sisters are con- 
stantly struggling to find women who 
will spend time with girls who have 
no supportive role models at home. 
Big sisters do much more than take 
young girls apple picking, rollerblad- 
ing, or swimming. These young girls, 
many from troubled homes, rely on 
Big Sisters to guide them and give 

them hope. 
e Boston’s Head Start program 
for preschoolers could offer 250 city 

children a spot in the program. 

Head Start, with a proven

disadvantaged back- 

grounds, is becoming even 
more crucial as the school sys- 
tem phases out Kindergarten I. 
The $1.5 million could drastically 
cut the program’s large waiting list. 

e Or the yearly allocation could 
be used to revitalize the city’s 
neighborhoods. 

The city could, for example, invite 
citizens to organize themselves and 
make proposals for a piece of the Fu- 
ture Fund’s disbursements. Grass- 
roots groups have shown that it 
doesn’t take much money to make a 
big difference in everything from day 
care and job placement to neighbor- 
hood beautification. Or the money 
could be used to revitalize neighbor- 
hood businesses, by guaranteeing 
loans or by building parking lots in 
underserved areas. 

There are literally hundreds of 
good ideas out there, waiting to be 
funded. Now there is a simple way to 
try at least some of them. 

Even some city cab drivers say sell- 
ing the permits is better than just giv- 
ing them away. 

“I’m not going to lie. I have been 
driving someone else’s cab for nine 
years,” says 54-year-old Joe of East 
Boston. “I would love to be handed 
my own permit. But I have a grand- 
daughter who can’t go to regular 
school because she has learning prob- 
lems. If I thought money made from 
these medallions would go to a pro- 
gram to help kids like her, then I’m 
all for it.” 

The vice-president of Town Taxi, 
John Ford, says the medallions should 
be sold, not handed out. 

“There are guys out there who 
break their backs to pay off loans they 
took out for their medallions,” says 
Ford, whose company owns 100 
medallions. “But there is a shortage 
of taxis, and if the medallions are go- | 
ing to be put on the streets, people 
should. pay for them. Then everyone 
can benefit — the city, companies, 
drivers, and citizens.”

N° to cite Seinfeld, but let us consider the show’s 
season finale, in which George’s fiancée, Susan, 
drops dead, poisoned by the adhesive strip on the 
envelopes for her wedding invitations. As his fiancée 
is buried, George breathes a long, shuddering sigh of 
relief: he realizes, as we all do, that she was the 


serpent in the garden. 


There was nothing identifiably wrong with Susan, 
but she was always a little bit of a Yoko figure, a 
presence that began as vaguely threatening and 
became downright sinister. The marriage, had it 
taken place, would have sent the show reeling into 


a different time slot. No one on prime time 
gets married, with the exception of Helen 
Hunt and Paul Reiser, and, anyway, they 
seem awfully tense most of the time. 

In life, as on television, marriage just 
doesn’t get the ratings. Although we are 


still getting married — 91 percent of 


Americans do before they die — we are 
getting married later than ever. The me- 
dian age at first marriage for women is 
24.5 and for men 26.7 — the highest 
figures since the census started keeping 
marriage statistics. In 1960, only 11 per- 
cent of women emerged from their 20s 
single. By 1993, that number had risen to 
33 percent. An expected period of pro- 
tracted singleness is reflected in our 
spending, our pop culture, our career 
choices. 

We are a generation of confirmed bache- 
lors. “Just being friends does simplify life,” 
muses the narrator of Douglas Coupland’s 
Generation X. \t does simplify life, in fact, 
until you want to get married. Right about 
then, things get complicated. 


Why not? 

There was a time when it was normal to 
get married. In 1960, the median age for 
women at first marriage was 20.3 and for 
men it was 22.8. John Updike’s 1960s sub- 
urbia was populated by couples who mar- 
ried thoughtlessly, breathlessly, in their ear- 
ly 20s, tumbling out of their graduation 
gowns and into mortgage agreements. 

“Ken appeared, was taller than she, 
wanted her, was acceptable and was ac- 
cepted on all sides,” Updike writes in Cou- 
ples, his classic chronicle of young mar- 
riedness. “She was graduated and married 
in June of 1956.” 

“Their courtship passed as something in- 
stantly forgotten, like an enchantment, or a 
mistake,” he writes of another pair. “Her 
father, a wise-smiling man in a tailored 
gray suit, failed to disapprove. . . . The 
Hanemas’ first child, a daughter, was born 
nine months after the wedding night.” 

Thus, in two sentences, it was done. 
Marriage was the obvious next step, and 
they were no more hesitant about changing 
their lifestyles than 16-year-olds with new 
drivers’ licenses are hesitant to drive. Angst 
didn’t really enter into it in those days. We 
were driven by society toward the institu- 
tion that is its fundamental unit. It was a 
time of unambiguous prosperity: there 
were jobs, and young Americans were 
chafing at the bit to begin their real lives.

In those days, people expected to marry 
before they finished growing up; marriage, 
it seemed, would help them do it. Children 
came early and Updike’s couples — the 
prosperous ones — emerged into the pub- 
lic world of poker clubs, dinner dances, 
touch football, beach volleyball, Greek- 
dancing parties, and half-illicit infidelity. 
The decisive dramas of their lives took 
place when they were coupled. 

“What was the hurry?” wonders Ben 
Bradlee in his 1995 memoir, A Good Life, 
of his marriage at 20 during World War 
Il. “What convinced either one of us that 
marriage would resolve any of the uncer- 
tainties we dared not admit to, much less 
face? Was there some vaguely glamorous, 
vaguely patriotic sense that marriage 
would make each life more meaningful? 
Who knows?” 

Who cared? That was marriage in those 
days: the primal drive, the thing to do. 


Why bother? 


Thirty years later, we have left the age of 
Couples and entered the age of Friends. 
Nothing in the world rushes us toward 
marriage, except, perhaps, exhaustion. A 
range of different forces slow us down. 
Witness a couple we'll call Henry and Eve, 
a writer and a filmmaker living in New 
York. For them, getting engaged was hard 
enough. Then they had to explain it to their 
friends. That was harder. 

Henry: “In New York, it’s definitely out 
of fashion. . . . It was just a question of 
why | would want to do it. People feel like 
the institution is discriminatory [against 
gay people]. That was one of our main 
problems.” 

Eve: “I knew I would have trouble talk- 
ing about it. | knew it was going to create 
waves in my group of friends. In one 
group, they were definitely saying, ‘My 
God, I can’t believe this.’ As if it would be 
the real end to an age.” 

Mind you, this is no shotgun wedding. 
Eve and Henry are both 28, and have been 
living together for several years. Their 
doubts about marriage — whether they're 
ready, whether it will hurt their friendships, 
whether it will change their lifestyle, 
whether it’s necessary at all — are com- 
mon among members of the generation 
formerly known as X. 

We don’t marry, we date; we date to the 
point of collapse, through relationships that 
come with all the perquisites of marriage 
and receive the scrutiny of marriage and 
end in breakups that amount to mini-di- 
vorces. Only a third of Americans in their

event that Doug 
Rushkoff, who 
edited The Gen X 
Reader, describes as “pure psy- 
chodrama, final Freudian transfer- 
ences,” complete with fertility ritual 
and some discomfiting chattel sym- 
bolism. Whatever our fabled ennui, 
Gen Xers are opting for big, labor-in- 
tensive, traditional weddings: industry 
experts cite a sharp rise in sit-down 
dinners, elbow-length gloves, and the 
palpable tug of tradition. An average 
couple these days is engaged for 14 
months, 11 of which are spent plan- 
ning the wedding, according to a poll 
by Modern Bride magazine. Eighty- 
five percent of respondents said they 
were having a religious ceremony. 

To get some sense of 
what you're in for, 
check out the Moa- 
ern Bride Guide to 
Etiquette, avail- 
able in bookstores 
for $14.95, in which 
brides-to-be write in 
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with such dilemmas as “! do 

not want her to be a bridesmaid un- 
less she loses considerable weight” 
and “My mother's disapproval of my 
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20s marry before living with their partner, 
according to the 1994 survey Sex in Ameri- 
ca. We hold, as cultural critic David Lipsky 
puts it, “a wide casting call and an extensive 
audition period.” 

As a result, the step into legal union 
sometimes comes off as downright exotic. 
At 24, Jeannie Sclafani Rhee is keenly 
aware that she is a statistical anomaly. She 
was married — to her own astonishment 
— to her college boyfriend at 23, and no- 
ticed, almost immediately, that her peers 
started treating her differently. 

“They think I’m an oddity, as if marriage 
is something for old people and their moth- 
ers and fathers,” she says. Everyone as- 
sumed I wouldn’t want to go out after 
work. After a while, | confronted them and 
said, ‘I am not a space alien.’ ” 

“We had a lot of explaining to do,” 
agrees her husband, Chris Sclafani Rhee, 
also 24. “My parents —.I don’t think they 
disapproved, but they were concerned, 
which is ironic, because they got married at 
exactly the same age.” 

Throughout the process, both Jeannie 
and Chris sustained a deep ambivalence, 
not about each other but about the ceremo- 
ny. The wedding — with its giving-away- 
the-bride symbolism — was the subject of 
more than a little close analysis. 

“People really did not take it well, the 
whole wedding bit. Someone really did 
confront me with that,” she says. “Our 
marriage was a horrifically personal and 
political affair. We even had two male 
flower children because we didn’t want to 
buy into this heterosexist tradition. Of 
course,” she adds, “we ended up alienat- 
ing everyone.” 

There’s an uncertainty here that would 
have struck Updike’s couples as neurotic, a 
kind of paralytic tentativeness. Eve fielded 
her friends’ questions like a professional, 
but at the end of the day she still harbors 
her own. “I still don’t have a satisfying an- 
swer to the question, ‘Why marry?’ ” 


Cool skepticism 

We are, as a group, overwhelmingly 
gun-shy about relationships. One expla- 
nation seems relatively simple; today’s 
twentysomethings grew up during a peri- 
od of unprecedented domestic entropy. 
The US divorce rate, which had been 
steady at about four percent for decades, 
doubled between 1965 and 1975. Di- 
vorce is so much a part of our vocabulary 
as a generation that one young newlywed 
described the process of planning her 
wedding, with its financial and personal 
compromises, as “just like a custody bat- 
tle.” As 28-year-old writer Nathaniel 
Wice puts it, “there isn’t one of us who 
isn’t shellshocked.” 

Renée Frengut, a generational analyst 
with Market Insights, Inc., says children of 
divorce represent a fundamentally different 
type from the waves that came before them. 
Since so many of them suffered so much as 
children, young people today tend to look 
at marriage with a cool skepticism. 

“You're the first generation to start out 
with a big question mark: will it last?” says 
Frengut. “It’s as if you're going into a rite 
of passage with the hope of not becoming a 
Statistic.” 

But the issues go beyond divorce. Two- 
career households are less a bold choice 
now than a simple fact of life, and interfaith 
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marriages are much more common than in 
the past. Even children of intact marriages 
feel genuine bafflement at the approach of 
marriage, as if they are the first group of 
people ever to try it. 

In a sense — given the absence of useful 
precedents — they are. When’Robert 
Watts Thornburg, the dean of Morse 
Chapel at Boston University, asks engaged 
couples whether their parents had a good 
marriage, about a third say yes. When he 
asks them if they want a similar marriage, 
only one in 10 agree. 

“The first quality I see [in newlyweds to- 
day] is a lack of models,” he says. “Espe- 
cially important are matches between two 
religions, or two cultures, or two different 
careers. The musician to the businessman 
— boy, there’s no par on that course.” 

Indeed, couples getting married have a 
lot of inventing ahead of them. With 
their egalitarian ideas, young people to- 
day bring extremely high expectations to 
the altar, says Frances Goldsheider, a 
professor of sociology at Brown Univer- 
sity. The children of the sexual revolu- 
tion were brought up expecting an equal 





division of labor, but they tended to learn 
this lesson by incantation rather than by 
example. Putting it into practice is a 
whole new ball game. 

“The kind of people | work with are puz- 
zled by marriage,” she says, “because they 
know they've rejected certain old kinds of 
marriage, but they don’t know what's going 
to take its place. Men and women in the 
marriage market don’t know what they’re 
going to encounter.” 

“I have no peer models,” says Eve. “So 
that's kind of scary.” 


The big picture 

Ever since the Atlantic Monthly tipped off 
Gen X frenzy with the article “The New 
Generation Gap” in 1992, the 13th genera- 
tion has been lavishly portrayed as a mass 
of dour youth. Marketers now calculate that 
we are lagging a good 10 years behind our 
parents in terms of major life events (i.e., 
marriage, childbirth), and some attribute it 
to pervasive immaturity. David Lipsky’s 
1994 book Late Bloomers (co-authored 
with Alex Abrams) argues otherwise. 
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Putting age at first marriage into his- 
torical perspective, Lipsky theorizes that 
social norms fluctuate with the econo- 
my. His argument goes this way: early 
marriages in America have traditionally 
been the exception rather than the rule, 
and not because of any peculiar genera- 
tional temperament. In 1890, when the 
statistic was first recorded, median ages 
at first marriage were 26.1 for men and 
22 for women. From then on, the medi- 
an age dropped every year, bottoming 
out in 1956, when there jobs around for 
everyone. 

Ever since then, Lipsky writes, the figure 
has been climbing steadily. There are half as 
many married couples in their mid 20s to- 
day as there were in the 1960s. The num- 
ber of unmarried 25- to 30-year-olds has 
risen from 19 percent of men and 10 per- 
cent of women in the 1970s to 47 percent 
of men and 30 percent of women in the 
1990s. Part of the reason is that people 
don’t date “seriously” — that is, with an 
eye toward marriage — until they are satis- 
fied with their careers. 

“Marriage has to do with inviting some-

Adults only 


With the shift in demographics has 
come a shift in the character of the event, 
which was once accepted as the threshold 
act of adulthood. Adulthood itself is a 
tricky topic these days, when the number 
of 25-year-olds living at home has risen 
from 15 percent (in 1970) to 21 percent 
(in 1990), higher than at any time since 
the Depression. Young people today ex- 
pect to achieve financial independence 
long before they actually do, according to 
studies conducted by American Demo- 
graphics magazine. What were, for our 
parents, mortgage-paying years dissolve 
into debt-repayment years. 

As a result, in the life of a post-colle- 
giate single American, there is no clear 
fault line between childhood and adult- 
hood; we edge, rather than leap, toward 
it. A wedding, with its implication of 
permanence, sometimes looks like the 
endpoint of the journey toward personal 
development. 

“| think marriage represents a kind of 
fixing of your lifestyle. Maybe for our par- 
ents it was the start of their life. Now, peo- 
ple have to be finished-in some way,” says 
Wice, who compiled the 1996 pop-culture 
encyclopedia alt.culture. 

Experts say even the leap into matri- 
mony won't mean that we have graduated 
from Generation X. Frengut, of Market 
Insights, maintains that people in their 
20s are just chronically immature. Mar- 
keters have redefined the 20s — once 
known as “the nesting years” — as the 
“boomerang” years, when young adults 
are more likely to move back home and 
have an unusual amount of discretionary 
income. Frengut doesn’t see wedlock 
curbing this weakness for small luxuries 
and short-term thinking. 

“In previous generations, it was under- 
stood that when you were starting out, 
you took a rapid slide in lifestyles. That's 
not the case in this generation at all,” she 
says. “I think you leave [Generation X] by 
establishing that you're an adult, and | 
think the jury’s still out on that, because 
they’re not doing it. Do you think just be- 
cause they get married they'll stop drink- 
ing cappuccino? No.” 


We do (heavy sigh) 

In a generation of stallers, couples who 
buck the trend say they have a profound 
sense of relief. Kathy Reich, who is 25, 
married Ken Myer a year after graduating 
from college, and says she can’t imagine 
negotiating these uncertain years without 
the stability of a marriage. 

“Being in your 20s is really rough. People 
are not really sure of anything. Marriage 
gives you a center. You know that the most 
important thing in your life is settled,” says 
Reich. “I have some friends who got mar- 
ried or got engaged and it was kind of like 
law school — they couldn’t figure out what 
else to do.” 

And maybe, she says, maybe it’s just no 
fun being single anymore. 

“Our generation got really screwed. We 
can’t have random sex, we can’t do drugs, 
we can't do anything fun,” Reich says. 
She doesn’t see much to envy in the lives 
of her single friends. “I don’t see them 
having a great time,” she says. “I see them 
getting hung over.”

When you consider the full cost of the av- 
erage wedding ($14,500, according to 
Modern Bride magazine) and the size of 
the average wedding (186 guests), you 
come up with the magic number: $77.96. 
The wedding owes you $78 worth of fun, 
and it’s your job to have it. Take the right 
attitude toward the event and every wed- 
ding can be — in the words of September 
groom Trip Meine — “like summer camp 
with beer.” 


¢ Brides: human, or humanoid? It is 
a truth universally acknowledged 
that women get weird before 
they get married. | don't care 
if she’s the biggest earth- 
mother tomboy in the uni- 
verse; one little wedding and 
she’s Queen of the May, past- 
ing acrylic nails onto the ends of 
her fingers and developing a fascination 
with manners. 

“There is a secret bride lurking in all of 
us,” says Kristin Whittlesey, 25, a three- 
time bridesmaid from Nashville who has 
had ample opportunity to witness this 
metamorphosis. No matter how well you 
think you know someone, she adds, they 
change. “What | realized was that some 
of these girls have had china patterns and 
silver patterns since they were born.” 

But midway through her first shower, 
Whittlesey began to notice little differ- 
ences in herself, as if she were gradually 
tapping into a deep vein of tribal memory. 

“It’s weird. All of a sudden you're in it, 
and really a lot of it is almost instinctual. 
Like, no one ever had to tell me that you 
have to save the bows off wedding shower 
bouquets and make them into hats,” she 
adds. “/ just knew it.” 

Nobody sees this happen at closer 
range than grooms, who typically wade 





into the medieval terrain themselves with 
the purchase of an engagement ring. 
Meine says his college sweetheart Lizzie 
has changed almost beyond recognition, 
so Captivated is she with the china reg- 
istries and the invitation list 
and a wedding dress he 
likens to “stapling dollar 
bills to your body.” 

“They change,” he 
says. “I'll tell you 
when it starts. It 
starts when they 
can walk into a de- 
partment store and 
quote you china pat- 
terns off the top of their 
heads.” 

“Lizzie,” he adds, darkly, “has be- 
come a different person.” 

* Mingling and the ripple effect. What 
with the miasma of love in the air, the ritu- 
alistic highlighting of gender distinctions, 
and the ready availability of champagne, 
or, to put it more bluntly, the sheer mass of 
hopped-up guest flesh, weddings are a de- 
cent place to look for love and a good 
place to look for action. 

“Where do you meet people, anyway? 
Two places. There's work, and there's 
weddings,” reasons one 25-year-old 
medical student, who agreed to speak 
only on condition of anonymity. His impli-

cation is clear: weddings, with their two- 
day statute of limitations, are better. 

Not that it's an unregulated love-in; don't 

make the mistake of thinking that all 
guests are the same. Wedding par- 

ties involve a rigid caste system. 

You have your lateral division — 

the groom's side and the bride's 

side — and you have your vertical 
division — wedding party and ran- 
dom guests. Then you have your fine 
horizontal distinctions of pew placement. 
Pew placement is everything. 

“Look, let's be realistic,” says Meine. “If 
you're a bridesmaid, you hook up with a 
groomsman. It's already preordained. The 
front four rows are not going to hook up 
with the back-row boys.” 

Of course, wedding reverberations go 
far beyond shallow sexual encounters 
and clear into proliferating rip- 
ples of matrimony. “Show me 
a wedding,” as one source 
put it, “and I'll show you 
five more weddings about 
to happen.” Weddings 
have the inevitable result 
of triggering marriage 
among peers who would also 
like to receive thousands of dollars’ worth 
of silverware and cutlery. 

“Part of the reason you have weddings 
is to encourage your friends to get mar- 
ried,” says newlywed Kathy Reich freely 
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Then she gives a little smile. “Also,” she 
adds, “it does wonders for your asset 
base.” 
¢ The buck stops here: the brides- 
maid’s story. According to Modern Bride's 
calculations, a bridesmaid should 
expect to pay $500, all told, 
for the honor. That in- 
cludes what is known in 
the business as a 
“wear-again brides- 
maid’s gown” — in oth- 
er words, 
which, when you wear it

once, will enhance the 
appearance of the bride 

Ashley Wivel, a 25- 

year-old from New Haven, is 
reminded of her experience every 
time she looks in the closet and sees the 
$300 strapless pastel floral gown with 
taffeta petticoats that, if all goes well, 
she will never have occasion to wear for 
the rest of her life. 

Even if one just mailed the bride one's 
credit card, inclusion in the wedding party 
can leave a lasting legacy of animus. Most 
bridesmaids, even those whose dresses 
come with straps, find the whole process 
unexpectedly labor-intensive, along the 
lines of setting up a small nonprofit organi- 
zation, or heading a Boy Scout troop. In 
preparation for a late- summer wedding, 
Karen Alexander, 25, has found herself 
loaded with administrative duties such as 
mass purchase of lingerje and “reining in 
the renegade bridesmaid.” 

All told, it goes far beyond taffeta. “It's 
kind of a combination of the UN peace- 
keepers and an office intern,” she says of 
her role in preparing for an August wed- 
ding. “It's a full-time job.” 

* Payoff: what the wedding can do 
for you. The first few weddings, you're 
likely to be blinded by the glamour of it all, 
but give it a few active seasons and you 
become a vocal critic of chicken divan. Ac- 
cording to Meine, the educated wedding 
guest should be able to gauge the material 
payoff of the wedding immediately upon 
his or her arrival in town. 

“You're supposed to get something in 
your room when you get there, and that right 

there tells you how good the wedding’s 
going to be,” he says. Sadly, it is vir- 

tually impossible to predict how 
lavish a wedding will be from the 
invitation; after the first few years,

you're invited to, the decision to at- 
tend requires a careful weighing of 
affection and frequent-flyer miles. And 
when you get there, whatever size the fruit 
basket, you owe it to yourself to have a good 
time.

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There are scientific explanations for the 
joylessness of the single years, beyond the 
obvious specter of AIDS: the longer we de- 
lay marriage, the more difficult it is to find 
a spouse, says Goldsheider. Since five years 
is pushing the limit for continuing a college 
relationship not heading toward marriage, 
we are left dating long after the last promis- 
ing pool of single peers dries up. In the ab- 
sence of broad civic institutions, like the 
church or the extended family, singles are 
left to trawl for spouses in the workplace or 
in the personals, neither of which is entirely 
satisfactory as a market. 

“When people got married in their early 
20s, the markets worked so much better,” 
Goldsheider says. “You met people in high 
school or college. Now, it’s too long after 
the end of the last efficient marriage mar- 
ket, so you end up unpartnered in your 
late 20s. Where do you look for a marriage 
partner? People don’t know each other in 
the same ways.” 

In the meantime, as aging bachelors and 
bachelorettes, Gen Xers spend their first 
years in the workforce without a family as 
ballast. On one hand, this is an economic 
luxury, and, on the other, it can present a 
paralyzing range of variables where to 
live, how long to stay there, how much pri- 
ority to put on a given prospect. 

“One of our problems is that we have in- 
finite possibilities,” says Douglas Rushkoff, 
34, who edited the Gen X Reader in 1994, 
and who mentions his desire to marry every 
sentence or so. “By getting married, you re- 
ally do eliminate a whole mess of them. All 
the energy that is spent getting laid, or find- 
ing intimacy, or finding a place in the social 
schema, can be channeled to other things.” 





Happily ever after? 
At the advertising agency Saatchi & 
Saatchi in New York, where middle age 
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is now chirpily termed “middle-escence,” 
analysts have scrapped “Generation X” in 
favor of “the Bellwether Generation,” on 
the grounds that the choices we are mak- 
ing today are likely to set patterns for the 
generations that will follow us. Our chil- 
dren will be more like us than we are like 
our parents. 

So the way we marry means a lot for 
the world. The demographic upshot of 
the delayed-marriage trend means, for 
one thing, a delay of childbirth until the 
mid 30s at the earliest. As a result, what 
Lipsky calls the “high-impact parenting 
stuff’— the years of chasing toddlers 
and staying up nights — is likely to fall 
toward middle age for today’s twen- 
tysomethings. It also means that al- 
though births continue unabated, fami- 
lies with married parents will keep 
shrinking. 

We pay a price for the decade of self-dis- 
covery. Earlier generations could expect a 
second burst of independence beginning at 
about age 45, whereas we will likely have 
teenagers or even preteens at that stage. 
Lipsky describes the choice this way: “We 
can take the 10 years now, or we can take 
them later.” 

We are, beyond a shadow of a doubt, 
taking them now, firmly establishing the 
20s as a time of uncertainty. Compared to 
the bounding couples of 1960, we inch 
toward marriage with skepticism and 
exquisite self-consciousness. The ques- 
tion of the day, of course, is whether 
these matches will hold out longer than 
the last round. Most of us won't know for 
20 years. 

In the face of this doubt, newlyweds can 
only squeeze their eyes shut and hope. 
Thornburg, who marries young couples at 
BU’s chapel, says the couples he works 
with are taking the questions very serious- 
ly, and feel liberated by the process of in- 
vention — perhaps because they have no 
choice in the matter. 

“It's not anxiety so much as a searching, 
a seeking,” he says. “What in the world will 
this look like in 40 years?” QO

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Kong Luh 


A Mongol respite from the 


hordes of Chinese restaurants

he Mongol emperors of 

China are famous in Chi- 

nese history for their ex- 

traordinary resistance to 

Chinese food. Not every 
visitor to China learns the language or 
adopts all the customs, but most try to 
like the food. With the resources to com- 
mand, literally, the very best, the Mon- 
gols stuck with their own food — boiled 
lamb, fermented mare’s milk. Spareribs 
didn’t tempt them, it is recorded, and 
neither did any other Cantonese delica- 
cies. They didn’t like Shanghai food, they 
didn’t like Szechuan food (a lot of which 
hadn’t been invented yet), and they ap- 
parently didn’t trust Man- 
darin food either. 

In response, Chinese his- 
torians are reluctant to ad- 
mit that the Mongols had 
any influence on Chinese 
food, even in the capital. 
The lamb dishes of Beijing 
are ascribed to Chinese 
Muslims and Turkic Mus- 
lim traders. One book I 
consulted does allow that 
the Mongols increased the 
use of garlic and scallions 
in China, as they are also 
thought to have introduced 
ginger to Eastern Europe. 

Actually, garlic and scal- 
lions are rather important in 
Northern Chinese food, and 
| would venture that the 
Mongols also had some- 
thing to do with the amount 
of fresh coriander in modern Mandarin 
food. But, as the subtle and delicious 
“Mongolian Manchurian cuisine” at Kong 
Luh illustrates, there is lot more to this 
story than boiled lamb and scallions. Chef 
Dawei Wang has combined ethnic Mon- 
gol dishes, regional Manchurian special- 
ties, and the finesse of Beijing cooking 
into a menu that will bend almost any- 
one’s expectations of Chinese food. 

Surprises start with the first item on 
the menu, Mongolian rolls ($4.25). The 
filling is a familiar-enough stir-fry of 
bean sprouts and pork, but the skins are 
bean-curd skins, and they fry up rubbery 
and eggy for an interesting flavor that 
contrasts well with the ginger-garlicky 
hot soy dip that comes with boor-boor. 

Of course the enterprising diner will 
have ordered boor-boor ($4.45), described 
as a “traditional Mongolian meat pocket.” 
The enterprising diner will also have sus- 
pected, correctly, that these are actually 
pasta pockets stuffed with meat, like 
Peking ravioli, but smaller and made with a 
finer pasta dough to emphasize the meaty 
filling with a powerful admixture of scal- 
lions and ginger. They're available steamed 
and pan-fried; I'd recommend the latter. 

And now for something completely dif- 
ferent; my favorite appetizer, the “sour 
and spicy vegetable” ($3.50), listed in 
red type on the menu as a salad. I’ve had 
this pickle at other Mandarin restaurants, 
and | always end up addicted. This one is 
fine julienne strips of carrot, celery, and 
something white (perhaps daikon) in a 
hot-sweet-sour pickle, with a few evident 
long red dried chilies. Warning: this col- 
umn is not responsible for readers who eat 
a visible dried chili pod served in a dish in 
any kind of Asian restaurant. Curious, 
surely. Responsible, no way. 

Soups are also a strength at Kong Luh. 
There are specials all during soup season, 
but even now you can enjoy something 
like “three taste soup” ($3.50), combining

shrimp, scallops, and mushrooms in a su- 
perb seafood stock. Or guang soup ($2) 
which sounds like a dull affair of bean 
curd with egg, but is actually bright and 
exciting, with cilantro and fresh tomato. 
There is plenty of exploring to do on a 
menu with 23 house specialties and more 
special dishes listed afterward. For exam- 
ple, the 23 specialties do not even include 
the only famous Mongolian dish in Chi- 
na, the popular “Mongolian hot pot” 
($18.95). This is a fondue where diners 
simmer their own meats and vegetables 
at the table, thus requiring a party of four 
to commit together. There is also a table 
ritual in many places for “Mongolian bar- 
beque” ($12.95) but here it is merely a 
large stir-fry of lamb (or optional beef) 
with a lot of scallions and coriander. 
Lamb is also available on 
skewers or as roast lamb 
($12.95), which is over- 
done (like the Greek idea 
of roast lamb), sliced, and 
served over some stir-fried 
scallions. Parou ($8.95), 
though described as mari- 
| nated and steamed pork, 
turned out to be a similar 
over-roasted meat, but 
served on top of the most 
delicious napa cabbage 
I’ve ever had, in a brown 
sauce. The cabbage was 
cut into fans, and imbued 
with several flavors, yet 
still a little crunchy. This | 
suspect is a Manchurian 
dish — and a very impres- 
sive one. Our waiter, who 
was quick, sympathetic, 
and helpful, probably 


should have warned us of the similarity of 


the two dishes, as the English part of the 
menu describes them in very different 
terms, and implies that both come with a 
lot more vegetables than they do. 

There are 13 vegetarian selections, all 
rather interesting. The one I tried, broc- 
coli in garlic sauce ($6.25), was a typical 
Mandarin treatment of broccoli. Given 
the Northern Chinese roots of this 
kitchen, | would explore further where 
cabbage is involved, as the terms cabbage 
and vegetable are often interchangeable 
in North China. 

The wine list is short, but given the 
tendency of this menu toward roasted 
meat, wine is a better match than it usu- 
ally is with an Asian cuisine. The beer list 
is even shorter; apparently Mongolia is 
the one country on earth that isn’t ex- 
porting a beer with an exotic label. Kong 
Luh lacks notable desserts, but this is no 
problem in Arlington Center. 

The room is the size of a storefront, 
but arranged across several windows so it 
is very bright and café-like. The walls are 
blank, perhaps a reference to the simple 
nomadic aesthetic of the historic Mon- 
gols, perhaps an effort at modern mini- 
malism. With wood and green accents, 
the look is almost Japanese. 

There is a wintry quality to this 
menu, almost like old Yankee New 
England cooking, although the many 
vegetarian entrees lighten that up some- 
what. However, the important feature 
here, aside from the personal service, is 
that this restaurant opens us up to a 
new Chinese cuisine — and a very good 
one, despite its limited reputation. Ei- 
ther writers from other parts of China 
have a prejudice against Mongolia and 
Manchuria, or chef Wang is simply a 
master who would shine with any back- 
ground. In either case, one or several 
visits: to Kong Luh are a must for seri- 
ous fans of Chinese food. Q

STATE OF THE ART 
Radio goth 


or the past four years Laura Wilson’s been spending her Saturday evenings engaged in one 
E: the activities that brings her the most joy: hosting a radio show on the local college sta- 

tion WMBR/88.1 FM, where she spins the darkest, most haunting underground music she 
can get her hands on. The show, Bats in the Belfry, which airs from 6 to 8 p.m., is one of the few 
radio programs in the country dedicated to goth, a vaguely defined genre that can include everything 
from classical-influenced ethereal pop to heavy, tribal-industrial noise. And it’s helped to form a 
strong local scene of bands and music fans who invariably appear at the club shows that Bats in the 
Belfry sponsors monthly at venues like the Middle East and T.T. the Bear’s Place. Three of those 
bands — Holy Cow, One of Us, and the Moors — and a good number of those fans will converge 
on the Middle East in Central Square next Thursday to help Wilson celebrate the fourth anniversary 


Wilson got her start at ’MBR seven years ago, when she made a pledge of $88.10 to the station 
and got an hour of airtime in return. “I got good feedback from my hour, and I had so much fun 
doing it that I decided to get involved with the station. I was there for two years before I got my own 
show. The competition for airtime is pretty stiff. And then, as I got more and more into goth, I real- 
ized that nobody in Boston was doing a radio show geared toward that music. So I figured that we 
should do an all-goth show, and that I was the woman for the job.” 

Some of the top bands on Wilson’s playlist are goth mainstays Dead Can Dance and Sisters of 
Mercy, but she also keeps locals like Opium Den and Holy Cow in heavy rotation. “There are a lot 
of new bands that are coming out with good material. Locally there’s Fade, the Moors, One of Us, 
and You Shriek [who have a new CD]. The newest band I’ve heard of is Hemlock Path.” 

Even Wilson is at a loss to come up with any strict definition of goth, though she knows it when 
she hears it. “It’s so hard to describe because it comes in so many different forms. It has to be dark, 
or at least melancholy, if not totally suffused in death and despair. It also has to be dramatic, emo- 
tional, and theatrical. But it can range from music that’s real rocking to stuff that’s more influenced 
by medieval and romantic classical music and chants.” 

Her devotion to goth has earned Wilson at least one nickname. “One guy in the local scene joking 
calls me the ‘goth crusader’ because I’m ‘getting the goth out to the people.’ But I think the impor- 
tant thing is that I’m playing music that most commercial radio wouldn’t even touch.” 

Bats in the Belfry celebrates its fourth anniversary with a show featuring Holy Cow, One of Us, and 
the Moors next Thursday, July 25, downstairs at the Middle East. It’s 18-plus, and admission is $7;

a film student by the name of Tina 
Spangler thought it might be a good 
idea to create a ’zine devoted to women film- 
makers. She was right. The first issue of her 
self-published Femme Flicke ’zine got written 
up in Sassy magazine, and Spangler ended up 
having to print an additional 600 copies after | 
the initial run of 75 copies was depleted. 
“Women in film,” as Spangler observed, | 
has become comparable to “women in rock” 
as a grassroots underground movement. 
Unfortunately, finding a video copy of a film 
like GB Jones’s The Yo-Yo Gang, a 1992 cel- 
ebration of punk-rock dykes, isn’t as easy as 
picking up a copy of a CD by Team Dresch or 
Tribe 8.

he ancient Greeks, typically, 

had a word for it: akedia. In 

English it can be rendered as 

sloth, the fourth cardinal sin, 

but in classical Greek it 

means something more: an all-encompass- 

ing spiritual torpor, an indifference to life, 

a paralysis of the soul. The closest English 

translation is “accidie,” which the Oxford 

English Dictionary defines as a “non-car- 

| ing state.” It notes that it was a favorite of 

ecclesiastics, “applied primarily to the 

mental prostration of recluses, induced by 
| fasting, and other physical causes.” 

If Trainspotting is anything to go by, 
one of those physical causes is heroin ad- 
diction. Both the film, which opens in 
Boston on July 26, and the novel are 
| flooded with akedia. 
| Irvine Welsh, the novel’s 
| author, was at one time a 
| borderline addict, and his 
| characters are all junkies. 
| Indeed, “trainspotting” is 
| the name of a British hob- 
by that involves hanging 
out at railway stations and 
writing down the engine 
numbers of locomotives, a 
metaphor for the self-en- 
closed solipsism of heroin 
addiction. 

If each epoch can be 
defined by one of the sev- 
en deadly sins, akedia is 
undoubtedly the sin de sié- 
cle.

Gregor: “Choose life. 
Choose a job. Choose a 
career.

Choose 
rotting away at the end of 
it all, pishing your last in a 
miserable home, nothing

ment to the selfish, fucked-up brats you 
have spawned to replace yourself. Choose 
your future.

This is the authentic voice of premillen-

of the progressive remedies. At the end of 
a century in which mankind has tried ev- 
erything and failed, heroin addiction 
seems to be a logical choice. The film is te- 
diously responsible — more so than the 
book — about the shortcomings of addic- 
tion, but its heart isn’t in it. The most lyri- 
cal sequences depict the effects of taking 
heroin just as lovingly as Quentin Taranti- 
no does in Pulp Fiction. “Take the best or- 
gasm you ever had,” says Ewan McGregor 
at one point, “multiply it by a thousand 
and you’re still nowhere near it.”

But there’s a sense that “Junkie Chic,” to 
use its official title, is the natural successor 
to grunge.

It’s even been redubbed for 
American audiences, with the Scottish ac-

Hollywood has already beck- | 
oned: Fox offered writer John Hodge, pro- 
ducer Andrew MacDonald, and director 
Danny Boyle Aliens 4, but they turned it 
down. Their next project, A Life Less Ordi- 
nary, is a romantic comedy set in America 
starring Ewan McGregor and — they 
hope — Winona Ryder. 

In Britain, the success of the film has 
been attributed to its refusal to make con- | 
cessions to the American market, and it 
has been linked to a burst of cultural activ- 
ity reminiscent of the Swinging ’60s. If | 
Oasis are the Beatles of the 90s, 
Trainspotting is A Hard Day’s Night. In 
some peculiar way, we limeys feel a surge 
of patriotic sentiment about the success of 


a film that depicts post-Thatcher Britain as | 
a heroin-ravaged wasteland. 


In fact, although the book is a genuinely | 
homegrown product, the film is directed | 
with a largely American sensibility. Danny 
Boyle, whose previous movie was Shallow 
Grave, has no voice of his own. It’s almost 
pure Tarantino, right down to the point- 
less structural complexity. Like Pulp Fic- 
tion, Trainspotting opens with an incident 
that recurs two-thirds of the way through, | 


adding nothing to the film. The most cele- 


brated scene has Ewan McGregor climb- | 
ing into what is billed as “the most horrible 
toilet in Scotland” and swimming around 
looking for some opium suppositories he’s | 
accidentally passed. It’s the kind of segue | 
from dirty realism to surrealism that | 
Tarantino patented in Reservoir Dogs. 

Yet it’s Tarantino without the nastiness. | 
The violence of the novel has been toned | 
down considerably. In one scene, for in- 
stance, a character shoots a pit bull with 
an air rifle so it will turn on its owner. But | 
the scene that follows that one in the book | 
— in which the same character, posing as 
an innocent bystander, rescues the owner 
by strangling the dog to death — has been 
left out. 

The genius of the novel’s author, Irvine 
Welsh, was to play all this material for 
laughs. The book is a comedy about a 
group of working-class junkies living in 
the Edinburgh projects, social realism with 
a laugh track. They have not chosen life; 
they’ve chosen a euphoric form of eu- 
thanasia. But their intelligence and hu- 
manity shines through in their humor. In 
spite of their impoverished, hidebound 
lives, they’re remarkably un-depressed. 
They’re laughing all the way to the grave. 
Irvine Welsh may have impeccable work- 
ing-class credentials, but he has more in 
common with humorists like P.G. Wode- 
house and Evelyn Waugh than his dour 
Scottish contemporaries like James Kel- 
man. Trainspotting isn’t a wake-up call 





Enough of that finds its way into the film 
to make this the best black comedy since 
Welcome to the Dollhouse. If that sounds 


like faint praise, it’s intentional: everything 


fresh and arresting about the movie can be 
directly traced to the novel. 
The filmmakers haven’t really 
added anything; they’ve just 
succeeded in not taking too 
much away. They’ve done a 
workmanlike job of turning a 
sprawling, plotless melee into a 
90-minute feature, but there’s 
nothing inspired or imagina- 
tive about it. It is oddly uneven | 
in tone: as with Mission: Im- | 
possible, the film’s energy is lo- 
cated in a handful of elabo- 
rately staged set pieces and the 
rest is just window dressing. 

Yet it’s unlike anything else 
you'll see this year. The main 
reason for its success in 
Britain is that it’s the first film 
since Quadrophenia to cap- 
ture an aspect of youth culture 
accurately. Unlike Kids, which 
was like a petting zoo for New 
York liberals, Trainspotting is | 
told completely from its char- | 
acters’ point of view. British | 
teenagers have responded to it | 
in the same way their American | 
counterparts do to Beavis and

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Re-viewing the career of

husband who’s enamored of a lovely 
teenager (Stefania Sandrelli) and who 
finds a creative solution to the pre-Vatican 
II laws against divorce. It includes 
Bell’Antonio, from 1960 (also July 25), di- 
rected by Mauro Bolognini, about a Sicil- 
ian womanizer who’s impotent with the 
wife he adores (Claudia Cardinale). And it 
includes Marco Ferreri’s 1973 La grande 
bouffe (August 29), where Mastroianni’s 
character, one of four friends who elect to 
eat themselves to death, has fallen into 
sexual despair. 

This is one of the most varied and re- 
warding film series anyone has assembled 
in the Boston area in the past decade. Half 
of the 16 offerings are must-sees: White 
Nights, Divorce — Italian Style, Bell’Anto- 
nio, La grande bouffe, Yesterday, Today 
and Tomorrow (despite the flat middle 
episode), the hilarious mid-’50s comedies 
Big Deal on Madonna Street and The 
Bigamist (double-billed on August 1), and 
The Organizer, from 1964 (September 5), 
which I was unable to catch in advance but 
cherish 20-year-old memories of. Except 
for Visconti’s adaptation of Camus’s The 
Stranger and the forgotten comedy The 
Pizza Triangle, the Brattle has gathered all 
of Mastroianni’s best pictures. And, per- 
haps not incidentally, the series also spot- 
lights the work of the most gifted postwar

screening August 22 with Marriage, he 
plays a man exhausted by his wife’s desire 
to be constantly pregnant, a lover who 
learns he’s merely a bauble temporarily 
prized by a spoiled bourgeoise, and an in- 
creasingly exasperated john waiting for his 
favorite high-class whore to turn her at- 
tention to him.)

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SAD FAIRY TALE: White Nights is a piece of serious acting from 


a still very young Mastroianni, and he’s marvelous in it. 


These roles don’t do much for him. The 
problem isn’t his passivity; Divorce — 
Italian Style is perhaps the only major film 
he did in which he didn’t play a passive 
role, and even here his character’s ap- 
proach is simple. He puts the temptation 
of infidelity in the path of his unimagina- 
tive wife, and then sits back and waits 
while everyone around him behaves, con- 
veniently, in the ways he’s anticipated. The 
problem is that Fellini and Antonioni see 
Mastroianni as a glorious mask onto 
whom they can project their tired ideas. 
For other directors, he’s a living, breathing 
actor, an actor of remarkable comic agility 
(in Divorce — Italian Style his work begs 
comparison with the great silent comedi- 
ans), tremendous passion 
(especially in White 
Nights), and surprising 
subtlety (Bell’Antonio, The 
Organizer). In movies like 
Bell’Antonio and La grande 
bouffe — the two finest en- 
tries in the series — he ani- 
mates the notion of what it 
means, in sexual terms, to 
be an Italian man. In their 
very different ways, these 
performances chronicle the 
tragedy of machismo. 
There’s nothing general- 
ized about these movies, 
nothing obvious, nothing 
moralistic. 

In La grande bouffe, Fer- 
reri, a filmmaker whose au- 
dacity begins where 
Bufiuel’s left off, sees his 
four protagonists (Michel 
Piccoli, Ugo Tognazzi, and 
Philippe Noiret are the oth- 
ers) as aging peacocks 
whose social and financial 
success has merely made 
them aware that they’re at 
the edge of the abyss. 
When we see them, they’re 
weary of dancing around it. 
They choose epicurean sui- 
cide because that way they 
can move into nothingness 
through the cozy comforts 
that keep them eternal ba- 
bies. Andrea Ferreol plays 
the plump schoolmistress 
who infantilizes each of 
them in turn and survives 
them all. Ferreri uses Mas- 
troianni — brilliantly — to 
get underneath his persona 
of gleaming sexual confi- 
dence. When he bends over 
one of the whores invited to 
share their feast, his eyes 
look damaged, as if he’d 
looked into the heart of the sexual act and 
found a death’s head. When he’s in bed 
with Ferreol, their tongues dart at each 
other playfully: she returns him, for a few 
happy moments, to the undemanding, ex- 
perimental sexuality of his childhood. 

Bell’Antonio is equally coruscating, and 
the movie itself is more specifically about 
Italian culture. Watching it, you can 
hardly believe it got released in Italy at 
all. Antonio’s father, Don Alfio (a su- 








perlative performance by Pierre 
Brasseur), a retired politician, has made 
his life a shrine to his own treasured viril- 
ity. He boasts that he was made party 
leader because he had greater sexual stay- 
ing power than anyone else. When his 
son, who’s been working for a senator in 





Rome for three years, returns to Sicily, | 
Don Alfio grins at his reputed conquests | 
but reminds him that it’s time to turn re- | 
spectable and marry a girl from a first- | 


rank family. What he doesn’t see is Anto- 


nio’s agony: when he falls in love with a | 


woman, he idealizes her — as he’s bred 


to do — and the angelic image she takes | 
on for him paralyzes him sexually. | 


Bolognini and the screenwriters, Pier 
Paolo Pasolini and Gino Visentini (adapt- 
ing a novel by Vitalio Brancati), make 
Antonio the embodiment of Italian- 
Catholic sexual hypocrisy. He’s crippled, 


like the Harvey Keitel character in Scor- | 
sese’s Mean Streets who tears himself into | 
splinters trying to please everybody: the | 
church, his family, his buddies, his lover. | 


Antonio, who suffers a scorching public 
humiliation in this fishbowl town, ends up 
in emotional withdrawal. (You’re not 
likely to forget the final image.) Mas- 


troianni pulls us deeper and deeper into | 


this man’s torment; this is perhaps the 
most expressive acting he’s ever done. 
In Mastroianni’s early comedies Big 


Deal on Madonna Street and The | 
Bigamist (where he’s a man wrongly ac- 


cused of bigamy and defended by a self- 


aggrandizing blowhard, wonderfully | 


played by Vittorio de Sica), he hasn’t be- 
come the sexual idol that Bell’Antonio 
and La grande bouffe play off so devas- 


tatingly. He’s rather bull-necked in these | 
pictures; his square head doesn’t seem | 
the right proportion for his body. One | 


would have predicted a clown’s career

Getting esoteric 


Harvard snags a devoted, 
serious-minded guest curator 


serious-minded, devoted film watcher 
and filmmaker whose taste is famously 
esoteric and experimental. He’s also a 
humble guy, with a reputation for total 
trustworthiness and decency. 

“Harvard approached me out of the 
blue,” he explains over the phone. “I 
never even applied for the 
permanent job because I 
heard you needed to have a 
PhD and be a full-time schol- 
ar. One night I got a call from 
the current director, Vlada 
Petric, to fax my résumé the 
next morning. I never even 
had an interview, but a num- 
ber of people involved with 
the Carpenter Center had 
spoken favorably of me. 
Could I be freed up from 
UMass for one year?”

His first job at Harvard is to 
make sense of the 2000-print 
private collection, which, un- 
der Petric, was secured by the 
Archive from “Anonymous.”

(Enyedi’s obsession with and flair for | 


serendipity and coincidence is like that of a 
more whimsical Krzysztof Kieslowski.) He 


simmers silently over the following days as | 
he witnesses a liaison developing between | 
the two. Meanwhile, Max learns that he’s | 
down to his last bullet. He had wasted | 
three in fancy moves at shooting practice | 
— in one stunning scene, he aims his gun | 
at his temple and puts the bullet in a photo- | 
graph of Maxim, neatly between the eyes. | 


Worse, the assassins are about to strike, 
and, unbeknownst to him, Max is taking 
aim for the devil. 

This present-day police thriller/domestic 


tragedy is just the top layer of a palimpsest of | 
episodes from legend and history — not all | 
of which work completely. Coyest are those | 
centered on a sacred tree in the Middle Ages, | 
at the time Christianity began challenging | 
paganism. With jolly friars, Vallai playing a | 


buffoonish devil, and a painting that comes 
to life, these scenes tend as much to a fey 


version of Monty Python as to anecdotes of | 


wry profundity. Also off-putting are the 
strains from Der Freischiitz that surge on the 
soundtrack with seeming inappropriateness. 
But the magic of Magic Hunter lies not so 
much in its parts as in the exhilarating reso- 
lution of the whole. “You mean not even you 
know what’s going to happen next?” the lit- 
tle girl asks her mother in the wartime Bu- 
dapest bomb shelter. Enyedi might not know 
what will happen next or even the meaning 
of what has happened already, but she makes 
you believe and triumph in the miraculous 
little film she has achieved.

of Werner Schroeter’s Malina (1993), 
starring Isabelle Huppert. Schroeter is an 
extremely prolific German filmmaker, a 
major influence on Fassbinder, whose 
strange, difficult films are just too much 
for the USA. Thomas Elsaesser, in his 
New German Cinema, coupled Schroeter 
and Fassbinder as “gay filmmakers [who] 
tried to restage their traumas in their 
films, often making the body itself the site 
of division, transgression and the trans- 
formation of sexual identity.” 

In Malina, Schroeter uses the pliant 
Huppert as the nameless locus of 
mind/body splits. She’s in Vienna, 
blocked and fucked up writing about 
Wittgenstein, and involved with the too- 
rational titular guy, Malina (Mathieu Car- 
riere). On the street, she meets Ivan (Can 
Gotay), kisses him, asserts, "You could 
cure me.” They make love and more love, 
until, eventually, Ivan counters, “Sorry, 
I’m not Christ, I can’t save you.” 

My how Huppert suffers, enmeshed in 
Schroeter’s overwrought camera style, 
which is almost a parody of Germanic 
seriousness. “All around me, angels are 
losing their wings,” she notes. Twice. A 
joke at Wenders’s hetero angst in Wings 
of Desire? 

I respect Malina, but I can’t say that I 
warm to Werner Schroeter’s 125 minutes 
of solipsistic filmmaking. 
Gianvito, who has watched 
Malina multiple times, tells 
me: “The bottom line about 
a film is, is it deeply felt?

s the psychic investigator 
Frank Bannister in The 
Frighteners, Michael J. 
Fox, Hollywood’s most 
scandalously underrated 


| actor, has his best role in years. Frank is a 
| scam artist with a touch of the legit about 


him. He sets hauntings in motion, then 
steps in to clean them up for a substantial 
fee. His allies are a trio of lively graveyard 
ghosts: Cyrus (Chi McBride), a burly 
black man with a massive Afro (he died in 
the ’70s); earnest, bespectacled Stuart 
(Jim Fyfe); and the Judge (John Astin), a 
remnant from the Old West who’s been 


| around so long that he needs a nail to keep 


his jawbone wired to his face. 
What’s genuine about Frank is that, un- 


| like the neighbors he preys on, he can truly 
| see these emanations — a psychic reward 
| for surviving the car accident that killed 


his wife. Fox gets to use all his resources 
here — his peerless comic timing and his 
expert clown’s physicality (which have 
been the saving grace of movies like For 
Love or Money), and the fullness of feeling 
that, in late-’80s pictures like Casualties of 
War and Light of Day, should have made 
him a dramatic star. The sadness that hov- 
ers over Frank since he lost his wife is the 
key to his profound sense of displacement 
(it’s a nifty metaphor that his only friends 


| are spectral). It’s also the emotional center 


of the movie. 


The Frighteners is this summer’s most 
unexpected entertainment: a deluxe, hand- 
some comedy about the supernatural with 
some real chills up its holographic sleeve. 
The premise of the ingenious screenplay by 
Fran Walsh and the director, Peter Jack- 
son, is that when the town is invaded by a 
vicious ghost (black, sleek, and stream- 
lined, it suggests the Grim Reaper of our 
childhood nightmares), Frank is the only 
one who catches on, which makes him 
both the prime suspect in the sudden wave 
of killings and the prime candidate to liber- 
ate the town (and himself in the process). 

Jackson, the New Zealand director ac- 
claimed for Heavenly Creatures, is quite a 
dark horse himself. Heavenly Creatures, 
based on the true story of two teenage girls 
who commit a murder, lacked a point of 
view, as if the girls themselves had made the 
movie. I didn’t find it touching or unnerv- 
ing — merely repugnant. In the comic con- 
text of The Frighteners, Jackson accom- 
plishes what he got credit for doing in 
Heavenly Creatures. A nightmare shiver 
runs like an electric current through some 
of the images in this picture. When the 
ghost of one victim, standing in his open 
grave, still baffled by his untimely death, 
struggles under the weight of his own cof- 
fin, the laugh may catch in your throat. This 
sequence — a classic — deftly dismantles 
the funeral sequence Ghost stole from 
Huckleberry Finn by first sending it up and 
then investing it with the quality Ghost nev- 
er delivered: emotional authenticity. 

A large, talented cast collaborates with 
Jackson. The ghosts are a raucous, explo- 
sive bunch, especially John Astin’s desic- 
cated, Walter Brennan-ish old-timer and 
— in an inspired parody of the gung-ho 
drill-sergeant roles he’s often played — R. 
Lee Ermey as a voluminous military ghost 
who patrols the cemetery. As the most 
warm-bodied character, a doctor who’s 
widowed by the black-cloaked visitation, 
Trini Alvarado (the memorable Meg of

Gillian Armstrong’s Little Women) pro- 
vides a romantic match for Fox. Peter 
Dobson, as her insensitive husband, gets 
his best scenes after he bites the dust. Dee 
Wallace Stone gives a terrific performance 
as a local recluse who’s haunted by her 
teen involvement with a sociopath. 

And Jeffrey Coombs, the Chicago stage 
actor who played the title role in Re-ani- 
mator a decade ago, shows up as an FBI 
man who specializes in cults and serial 
killers. Wearing the most outré haircut this 
year (his hair could have been surgically 
removed from a head two sizes smaller 
and glued to his skull), with a pinched 
white face like a latex mask, Coombs plays 


in an uproarious overheated style that sug- | 
gests he’s been possessed by the spirits of | 
every bad horror-film actor from the ’30s 
and ’40s. (Fittingly, Universal, the home 
of so many beloved horror pictures from 
that era, released The Frighteners.) The 
character, unlike the recent TV G-men 
created by Kyle MacLachlan and David 
Duchovny, is a belligerent unbeliever; the 
movie sets him in opposition to Fox’s Ban- | 
nister, the target of his dunderheaded in- | 
vestigation. Plotwise, the film probably | 
could lose him; he’s an appendage. But | 
you wouldn’t want to do without Jeffrey 
Coombs. He’s the wild card in this con- 
stantly surprising movie. Q 





MULTIPLICITY 
Director Harold (Groundhog Day) Ramis

And she follows 
that bald statement with a little heh-heh- 
heh cackle that makes the egocentric ap- 
proach to a five-year project funded by 
Bunting and Guggenheim fellowships seem 
endearing, if not mandatory. 

On a more serious note, what Women of 
Will — whose final part has finally been 
moved from workshop to critical view this 
summer, with Packer performing all three 
installments in repertory — is about is 
Packer’s theories regarding the Bard’s 
evolving attitude toward women, and to- 
ward the female aspect of his own nature, 
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as reflected chrono- 
logically in his plays. 
At its core are paral- 
lels that Packer 
draws between 
women and artists 
in society. 

The work is cate- 
gorized not as a the- 
ater piece but as “an 
ongoing _ perfor- 
mance masterclass,” 
each piece of which 
consists of scenes 
from the plays, per- 
formed by Packer 
and a single actor, 
interspersed with 
Packer’s markedly 
informal elucidation 
of her ideas. (She 
didn’t like my calling 
this “chatting up her 
theories,” but, be- 
lieve me, the lecture 
portion of the program is far from stuffy; 
Lear’s dividing his kingdom according to 
who loves him most is described as “a 
dodgy proposition.”) One problem, 
though, with Part III is that, particularly 
near the top, so much explication of the 
ideas behind Parts I and II is required that 
there’s an unhealthy ratio of tell to show. 

To sum up: Part I, entitled “The War- 
rior Women: From Violence to Negotia- 
tion,” deals with a perceived dichotomy in 
the early works, including the Henry VI 
plays and Richard III, between “virgins on 
pedestals” and women who wield power, 
both warlike and sexual, to achieve their 
ends. Part II, entitled “Going Under- 
ground, or Dying To Tell the Truth,” di- 
vides the heroines of the middle plays into 
two groups: those who adopt male dis- 
guise, which, paradoxically, affords them 
the ability to be themselves and to survive; 
and those who remain in skirts, conform 
to societal rules for women, and either die 


or go mad. 
Which brings us to “The Maiden 
Phoenix” — its title taken from Cranmer’s 


blessing of the infant Elizabeth in Henry VIII, 
Shakespeare’s suspect last play. Some, Pack- 
er admits, might regard this iambic suck-up 
to the recent queen as a political statement, 
but to her it symbolizes “the rebirth of the 
feminine, and the peace, friendship, and 


safety which hopefully comes with it,” as the 
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distaff bird rises from the ashes of a world 
marred by male violence from Cain’s to Oth- 
ello’s. Goodness knows how Packer’s sadis- 
tic Regan from King Lear, pinching Glouces- 
ter’s nipple and personally kicking his eyes 
out, fits in here. But Packer, apparently bor- 
rowing a page from Jane Smiley’s lowa-set 


Lear rewrite A Thousand Acres, blames in- | 


cest for Regan’s “disturbed” character. 
Women of Will Part III (which is directed 
by Johnny Lee Davenport and features 


Jonathan Epstein in the male roles) begins | 


with King Lear, which has at least one re- 
demptive daughter, and moves from there to 
the late romances, featuring scenes from 
Pericles and The Winter’s Tale, as well as 


some sweeping talk that takes in Coriolanus, | 
Cymbeline, and, of course, The Tempest — | 


in which Prospero is the artist, jointly re- 
deemed by daughter Miranda and the spirit 
Ariel, whom Packer chooses to designate 


feminine (and who does persuade Prospero | 


to forgive rather than fry his enemies). 

As always, Packer, a commanding, 
earthy actress, is more convincing in some 
roles than others. Her Paulina from Win- 
ter’s Tale is so magnificent — thunderous 
in her denunciation of the irrational 
Leontes, yet full of throaty delight at the 
babe Perdita and heartrendingly forgiving 
when (supposedly) “what’s past 


help/Should be past grief”? — that you | 


want to pencil in a production around her. 
Her charm works better for the first-act 
Hermione — whom she makes both wad- 
dlingly pregnant and flirtatious — than for 
Perdita. Surprisingly, though, one of the 
evening’s most moving scenes is the 
recognition of Pericles and Marina from 
Pericles, which Packer, cast against type, 
and Epstein, low-keyed but transported as 


the father brought back to life, play so | 


sweetly that you forget the theorizing and 
mist over. 


The arc drawn by Women of Will is bold | 


albeit simplistic, and occasionally what 
Packer terms a journey can turn into an 
ideological stampede. Still, the triptych of 
performance/talks (which may be seen in 
Boston this fall, in connection with a 
Shakespeare & Company residency at 
MIT) is always entertaining, and it makes 











its arguments in a manner both forceful | 
and cozy. Clearly, Packer has been in bed | 
with the Bard for a long time. And whatev- | 
er you make of her conclusions about his, |

ith Princess Di about 
to get the heave-ho and 
Fergie already axed, 
The Merry Wives of 
Windsor doesn’t seem 
in synch with the headlines. But as the cur- 
rent Publick Theatre staging makes clear, 
the play is actually about women taking 
charge. The plot and the jokes are generated 
by the female characters. Thus the Bard’s 
“only domestic comedy” weighs in on the 
distaff side, leaving Falstaff, the play’s most 
famous figure, little to do but guzzle sack 
and cuddle his paunch. And no wonder, giv- 
en the legend that Queen Elizabeth ordered 
Shakespeare to write her a play that showed 
Falstaff in love. Shakespeare, pandering to 
the royal whim, created a Falstaff totally dif- 
ferent from the roaring rogue of Henry IV, 
parts one and two. 

This time out, the retired knight settles 
down in the country and prepares to make 
hay with every wench he can lay his fat fin- 











WHERE’S THE FAT? Faistaft is scaled down to sit-com size while 


the privacy of their homes, they then devise 
a midnight woodland frolic designed to 
scare the daylights out of Sir John. A silly 
subplot involving young lovers rounds out 
the plot. Naturally, all ends well. 

In The Merry Wives of Windsor, Falstaff is 
scaled down to sit-com size. His female an- 
tagonists, Mistress Ford and Mistress Page, 
are readily recognizable as Lucy and Ethel. 
And though Publick director Spiro Veloudos 
tries to push the play beyond that level, his 
cast lacks the collective skill to go with him. 

Veloudos sets the play. in what looks and 


his female antagonists turn up as Lucy and Ethel. 


gers on. Clumsily concocting a love note for 
the two likeliest matrons in town (each gets 
the same word-for-word declaration of pas- 
sion-forever-true), Falstaff sets in motion a 
love plan destined to go awry. And the 
chary wives of Windsor hoist the rampant 
wanna-be on a petard of dirty linen (the fa- 
mous Falstaff-in-a-basket exit) and dowdy 
drag (his disguise as “the witch of Brain- 
ford”). Not content with humiliating him in 





sounds like the ragtime-era French Quarter 
of New Orleans, with the well-wrought iron 
grillwork and lamplights of Brent Wachter’s 
set, the Scott Joplin music, and the turn-of- 
the-century clothes. Falstaff and company 
wear Spanish-American War castoffs, the 
ladies bustle about in flowing skirts, and the 
gentlemen sport cutaways. This is the sec- 
ond time I’ve seen the show tied to this time 
period (the first was at Stratford, Ontario), 





and it works well enough until the play’s | 
masque-like finale, when the “merrie olde | 


England” doings are too fey by half to work 
outside the original Elizabethan setting. 
Elsewhere however, Veloudos chore- 


ographs the jokes, double-takes, and bits of | 


business with flair. And the production flows 
well. Unfortunately the company doesn’t do 
anything with the material. Absurd foreign 
accents, leers, pratfalls, and silly walks are 
administered con gusto, but genuine charac- 
terization and comic inspiration fail to fly. 

As Sir Hugh Evans, a Welsh parson, 
Mike Thurston wraps his larynx around ev- 
ery syllable and chokes the life out of his 
lines — especially when his accent wavers 
and becomes Transylvanian. Both he and 
Frank Dixon, as the Frenchified fop Dr. 
Caius, give performances better suited to 
the radio. Dixon’s Inspector Clouseau-in- 
flected suitor does little more than extend 
his vowels until they stretch from here to 
the Bois de Boulogne. 

Bob Jolly’s Justice Shallow has a voice 
and a body, but it is merely Jolly going 
through his patented paces; he gives us 
his all-purpose characterization. I’ve seen 
Jolly in roles ranging from Pinter to 
Gilbert & Sullivan, and he never man- 
ages anything more than a flounce, 
slouch, or quiver. He seems to be doing 
something, mostly because most of the 
other men here are almost inert — par- 
ticularly the frozen-in-space-and-time 
Simple of Peter A. Carey. No doubt the 
actor is trying for some sort of comic 
stillness, but his total lack of engagement 
with anything around him merely renders 
him totally disconnected. He’s not part of 
the play and inspires puzzlement, not 
laughter. 


William Gardiner’s Falstaff is the | 


thinnest “Fat Jack” I’ve ever seen. His lack 


of girth and, more significantly, mirth al- | 


most reduces him to supporting-player 


status. And since Shakespeare has already | 


drained this Sir John of much of his comic 
ballast, Gardiner’s Falstaff floats away like

| shines, one flickers, and one implodes. 
| John Fiedler is the flickerer. A veteran 
| of 37 films and 48 years of television, 
Fiedler is well cast as the lovesick under- 
| taker in “Tell-Tale.” Emil is a milque- 
toast man: self-effacing, irresolute, and 
more than a little shy. He is determined, 
however, to declare his love for Tess, a 
real-estate agent who regularly pitches 
her services to mourners at his establish- 
ment. For years, Emil has showered Tess 
with little kindnesses, including inside 
information about imminent deaths. But 
he can’t bring himself to convey his af- 
fection forthrightly. Instead, he tries to 
communicate telepathically, mentally re- 
peating the words “I love you” whenever 
she’s nearby. Then, around Thanksgiv- 
ing, he vows that he’ll make his feelings 
known by whatever means necessary by 
the time the year is out. Before he can 
bring himself to do so, however, Tess is 
killed in a car wreck, and he ends up 
declaring his love to her cold and un- 
hearing corpse. 

Fiedler is a subtle actor, and much of 
his performance is both funny and affect- 
| ing. But he falters toward the end, which is 
| maudlin as written and even more so as 
| played. Moreover, he gives the entire piece 





her relatives hadn’t heard of their dra- 
matic demise. The full-throttle angst with 
which Curtin ends the piece is unsettling- 
ly abrupt, evoking nervous laughter in the 
audience at a point where shocked sym- 
pathy is surely intended. 

In the final monologue, “Thirteen 
Things about Ed Carpolotti,” Rosemary 
Prinz shows that the soaps don’t always 
leave a soapy residue. A respected stage 
actress who also had a long run as Penny 
on As the World Turns, Prinz performs 
with wit, restraint, and exquisite timing. 
Virginia, recently widowed, is a plucky 
and poised woman, but she becomes rat- 
tled when she learns that her dead hus- 
band has left her heavily in debt, behold- 
en to an array of shady characters, in- 
cluding a smarmy mobster and a heart- 
less brother-in-law. As the sharks circle, 
she prepares to face the worst. “I am 
frightened,” she declares, “but I am 
ready.” At the 11th hour, however, she is 
saved by a brilliant scam her husband de- 
vised before he breathed his last. Engag- 
ing, lively, and eminently likable, Prinz 
works the deftly crafted script for all it’s 
worth and then some, snatching the ailing 
evening from death’s maw and provin 
her muster yet again.

Words of Eros 


A saucy, savvy history 


of the Olympia Press

arly in the spring, browsing 
through a secondhand book- 
store, my wife discovered an 
Olympia Press paperback 
edition of Raymond Que- 
neau’s novel Zazie dans le métro. On the in- 
side flap was a list of other Olympia publi- 
cations: Nabokov’s Lolita, J.P. Donleavy’s 
The Ginger Man, Burroughs’s Naked 
Lunch, and works by Henry Miller, Samuel 
Beckett, Jean Genet, and Lawrence Durrell 
— a who's who of some of the most daring 
writers to have emerged in this century. 
Then, at the bottom of the list, came the 
slap in the face: “NONE OF THE TITLES 
LISTED ABOVE MAY BE SENT TO THE 
U.S.A. OR U.K.” 

Venus Bound, John de St. Jorre’s amus- 
ing and tirelessly researched history of the 
Olympia Press, takes us back to the bad old 
days before a series of landmark court cas- 
es effectively ended legal prosecution 





| against the written word. Surely no one 


else who has set out to challenge censor- 
ship has ever had the bumper crop of lumi- 
naries that Maurice Girodias did to bran- 
dish before the bluenoses. For all of the 
great and near-great that he published and 
swindled, it’s Girodias who emerges center 
stage here, as suave, nervy, and untrust- 
worthy a rogue as ever held a soft spot in a 
civil libertarian’s heart. 

Girodias inherited the press from his fa- 
ther, Jack Kahane, in the late 1930s after 
Kahane’s death. Kahane had distinguished 
himself by publishing the works of James 
Joyce and Henry Miller, Radclyffe Hall’s 
The Well of Loneliness, and Frank Harris’s 
notorious wish-fulfillment passing as auto- 
biography, My Life and Loves — as well as 
other saucier, less-notable titles. Kahane’s 
method, which his son followed, was to fi- 
nance the good stuff with the smut. Giro- 
dias had a harder time. The Occupation of 
Paris occurred just after he took over, and 
de St. Jorre writes candidly about how 
Girodias played both sides to stay afloat 
(and, because he was half-Jewish, to save 
his skin as well). 

Girodias had a knack for attracting writ- 
ers, many of them Soho Yankee expatriates, 
whom he enlisted in knocking out porn. His 
real accomplishment was to give a place to 
writers and books that didn’t have a chance 
at mainstream publishing houses. (Along 
with the titles listed above, Olympia pub- 
lished Terry Southern and Mason Hoffen- 
berg’s Candy, as well as The Story of O; the 





chapter on the latter is a brilliant piece of lit- 
erary detection that unmasks its writer and 
also — according to de St. Jorre — its 
translator.) Having published those books, 
Girodias did everything in his power to deny 
the writers their royalties, interfere with the 
sale of foreign rights, and impede the more 
powerful publishing houses who wanted to 
take a chance and bring the books to wider 
audiences. He was a tireless litigator (his 
battles with Donleavy dragged on for almost 
15 years), and de St. Jorre is just as tireless 
in chronicling those legal battles. 

But when the legal maneuverings grow 
tiresome, Venus Bound is best enjoyed for 
the anecdotes de St. Jorre has uncovered. 
Take Terry Southern’s letter detailing ac- 
ceptable substitutes for the word “cock”: “ 
‘bit,’ ‘wood,’ ‘rod,’ ‘dip-stick,’ ‘shaft,’ ‘staff,’ 
and ‘jelly-roll’ (. . . or the very contemporary 
‘zoomba’!),” or the excerpt from Elizabeth 
Janeway’s review of Lolita that captures ex- 
actly how repressed the "50s were: “As for 
pornographic content,” Janeway writes, “I 
can think of few volumes more likely to 
quench the flames of lust than this exact and 
immediate description of its consequences.” 
Imagine, perhaps the most exquisitely erotic 
novel ever described in terms close to those 
of the phony psychologist who introduces 
Nabokov’s novel by saying it “should make 
all of us . . . apply ourselves with still greater 
vigilance and vision to the tasks of bringing 
up a better generation in a safer world.” 

Perhaps the most felicitously timed anec- 
dote is de St. Jorre’s account of Girodias’s 
dealings with Valerie Solanas during the 
time he ran the ill-fated Olympia U.S.A. 
This section sheds some light on what Mary 
Harron has left out of her Solanas hagiog- 
raphy J Shot Andy Warhol. In the film, 
we're led to believe Girodias swindled | 
Solanas. In fact, de St. Jorre quotes a letter | 
from Solanas giving Girodias the right to | 
do with The S.C.U.M. Manifesto as he 
wishes. And though Harron does show that 
Girodias, not Warhol, was Solanas’s first 
target, she neglects to mention that Giro- 
dias visited Solanas in the hospital and con- 
tinued to send her money, overtures 
Solanas answered in letters in which she 
addressed Girodias as “toad.” 

Girodias was destined to drive his writers | 
crazy because he had just enough guts and 
discernment to keep them from seeing him 
as a total son-of-a-bitch. Broke for much of 
the last years of his life, Girodias emerges as 
a unadmirable man who, trying to line his 
pockets, did admirable things. It’s easy to 
read Venus Bound as a period piece, a 
chronicle of a threat we no longer face. It’s 
sharper to take away the lesson of what 
drove Girodias more than greed: the accep- 
tance that someone will always be offended, 
and the realization that there’s always some- 
one worth offending. = 
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asic bummer 


Why Lollapalooza’s become 
just another lame concert

ou know the paradox: you 
first look to rock and roll to 
find something you can call 
your own, and to feel the 
thrill of being swept up in a 
mass audience, of realizing that your pri- 
vate tastes are shared by hundreds — or 
millions. In rock and roll, the urge toward 
community is as strong as the urge toward 
individuality. Maybe that’s why it’s such a 
quintessentially American form. Elvis was 
the good ol’ country boy who loved his 
Mama and ate his peanut-butter-and-ba- 
con sandwiches and never left Memphis. 
And he was the rock-and-roll bad-ass who 
did the nasty in Hollywood and New York. 

The idea that the Lollapalooza tour was 
supposed to represent some apogee of the 
alternative “community” has been on the 
slide almost since the first show five years 
ago. And I’m way too polite to criticize an 
audience instead of a performance. But 
imagine my dread, driving along the wind- 
ing western extremes of Route 2 in a 12- 
car cluster of 35 mph traffic on the way to 
Pownal, Vermont, and watching the big 
Ford in front of me, stuffed with five 
thick-necked buddies, a crushed beer can 
popping out the window every couple of 
miles, as the car bounced once, then twice, 
off the guardrail, and the boys continued 
on their merry way. 

Well, it’s a long way from the one day 
of peace and love that Lollapalooza origi- 
nally came to represent after it was first 
delivered by Perry Farrell in 1991. A few 
Lollapaloozas ago, even the bon- 
fires on the Great Woods lawn, 
surrounded by whorls of circling 
dancers, had the majesty of some 
pagan rite. Now the fear of 
testosterone overload has been on 
the rise — and why would this 
Metallica Lollapalooza lead you to 
expect anything else? “You two 
guys — yeah, you two — are the 
worst dancers I've ever seen,” 
said Girls Against Boys 
bassist/keyboard man Eli Janney 
midway through the band’s sec- 
ond stage set. He was pointing at 
two baseball-capped, smoking, 
shirtless, muscle-sculpted lads 
whose aggressive arm thrashing 
effectively cleared the tiny mosh 
pit into a empty circle — empty 
except for themselves. 

Sarah Coleman, a 16-year-old 
from Charlotte, Vermont, identi- 
fied the mosh pit as the worst 
thing about the event. She was 
wearing a purple Sam Black 
Church T-shirt, and she’s a regu- 
lar at all-ages shows at Club Toast 
and 242 Main St. in Burlington, 
where she can see SBC, Earth 
Crisis, and other local hardcore 
bands. So she oughta know the 
pit. “They don’t know what 
they're doing here,” she said with 
a bewildered smile. “They're run- 
ning around in circles, jumping up 
and down.” One of her male buddies 
chimed in, “It’s not very friendly. It’s more 
malicious, more angry. It’s not supposed 
to be angry.” 

This sixth Lollapalooza was the annual 
tour’s third attempt at an alternative venue 
in New England. Just like Quonset Point 
(where the New England version of the 
event was held in "93 and '94), it was a big 
field, no comforting amphitheater. Green 
Mountain Racetrack (formerly for horses, 
then dogs) hasn’t been used for years, but 
the roofed grandstand is still there, provid- 
ing shade and a bit of shelter during a 10- 
minute late-afternoon downpour (the up- 
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LONG TRIP: it’s a di 


per bleachers were closed). And the setting 
was beautiful — a green valley, surround- 
ed by tall hills. The fenced-off centerfield 
pond was marked DANGER: HAZARDOUS 
CHEMICALS, but that didn’t seem to damp- 
en any spirits — and it certainly prevented 
a drowning or two. 

But whenever the event is held in a field, 
it loses any semblance of a concert. The 
main stage is at one end, the second stage 
and “indie stage” at the other, at the end 
of the “midway.” The sheer geographic 
distance and the concentrated schedule, 
the dense crowds on the midway, and the 
lack of seats demanded that you keep 
moving. (It was a lot easier to get around 
the relatively compact grounds at Great 
Woods, and even the sprawl of Quonset.) 
Musically, the second and indie stages 
were the best bets, not only because they 
presented the most “alternative” music, 
but because they got the best mix. On the 
main stage, beefcake bass resonated off 
the glassed, hollow grandstand and, it 
seemed, off the mountains themselves, 
massacring the detailed textures of 
Soundgarden’s work from their new Down 
on the Upside (A&M) and turning 
Screaming Trees into an overbearing cat- 
erwaul despite the appeal of Mark Lane- 
gan’s grainy baritone. 

Second-stage openers You Am I actually 
projected quite well into the adjacent park- 
ing lot — clean bass lines, good hooks, 
strong vocals. | still don’t get the double- 
bass set-up of Girls Against Boys, since, to 
my ears, the subtle differences in their pat- 
terns are lost in the overall sonic density. 
All the same, their set came across on the 





second stage, and it was a relief when Jan- 
ney filled in with keyboard riffs instead of 
bass. He and lead singer Scott McCloud 
also work their anguished duo vocals to 
good effect. 

Other second-stage standouts were 
Cornershop, whose UK/Punjabi take on 
American rock and folk had a consistent 
groove, dressed with traditional sitar and 
tambura, as well as a strong trap drum 
backbeat and singer/songwriter Tjinder 
Singh's acoustic-guitar strumming and 
nasal polyglot — with a bit of a sarcastic 
edge.

incongruous live with a conventional rock 
band than on disc with her electronic 
tricks and noises. She sings beautifully: 
clear and supple in all registers, a diva in a 
rugby shirt and purple hair, digging her 
teeth into lyrics spiked with sexual tension. 
And the mystery woman, Beth Hart, was a 
Janis Joplin disciple, playing blues rock 
with Joplin’s testifying lyric repetitions, but 
none of the songs. 

On the main stage, Psychotica’s glam 
routine was at least attention-getting, with 
leader Patrick Briggs in silver bodysuit. 
Rancid’s ska/Clash routine translated well 
(they're this generation's Sha Na Na). The 
Ramones played their usual several-thou- 
sand-song set and even the departed Dee 
Dee Ramone’s “Chinese Rocks” with, pos- 
sibly, the worst, murkiest sound of the 
day. (Is it Joey’s little joke on 
Johnny that on the band’s last tour 
the guitar is just about inaudible?) 
Metallica triumphed because they 
had the lights (the only band to 
play after dark), the sound (bold, 
sculpted unison riffs that stood up 
well against the mountain-fed bass 
resonance), and the crowd. 

Metallica's set provided the only 
moment when the crowd came to- 
gether and created a concert. 
There was nothing cohesive about 
this Lollapalooza. It's not that we 
all have to believe in the same 
beautiful things, or believe that 
we're Alternative Nation. But the 
scene at Lollapalooza ‘96 was 
caught somewhere between being 
a concert and being a state fair. 
(There was even a “freak” show 
that included a “hermaphrodite” 
on the midway.) The event had no 
identity \ not even the polymor- 
phous, nonsensical joy of Lolla- 
paloozas past. The mix of ethnic 
foods has begh overwhelmed by 
fried-dough Stands and sausage 
subs. The alternative politics are 
now confined to their own dark 
little tent (“The Brain Trough”), a 
place to get some shade and, 
frankly, the only place that lifted 
my spirits in the early part of the 
day/ There was stunt bicycling and 
even, I heard, some live animals. 
But it was/basically a bummer. 

Not that I don’t understand the appeal. 
When you're 15 or 16, anything beats the 
Stop & Shop parking lot as a hangout. So 
a hang it was. Because of hassles with their 
liability insurance, Wu Tang Clan didn’t 
play, which proved to be the biggest bum- 
mer of all for some fans | talked to. The 
Wu Tang fans named hardcore bands I'd 
never heard of (not a difficult thing to do) 
as their favorites. And one fan, Mitch 
White of Williamstown, a 22-year-old vet- 
eran of Lollapaloozas I, Il, and IV, said 
this was the worst: “The bands suck.” 
What else? He held up a bottle of water. 


“Two dollars for a bottle of water. Water 
was only a dollar the first year.” And he 
smiled at his own joke. 

Because calling Lollapalooza “too com- 
mercial” (as almost every kid I talked to 
did) is the biggest joke of all. The first Lol- 
lapaloozas gave non-mainstream music a 
commercial presentation. If you went to 
see Jane’s Addiction, you also got to see 
some stuff you never heard of (maybe 
your first exposure to Henry Rollins). And 
a group of bands could collectively sell out 
a 20,000-seat venue that they couldn't 
hold as headliners on their own. Last year 
the complaint was that the headliners, 
Sonic Youth, weren’t new or unknown 
enough. But how many in that audience 
(who might have come to see Hole) had 
ever seen Sonic Youth, or other main- 
stage acts like Pavement or the Jesus 
Lizard? The audiences at those shows de- 
clared themselves alternative by their will- 
ingness to try something they'd never 
heard of. At Lollapalooza '96, the 
second/indie-stage areas were the alterna- 
tive ghetto, and one of the few pleasures to 
be had was seeing the 90s version of flow- 
er children, in their baggy pants and soc- 
cer shirts, dancing to a pissed-off Punjabi 
from London. 

Otherwise, main-stage male headbang- 
ing ruled, and it was ironic that Metallica’s 
lockstep rhythms and shout-along chorus- 
es were what it took to galvanize the audi- 
ence and stamp them as a crowd of rock- 
and-roll individuals, and a community. At 
9:10, James Hetfield went into his patent- 
ed crouch at the mike and led the chant of 
“So What.” Kirk Hammett strutted about, 
spinning barely audible leads, and drum- 
mer Lars Ulrich provided the band with 
their peculiar brand of swing (is Ulrich the 
only hard-rock drummer who can drive a 
band by marking strong beats with cymbal 
splashes?). No one seemed to mind that 
the new Load (Elektra) isn’t Kill ‘Em All. 
And the loudest screamers in front of me 
were two 16-year-old girls, scotching the 
testosterone theory. 

For alterna-kids who, as Eric Weisbard 
wrote in his intro to the Spin Alternative 
Record Guide, are by definition uncomfort- 
able with “massified and commodified cul- 
ture,” the old Lollapalooza felt like home: 
What the hell is that? Beats me, let’s check 
it out. (Chances were, it was Jesus Lizard’s 
David Yow.) The Ramones’ venerable 
shtick (hey, this thing wouldn't have existed 
if it weren't for them), Soundgarden’s Zep 
moves, Metallica playing “One” with flash- 
pots and explosions, though all admirable, 
were known quantities. Maybe next year the 
quirkier acts will move back to the main 
stage. In the meantime, we can wait for 
Perry Farrell’s next concoction, the ENIT 
fest (due at Great Woods on August 20, 
and, Farrell concedes, financed by his part- 
ownership of Lollapalooza), and wonder 
whether the next Lollapalooza headliners 
will be Aerosmith. Q

ven if she never accom- 
plishes anything else in the 
local-rock world, Chain- 
suck frontwoman Marydee 
Reynolds has a permanent 
place in local history as the woman who 
slapped a security guard at Axis. The inci- 
dent happened in mid spring, when Chain- 
suck were showcasing for the label brass 
from Wax Trax. Things were running late 
at the club that night, and Chainsuck had 
their power pulled after the first handful of 
songs. And dang it, Reynolds just doesn’t 
take kindly to such behavior. 

“I got a little excited,” she recalls over 
coffee at the 1369 in Central Square. After 
the power was turned down, a member of 
Chainsuck’s crew ran back to the sound- 
board and turned it up again; later, 
Reynolds was confronted by a pissed-off 
security staffer who wanted the band to 
load out quick. Not being in the best of 
moods, she proceeded to whop him across 
the back and nearly got the whole band 
ejected from the club (they were reinstated 
only when the night's headliners, Sister 
Machine Gun, insisted on it). “Guess | 
can be a little hot-tempered some- 
times,” she admits, while claiming 
that the story’s gotten exaggerated 
on the local grapevine. “I never 
punched or stabbed anybody.” 

Reynolds and company pack a 
different kind of wallop on An- 
gelscore (out this week on Wax 
Trax/TVT), Chainsuck’s long-de- 
layed album, which was recorded 
just about a year ago. Chainsuck 
make an unlikely combination of 
singer/songwriter pop with hard 
industrial techno. The songs are all 
written by Reynolds at home with a 
guitar, but they’re then handed 
over to a pair of outside hands — 
producer/remixer Lamar Lowder 
(a former Bostonian who did mix- 
ing duties for Big Catholic Guilt, 
Powerman 5000, and others) and 
samplemeister Doug Vargas (the 





Boston band, the Young Snakes, 
way back when), who proceed to 
digitize, sample-ize and techno-ize 
Reynolds’s demos. The official 
band members (bassist Paul Si- 
monoff, drummer Michael Smith, 


don't get hold of the material until 
after that, when their contributions 
amount to finishing touches (on 
stage, however, their parts are per- 
formed live). 

It’s an unusual way of working, 
and the result is far from their la- 
bel’s norm. In fact, Chainsuck’s al- 
bum looks and sounds as if it be- 
longed on 4AD rather than Wax 
Trax. The electronics lend a lush 
and layered feel that’s closer to 
Cocteau Twins territory than to 


peal of Reynolds's voice is normally 
up front. To my mind, the stylistic 
fusion doesn’t always go far 
enough; much of Angelscore 
sounds like a pop album with more 
exotic production. But some 
unique sounds result when the Wax 
Trax-isms get equal footing with 
Reynolds's songwriting know-how. 
That happens on the planned single 
“Prozac,” whose metallic sound 
suggests the headrush associated 
with that substance. (“We'll have to 
write a sequel now that everybody's 
switching to Zoloft,” Reynolds sug- 
gests.) And it works well on the 
closing “Reverie,” where a percus-

who was playifig in Connelly’s loose-knit 
band Pigface). And Chainsuck wound up 
being the last band signed to Wax Trax by 
label founder Jim Nash, who died of com- 
plications from AIDS last year; the album 
is dedicated to him. 

“Wax Trax just sign things they love, 
without worrying whether it fits into the 
genre they created,” Lowder notes. “We 
were different for them, because they had 
never really had a songwriter element be- 
fore.” Reynolds’s own taste used to be 
pure pop before she had her life changed 
by Think Tree a few years back; key- 
boardist Trifino is Chainsuck’s resident 
Wax Trax collector. 

Reynolds is the first to admit that hers 
isn’t the most democratic outfit in the 
world. “We're not a ‘jam out in the re- 
hearsal space’ kind of band; it’s a little 
more preconceived.” Still, she insists it’s 
not a strictly solo/studio project either. 

“It helps that people don't have big 
egos, so they don’t mind having their parts 
chopped up,” Lowder offers. 

“We're the kind of band where people 
don’t have to commit themselves to just 
one project,” Reynolds adds. “I've been 
criticized for having different people in the 
band at different times. But in Chicago 


[among the Wax Trax circuit] everybody 
does that.” 

Final pressing question: does Reynolds 
ever regret choosing the name Chainsuck, 
which refers to a mountain-bike malfunc- 
tion but sounds as if it refers to . . . well, 
you know? 
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“I’ve been in the band for two years, 
and I don’t know what it means,” Trifino 
notes. 

“People don’t believe me, but I never 
thought it had any obscene connotation,” 
Reynolds says. “I have guys come up to 
me and explain in detail what it means to 
them, but I just walk away.”

GROOVASAURUS CD: Over the past 
year Groovasaurus have become the num- 
ber-one band on the local hippie-rock cir- 
cuit, the act of choice among folks who 
spend way too much time comparing 
Phish set lists. That’s no reason to write 
off a band, but it helps — as did the cou- 
ple of Groovasaurus shows I’ve caught, 
which engaged in an overload of white- 
bread jamming. 

All of which makes their homonymous 
debut album (on Pea Patch) more of a sur- 
prise, since it shows off the 
three things I least expected 
to hear on a Groovasaurus 
disc: songwriting, dynamics, 
and an edge. Instead of doing 
a jam-based album, they keep 
most of the tracks in the four- 
minute range and fill them 
with some unexpected twists. 
The opening “Enemy Bed” 
has a long, somber intro that 
bursts into guitar/fuzz bass noise and en- 
ters the darker zone many of these songs 
explore, in both music (“Out from Under” 
builds from a standard swamp-blues riff to 
a minor-key hook) and lyrics (“The Acci- 
dent” is a slow creepy look at the after-ef- 
fects of a car crash). And there’s an al- 
most-punk flavor (or at least a Tracy Bon- 
ham flavor) to “Lifelike,” which trashes a 
boring lover against a roomful of nasty gui- 
tars. “Lifelike” turns up again at the disc’s

end, where a short hidden track takes a 
snippet of that song’s chorus, looped and 
doctored to sound like a damaged old 78. 
It’s a weird, intriguing signoff. 

I'm not thoroughly taken with 
Groovasaurus just yet. Anita Suhanin’s vo- 
cals are still a tad bland for my taste; when 
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she tries to get down and bluesy she isn’t | 
much more convincing than Joan Os- 
borne. And the two jam-based tracks to- 
ward the end (“Happy” and “Flooded”) 
reinforce my enduring problem with hippie 
bands: their rhythm sections just aren’t | 
funky enough (perhaps that’s a matter of | 
tradition, since the Grateful Dead’s wasn’t | 
either). Still, Groovasaurus stands as proof | 
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that if you cross hippie rock with alterna- | 
rock, you just might get something that | 
stakes out its own territory.

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CLARINET REVIVALIST 
| No instrument has deserved its fate in 
| jazz less than the clarinet. Once an es- 
| sential part of New Orleans ensembles 
| and an icon of the swing-era big 
| bands, clarinets were all but purged 
| from the music by the bebop genera- 
| tion and those who followed. In the 
| past 50 years, only a few have made it 
| their primary instrument, and most of 


| those who do play it consider it their 


| second instrument. But clarinettist 
Don Byron may change that. On two 
new releases, No-Vibe Zone (Knitting 
Factory Works) and Bar.B.Que Dog 


| (Disc Lexia), he once again makes a 
| strong case for returning the clarinet 


to the front ranks of improvised music. 

Recorded at New York’s Knitting 
Factory during this past January's 
snow emergency, Byron’s fourth al- 
bum as a leader is a live recording in 
the classic mold. Although the audi- 
ence of hardy fans who braved the 
blizzard was small, the quintet — 
featuring pianist Uri Caine, guitarist 
David Gilmore, bassist Kenny Davis, 
and drummer Marvin “Smitty” Smith 
— are clearly eager to play. Like 
most live sets, there are no new 
tunes; instead the band explore and 
revitalize more familiar ones. In other 
words, they play.the hell out of the 
material. 

The album opens with a nimble 
version of Ornette Coleman's rarely 


| covered “WRU.” During his solo, 


Byron begins with a lilting unaccom- 
panied passage in the carefree vein 
established by the tune, then waxes 
light and dark after everyone else en- 
ters. Byron has a great knack for the 
unexpected emotional turn; his lines 
skitter and swerve from bluesy hooks 
to joyfully leaping lines to riffs that 
veer suddenly into anger or corro- 
sively sarcastic taunts. 

Byron’s gear-shifting can jar you 
with surprising revelations. His com- 
plete control of the instrument, from 
the nether reaches of the chalumeau 
register to the highest peaks of the al- 
tissimo, gives him great expressive 
range. At the beginning of the second 
tune in the medley of “Next 
Love/The Allure of Entanglement,” 
he evokes tenderness and vulnerabili- 


| ty using the woody midrange of the 


instrument; toward the end he erupts 


| in shrill anger. On “Sex/Work 
| (Clarence/Anita),” his wide-ranging 


solo, full of stepwise lines that cover 
great distances in small increments, is 
punctuated by piercing high notes, 
low moans, and hoarse shrieks. 

The rest of the group are just as ex- 
pansive as their leader. Pianist Caine is 
both versatile and expressive, whether 
he’s feeding church chords to Byron 
at the opening of “Tuskegee Strutter’s 
Ball” or using the melody of “WRU” 
to unify an improvisation that builds to 
an explosive climax. Drummer Smith, 

| who takes a volcanic solo on 
| “Tuskegee Strutter’s Ball, “ is a great 
| percussive colorist who pushes the 
| band hard. Guitarist Gilmore is also a 
fine colorist, but there’s more bluster 
than substance in his solos. Bassist 
| Davis makes good use of space in a 
| nicely balanced solo on “Sex/Work.” 
| They make a responsive unit that 
| works well together and shadows By- 
| ron’s every feint. 
On Bar.B.Que Dog, Byron joins 
| members of the San Francisco—based 
President's Breakfast for an album of 
free improvisations.

guitarist Will Bernard are the rhythm

THREE FISH: 
HAPPY FOR AN HOUR 


It's easy to forget sometimes that 
Pearl Jam are more than just the sum 
of Eddie Vedder's vocal exertions and 
brooding moods, that other signifi- 
cant parts of the equation were in 
place long before he migrated north 
to Seattle. Go back and listen to 
Mother Love Bone — the group 
Pearl Jam bassist Jeff Ament and gui- 
tarist Stone Gossard were ready to 
conquer the world with until singer 
Andrew Wood OD’d — and you'll 
hear what might have been: the cock- 
sure sound of a band who wouldn't 
have been the least bit put off by fame 
or the kind of rock-and-roll indul- 
gences Pearl Jam now righteously 
shun. 

Ament hasn't forgotten about those 
days, or.about, how much fun they 
were on a purely musical level. He's 
just been channeling that energy into 
the side project he brought to the 
Lansdowne Street Playhouse for a 
low-key gig last week. The outfit is 
called Three Fish, and for the past 
couple years it’s been a sanctuary 
where Ament has been jamming and, 
from the sound of it, smoking 
bushels of pot with a dreadlocked 
South African singer/guitarist named 
Robbi Robb and hard-hitting Seattle 
drummer Richard Stuverud. 

The black-and-white snapshots on 
the inside cover of Three Fish’s 
homonymous Epic debut say more 
about the band than do the words to 
“The Story of the Three Fish,” a 
parable by the poet Rumi that Robb 
recites on the disc. The photos cap- 
ture Ament, Robb, and Stuverud on a 
rustic vacation in what looks like 


As if to reinforce that impression, 
Ament introduced Robb to the ample 
yet well-under-capacity crowd at the 
Lansdowne Street Playhouse as “a 
guy who's made me laugh, even dur- 
ing some difficult times.” With his 
torn Jimi Hendrix T-shirt, arena-rock 
stage moves, and a voice that sounds 
like a cross between Robert Plant and 
Perry Farrell, Robb is a bit of a 
clownish presence on stage. He 
shook his tangled mane of blond 
dreads enthusiastically on the harder- 
edged rock tunes, danced around in 
some silly imitation of an Indian spir- 
itual rite with the microphone in one 
hand and a cymbal-on-a-string appa- 
ratus in another on the haunting | 
“Strangers in My Bed,” and ex- | 
plained that “this particular street, 
Lansdowne Street, is a magical place 
for us because this is where I met Jeff 
when he came to see a band I was in 
called Tribe After Tribe.” 

Ament and Robb took advantage of 
the gig’s low-pressure setting and the 
addition of a fourth Fish, keyboardist 
Cary Eckland. Between songs they 
switched instruments so that both 
Ament and Robb got equal time on | 
bass and guitar. They also left plenty 
of space for Stuverud to display his | 
deft, muscular command of the | 
drums, and they even set aside a 
minute or two for him to read from a 
book of poetry. It wasn't hard to 
imagine that this is what Ament | 
might choose to do on a night off 
from Pearl Jam back home in Seattle; 
it’s nothing more than a very mgusi- 
cianly way to blow off some steam. 
But that was more than enough to 
keep Three Fish and 150 Pearl Jam 
fans happy for an hour.

(Red 
meat, pot, souped-up cars, and malt 
liquor are sacraments in the Church of 
the Reverend Heat.) Innovation is not the 
name of this game, even if Martini Time 


| does feature the Reverend’s first spoken- 


word cocktail-jazz number, “That’s 
Showbiz.” 

Not that Horton Heat have been wild- 
eyed psychobillies forever. As a baby band, 


back in 1987, they had more purist inten-

tions. Then they toured pretty much non- 
stop for a good four years. By the time 
they got around to spending time in the 
recording studio, the trio didn’t sound 
much like anything Sam Phillips ever 
cooked up back in Memphis. So there has 
been a certain degree of (d)evolution. 

Since their 1991 debut, Smoke ’Em If 
You Got ’Em (Sub Pop), the best Horton 
Heat songs have been those that inch to- 
ward novelty but get saved by sheer dint 
of spirit and a solid backbeat. (When the 
“psycho” doesn’t wipe out the “billy,” 
that is.) Unlike the Cramps, who at this 
point pile on the perversity as a matter of 
routine, the Horton Heat haven’t lost 
their ability to be funny without straining. 
Maybe that’s because their weirdo 
amusements aren’t too tilted from reality. 
“Come on down, see the big dwarf 
rodeo,” Heath crooned on one particular- 
ly inviting number from Smoke ’Em. 
Now, there was some sort of hoo-hah 
about Australian dwarf-tossing tourna- 
ments in the news back then; from toss- 
ing to wrangling is not too great a dis- 
tance. There you have it: the band have 
been going around sneaking in subliminal 
messages about Australian society’s mis- 
treatment of small people. 

Or maybe not. Anyway, the band’ll do 
that to you. Heath’s the sort of guy who 
warbles one thing and means another. Like 
when he had that big pink pig that needed 
nurturing on The Full Custom Gospel 
Sounds Of . . . (Sub Pop). Or when he’s 
offering his babe a ride in his “Big Red 
Rocket of Love,” or when he’s proposing a 
solution to the dilemma of having a 
“Crooked Cigarette” on Martini Time.

body have always been Heath’s sweetest 
gift. Thus it was a little disappointing when 
the band’s previous release, Liquor in the 
Front (Interscope), didn’t live up to its titu- 
lar vulgarity. (The unabbreviated title in- 
cluded “. . . Poker in the Rear.”) Even with 
famed madman Al Jourgensen manning the 
production board (and burping and stuff- 
ing pencils up his butt on cue), Liquor’s 
debauchery was muted. That problem has 
been addressed on the new disc, which 
reeks of indecency despite normal-guy 
Thom Panunzio’s producing (U2, John 
Lennon, Rocket from the Crypt). 

There’s “Slow,” a metaphorical ode to 
getting home faster by driving slower and 
keeping a cool head, and “Red Rocket.” 
Both manage not to sink to noisefest 
monotony the way Horton Heat often do 
when things get really speedy. Unfortu- 
nately, a lot of Martini Time does suffer 
that velocity-driven blandness, even if 
Heath’s yarns are worth a good chortle.

French pop’s reigning 


diva comes to Great Woods

eline Dion’s success as a 
pop chanteuse in Europe 
and the US still amazes. 
Québecois pop singers 
almost never climb to 
world-class stardom, though it’s hard to 
say why, because even among Dion’s

Instead, she says, “I know this much is 
true/I was blessed because I was loved by 
you” (from “Because You Loved Me).” 
Whether the setting is symphonic, speed- 
rock, or choral, in D’eux, or boldly guitared 
and melodically stolid, as in most of Falling 
into You, Dion presents herself, definitively 
and face to face, as she vows all her trust 
and self to her lover. 

Sounds more like a wedding ceremony 
than the bedroom sexiness we’ve come to 
expect of pop songs, and so it should; 
Dion’s marriage to her manager, René An- 
gelil, took place (just before these CDs 
were recorded) in Montreal’s Notre Dame 
cathedral, ornate and dressy, before an au- 
dience of hundreds.

| song only. She doesn’t even hint at possible 


undercurrents, ironies, double-entendres. If 
they’re there, it’s up to the listener to find 


| them. But maybe they aren’t there. The 
| bluntness of Falling into You’s many decla- 
| rations of love harbors no bubbles of 


maybe, no fault lines of guess-again. Dion’s 
singing presents love to the listener, bodily 
and entire — a known fact that leaves no 
room for quibblings and hesitations. 

Few current pop singers take this ap- 
proach. The more common point of view is 
“entre ap- 





Falling into You and D’eux reflects that 
moment. In these CDs, Dion promises her 
whole self, forever. Mere sexiness can’t and 
won't do. It never does do in a Dion song. 
Not since she was a teenage singing sensa- 
tion in Quebec has she done the moans, 
sighs, and resorting to heavy breathing that 
punctuate the cheap come-ons of post-dis- 
co pop. Not even when Jean-Jacques Gold- 
man, producer of D’eux, lifts the music 
high toward dreamland does Dion give in 
to a one-night-love-affair gesture. For her, 
forever is the forum in which words — in- 
tensely voiced, as she always shapes them 
— carry all the meaning, all the love and 
dedication there is to say. In Dion’s princi- 
ples, there’s never a need to grope for 
“mon amour; mon Wesson, mon artifice,” 
as the rival French hit I quoted above so 
desperately puts it. Dion’s steady certainty 
rises triumphantly above the fuss and fid- 
geting of video-age anomie. Perhaps that’s 
why we who rarely love French singers love 
Celine Dion. Q

Sergio Fiorentino and more

hat is music? Where 
does it come from? 
What makes some- 
thing “musical”? 
Lately what I’ve heard 
has been sending these questions reeling 
through my mind. 

For instance, what do | make of Claire 
Bloom, who’s been appearing at the ART 
in Long Day's Journey into Night, but who 
took one of her nights off to offer Cam- 
bridge a taste of another one of her recent 
projects, Women in Mind: New Musical 
Melodramas? Three contemporary com- 
posers were commissioned to revive an old 
and neglected form, the melodrama, which 
has examples in Mozart, Beethoven, and 
Schubert, where a speaker recites to a mu- 
sical accompaniment. Her texts included 
personal and public passages from Vir- 
ginia Woolf, Walter de la Mare’s puzzling 
semi-autobiographical narrative Miss Du- 
veen, and passages from Jean Rhys (evoca- 
tively seedy and brilliantly depressing), 
Elizabeth Hardwick, and Colette. The 
composers were Lee Hoiby, Ned Rorem, 
and Robin Holloway (none of the music 
was by women, though most of the words 





were). Bloom’s accomplished but reticent 
accompanist and collaborator was pianist 
Brian Zeger, a Harvard graduate in En- 
glish currently on the Juilliard and Mannes 
faculties. 

Music emerged from Bloom’s crystalline 
diction and from her bewitching range of 
vocal timbres from dulcet to down-and- 
dirty. The accompaniment, however, 
added little or (in the case of the Hoiby) 
nothing. Most of it sounded like salon mu- 
sic, sometimes clever (Holloway at least 
included some interplay between voice and 
piano), but it might just as well have been 
taking place in another room. Occasional- 
ly, the composer just gave up and let 
Bloom speak. As an encore, Bloom and 
Zeger did selections from Eric Satie’s deli- 
cious Sports et divertissements, musical 
settings of his own series of witty, epi- 
grammatic texts (often animal fables) , and 
though they were in a lighter vein, you 
could suddenly see that when words and 
music are inextricably integrated, this is a 
form that’s worth exploring.

The opening-night concert of the New- 
port Music Festival’s 28th season also got 
off a late start. Director Mark P. 
Malkovich talked too much and too senti- 
mentally (“Music,” he said, was nothing 


| less than a “love fest”) and thanked corpo- 


rate sponsors and other dignitaries some 
15 minutes past the announced 9 p.m. 
starting time. But Malkovich, bless him, 
has brought to New England some of the 
world’s greatest musicians, especially pi- 


| anists — and never merely because they 


have big names. 
This year’s opening-night master was 
the 69-year-old Italian artist Sergio 


| Fiorentino, who was making his first re- 
| turn to this country since his Carnegie 


Hall debut 43 years ago. In 1953, 
Fiorentino was winning awards and tour- 


| ing the world. He survived a plane crash, 





but a spinal injury essentially ended his 
concert career. He made several record- 
ings and taught at the Naples Conservato- 


plause. But the slowly paced gentle qui- 
etude of the last movement seemed even 
more daring. Fiorentino took his time, 
spinning out strands of pearls and dia- 
monds in delicate, rippling accompani- 
ment to a plaintive song, almost a lullaby, 
that evolved into a song of sadness and 
loss. Reminiscences of great deeds past 
subsided again into an acceptance and fi- 
nally, with the last three chords, an affir- 
mation of the inner life, a reminder that 
all we have of value is the song of that 
inner life. 

After an extended intermission (drinks 
under the tent on the Breakers’ grand pa- 
tio), Fiorentino returned with something 
equally extraordinary — a breathtaking 
and dazzling sequence of waltz transcrip- 
tions, paraphrases, caprices, and meta- 
morphoses, in which his hummingbird 
trills, stupefying octave runs, and climac- 
tic Chico Marx glissandos were actually 
only the beginning of what he was im- 
pressing us with. Like those Golden Age 
pianists (and I’m especially reminded of 
Rachmaninov, whose _ recordings, 
Fiorentino says, meant more to him as a 
student than his actual conservatory 
lessons), he really knows what a waltz is 
(and knows the operas and operettas they

ry. Then, when he retired, he began to 
perform again, and with extraordinary re- 
sults. 

This concert at the Breakers was similar 
to programs he did three years ago in 
Hamburg, recordings of which have been 
released on a two-CD album on the British 
Appian label. In person, this small, elegant, 
dignified man makes the playing seem 
even more remarkable. Effortlessly and 
stone-faced, he produces overpowering 
tone of enormous — one might even say 
moral — authority. His technique is phe- 
nomenal. It’s hard to escape the term 
“Golden Age,” because few people — per- 
haps no one else — alive today have this 
particular lost combination of the heroic 
and the exquisite. 

The first half of the program was 
Fiorentino’s arrangement of Busoni’s ar- 
rangement of Bach’s great D-major Organ 
Prelude and Fugue, in which the simple 
process of left hand answering right (four- 
note phrases, later more surprising seven- 
note phrases) created an increasingly in- 
tense and complex sort of tolling (George 
Herbert's “Church bells beyond the stars 
heard”), a sound of gathering in, of stak- 
ing a territory, of calling us all together, 
and — most important — gathering us in. 

What followed was the major work of 
the evening, the Schumann C-major 
Fantasie, in a performance that was un- 
forgettable — uncanny — in its play be- 
tween the inward and the outward dra- 
ma. The first movement began with a 
quiet weaving of some story (Schumann 
as Sheherazade), a suspenseful tale of 
bravery and romance that becomes in- 
creasingly personal: Schumann's own 
story, of course. The quiet resolution is 
shattered by a heroic and ceremonial 
march on the grandest scale, which is in 
turn interrupted by another passage of 
contemplation and conversation, which 
leads to greater agitation and a freer play 
of imagination. Fiorentino ended the 
movement with a cast-of-thousands fi- 
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come from), so he can play with one’s ex- 
pectations with either teasing wit or gen- 
tle nostalgia (as in his own “paraphrase” 
of waltzes from Richard Strauss’s Die 
Rosenkavalier), or (as in Liszt’s version 
of the Waltz from Gounod’s Faust) with 
the most radical mood shifts between dia- 
bolical ferocity and aching tenderness. In 
Godowski’s Symphonische Metamorpho- 
sen on Johann Strauss’s operetta Die Fle- 
dermaus, Fiorentino gave us a nightmare 
vision — half comic — in which those 
famous waltz tunes surface as almost un- 
graspable snippets before they are lost 
again in a hall of mirrors, or buried in 
some inebriated, maniacal whirlwind of 
elusive memory. 

Fiorentino’s one encore, at 11:22 p.m., 
was, appropriately, a racing, breathless, 
bravura rendition of Chopin’s Grande 
Valse Brillante. You could hardly say that 
in his amazing hands any of this waltzing 
was less “serious” as musicmaking than 
the Bach or Schumann.

Let me leave you with one last musical 
recollection. Last month, pianist Russell 
Sherman played a recital at the Harvard- 
Epworth Church to honor the retirement 
of its beloved pastor, Reverend Edward 
Mark. A previous engagement forced me 
to miss the first half of the concert. Sher- 
man began the second half with a com- 
plex, quasi-heroic rendition of Brahms’s 
late Intermezzo, Opus 116 No. 6, that 
served as an introduction to his magnifi- 
cent Brahms Paganini Variations, out of 
which he created a stunningly unified 
drama of radical alternatives. | arrived 
just before the end of the first half, to 
hear from behind the closed door of the 
nave — as if through a veil — the final 
calm, comforting variations of 
Beethoven’s Opus 109 Sonata. It was like 
some reassurance from another world, 
another dimension, the place of pure

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Jerry built 


The Furthur Festival offers 
a salve for Deadheads

s there life after the Dead? To put 
it another way: Jerry’s gone, man, 
deal with it. Although the Furthur 
Festival, which played Great Woods 
a week ago Wednesday, on a per- 
fect summer afternoon, didn’t make any- 
body in the audience forget the late gui- 
tarist (whose familiar white-bearded visage 
showed up on countless T-shirts), it hit an 
up note after reported early struggles. 
Regarding Furthur, the word on the In- 
ternet a tool embraced enthusiastically 
by the Dead camp — runs along the lines 
of “It’s not the Dead; go with no expecta- 
tions and you'll have a good time.” A year 
after the Dead’s final show and 11 months 
after Garcia’s passing, that’s sound advice. 
The Dead are history, and the familiar 
structure of their shows has been consigned 
to tapers’ heaven. Furthur (named for the 
Merry Pranksters’ bus) is a collaborative 
vaudeville, and Bob Weir and Rob Wasser- 
man’s Ratdog and Mickey Hart’s Mystery 
Box must be accepted on their own merits. 
The Tour of Lowered Expectations had 
a casual, almost rehearsal-like vibe exem- 
plified by the huge tie-dyed sheets that 
served as makeshift stage curtains (allow- 
ing frequent glimpses of backstage goings- 
on, as well as continuous views of musi- 
cians and crew members peeking out from 
the wings). As with the Dead, the music 
was only part of the show, and nomadic 
hippie villages both inside and outside the 
gates were flourishing; everything from 
hemp hats to $2000-and-up Jerry water- 
colors could be had for a price. When the 
Dead tour touched down, locals were wont 


to say the circus was in town, but these 
days it’s more like Circus Inc.; the rem- 
nants of the Dead organization are an in- 
dustry like Ringling Bros., and the fat 
man’s joining the celebrated pantheon of 
departed rock gods put no more of a dent 
in business than did the signoffs of Elvis, 
John Lennon, and Kurt Cobain. 

The two headlining bands, with vital sup- 
port from Bruce Hornsby, weren't an ap- 
proximation of their former group; they 
delved into adventurous yet familiar territo- 
ry for Deadheads’ ears. That said, the 
biggest reactions throughout the seven- 
hour show were, predictably, to Dead cov- 
ers. Even Los Lobos, who played with an 
energy belying the stage presence of a spi- 
ral-sliced smoked ham, roused the crowd 
only with their finale, a version of “Bertha.” 

Obviously feeling at home, Hornsby sur- 
mounted the Sunday-brunch jazz wallpaper 
he’s sometimes fallen back on, keeping a 
pumping, if pumpingly mellow, groove go- 
ing and allowing a couple of dozen Dead- 
heads to dance on stage during “Big Boss 
Man.” Ratdog’s first 20 or 25 minutes were 
extremely subdued, with the near-sellout 
crowd standing more out of obligation than 
out of necessity. The Dead’s “New Mingle- 
wood Blues” and “Easy Answers” perked 
things up, and a Hendrix-like version of 
“Star-Spangled Banner” was followed by 
boogie heaven on “Lovelight.” Weir isn’t a 
particularly good singer, but he experiment- 
ed enough to keep things interesting. And 
give him credit for retaining 72-year-old 
Johnnie Johnson, the pianist on all those old 
Chuck Berry hits. The closing number in the 
finale jam, “Johnny B. Goode,” was a famil- 
iar Dead warhorse, but here the steady 
hands on the keys were those of the guy 
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DEAD AND NOT DEAD: Bob Weir, of Ratdog, isn’t a nattimataste 


good singer, but he experimented enough to keep things interesting. 


Berry reportedly named the song after. 

Mickey Hart has taken some heat from 
the faithful for the “commercial” sound of 
his latest venture, Mystery Box, but his six 
back-up vocalists, the Mint Juleps, provided 
a perfect pop-soul counterpoint for the 
thumpingly vital Afro-Latin polyrhythms of 
his all-star team of world-music percus- 
sionists. (If you missed Mystery Box at 
Great Woods, tune’ into the opening cere- 
monies of the Summer Olympics this Fri- 
day and you'll hear music composed by 
Hart and bandmates, along with Philip 
Glass. Jeez, talk about mainstreaming the 
counterculture.) For many, including me, 
they were the high point of the show; still, 
Hart’s forays into spoken-word narratives 
prove that some drummers should stay be- 
hind their kits and shut up. 

Hot Tuna played an electric set in the 
early afternoon to mostly empty seats, then 
returned between Mystery Box and Ratdog 
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to mellow out the crowd with acoustic jug- 
band blues — lukewarm tuna, but quite 
pleasant for that, with graybeard Jorma 
Kaukonen a reliably solid presence. British 
folkie John Wesley Harding was, as always, 
engagingly geeky. (Although he wasn’t the 
first such type to cover “I Wanna Be Sedat- 
ed”; Kirsty MacColl beat him to it last 
year.) Early blues throwback — down to 
the requisite overalls — Alvin Youngblood 
Hart delivered a competent solo set, though 
much of the audience used his stage time 
for food and bathroom breaks. 

The only thing left to ponder is this: 
should Chuck Berry join his former band- 
mate, since Ratdog could use a lead gui- 
tarist? Nah, Chuck works alone, and on 
the Furthur bus, the survivors grope their 
way along, from night to night. Fans are 
advised to grab the delights when they can. 
As one bumper sticker proclaimed: WHAT, 
ANOTHER STRANGE TRIP? =)

Led by drummer/singer and 
celebrated nutcase Fred LeBlanc, 
the band have a sound that falls 
somewhere between country 
twang and jangle pop with some 
Jerry Lee wildness thrown in, 
though the latter comes out more 
on stage than it does on disc. 
There are also a few punk-rock 
threads, courtesy of lead guitarist 
John Thomas Griffith (formerly of 
one-time Boston band the Red 
Rockers). 

This major-label debut doesn't 
offer enough for longtime fans;

Rock). The new versions are only 
marginally tighter and more fully 
produced. Songs like “How Can 
You Tell Someone” — a souped- 
up honky-tonk weeper — still 
deserve the second shot. And a 
pair of new numbers, “Love of My 
Life” and “Louisiana Lowdown,” 
get closer to their live drive than 
the indie albums did.

AGAINST FIRE (Tim Kerr). 
“Drinking just champagne/Eating 
just cake/isn't life great” — those 
are the idyllic words Paula Keyth 
sings on the opening track of 
Your Word Against Fire. But the 
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dark grind of former Bostonian 
Kevin Friedman's guitar and the 
ominous emphasis Keyth places 
on every syllable tells a different 
Story: one that doesn't seem to 
have a happy ending. That 
dichotomy, between what's stat- 
ed in the lyrics and what's 
implied by their delivery accounts 
for the poetic tension that this 
group from Portland, Oregon, 
achieve when ail the pieces fall 
into place. 

That doesn't always happen on 
Your Word Against Fire. Keyth, 
who also plays bass, and 
Friedman are both strong musi- 
cians, and Keyth has a big, gutsy 
voice that creates a dynamic simi- 
lar to the one that used to fuel 
Concrete Blonde. Like that band, 
Torcher sometimes strain too hard 
to create haunting atmospheres 
that require more subtlety and less 
metallic riffing. But when they get 
the balance between muscle and 
melody right, on the hard-hitting 
rocker “Cake and Champagne” 
and the smoidering ballad “Losing 
You,” it's easy to forgive them the 
awkward Alice in Chains—style 
excess of a song like 
“Underwater.”

(RCA). On this, their major-label 
debut, TVP churn out ultra-earnest 
melodic rock that strikes some- 
where between overwrought 
drama and sincere, subdued pas- 
sion.

*x* Me’Shell Ndegéocelilo, 
PEACE BEYOND PASSION 
(Maverick/Reprise). Madonna's 
Maverick label is fast forging a cor- 
porate identity on the very principles 
that propelied its owner's career. It 
sells radical female images with 
middle-of-the-road pop music. 
Current Maverick slugger Alanis 
Morissette, for exampie, looks like 
Patti Smith but more often sounds 
like Laura Branigan. On the other 
side of the color line, Me'Shell 
Ndegéocello takes Grace Jones's 
androgyny and Sly Stone's revolu- 
tionary black rock and somehow 
turns it into an unspectacular blend 
of R&B pop and light hip-hop. 
Although Ndegéocelio's follow-up to 
her 1993 debut, Plantation 
Lullabies, showcases the fine musi- 
cianship of herself (on bass, vocais, 
and other instruments) and helpers 
like saxman Joshua Redman, gui- 
tarist Wah Wah Watson, and organ 
whiz Billy Preston, the album is too 
often a slick bore. 

Most of the ingredients for a 
great soul stew are here, from the 
open-throated vocals of “The Way” 
to the rhythmic adventures of “The 
Womb,” from the searing guitar of 
“Ecclesiastes: Free My Heart” to 
the fat bass line of the Bill Withers 
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cover “Who Is He and What Is He 
to You.” But the sounds just don't 
lift off the disc. Even the potentially 
inflammatory “Deuteronomy: 
Niggerman” and “Leviticus: 
Faggot” don't burn the way they 
should (lesson: heavy-handed reli- 
gious imagery does not a prophet 
make). And despite Ndegéocello's 
commendable desire to re-inject a 
strong consciousness and spiritu- 
ality into love-sick R&B, “Make Me 
Wanna Holler’ doesn't come close 
to the spirit of either Marvin Gaye's 
“Inner City Blues,” from which it 
borrows a chorus, or the similarly 
structured “Pappa Was a Rolling 
Stone.” By aiming for peace 
beyond passion, Ndegéocello 
seems to have overshot her mark.

Bernardo 
Bertolucci’s first film shot in Italy in 
15 years may be more artful than 
Erich Segal’s Love Story, but it’s 
spun from an equally banal and 
slender premise. Tyler (sensual 
yet innocent, a natural for the 
movies) plays a 19-year-old 
American who's come to Italy to 
visit her artist friends.

| KNOW ABOUT HER (1966). 
Although the subject here is a 
familiar one for Jean-Luc Godard 
— prostitution as the logical 
extension of capitalism — this 
film, one of his loveliest, has the 
melancholy of an uncertain vale- 
dictory. The story of Juliette 
(Marina Viady), a Parisian house- 
wife living in a modern apartment 
complex who resorts to prostitu- 
tion to make ends meet, was 
inspired by a newspaper account, 
but that's just one of the film's 
themes. The “her” of the title is a 
construction-site-riddied Paris, 
with Godard searching for traces 
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of the beauty he once saw there. 
The film is also his inquiry into 
how faithfully the cinema can rep- 
resent life; it's shot through with 
the knowledge that, even as the 
camera is recording, time march- 
es on. But for ail its uncertainty 
this is Godard's finest fusion of 
the philosophical and the emotion- 
al, and it documents his love for 
and alienation from pop life: the 
primary colors of billboards and 
advertising look prettier and emp- 
tier than ever.

* ***x THE UMBRELLAS OF 
CHERBOURG (1964). There's no 
more wonderful summer outing 
than this restored print of Jacques 
Demy’'s 1964 musical, with its 
brightly colored umbrellas like 
glowing lollipops, its splashes of 
colors like a squiggle on a 
Jackson Pollock. The movie is a 
modern opera with a joyously 
plastic look. It's the story of 
Geneviéve (Catherine Deneuve, 
at her most exquisite) and Guy 
(the touching Nino Castelnuovo), 
whose youthful romance can't sur- 
vive their separation when he's 
called to serve in Algeria. And yet 
that romance will linger in your 
memory with an amazing potency. 
Is there a more affecting and

(1961). When a petty safecracker 
(a menacing Cliff Robertson) dis- 
covers which men killed his father, 
he stages an elaborate system of 
set-ups to deceive them into offing 
one another. The body count rises 
(including the cold-blooded assas- 
sination of a child), and the thief's 
righteous vendetta becomes an 
overwhelming sea of blood. 
Writer/director Sam Fuller creates 
a fixed, fatalist universe in which a 
thief will always be a thief, a cop a 
cop — and in which a killer, from 
his first to his final breath, reeks of 
murder.

René Clement’s exciting 1960 French thriller, 

Purple Noon, should pick up a copy of the book 
on which it’s based, Patricia Highsmith’s The Talent- 
ed Mr. Ripley. In the movie, a young and beautiful 
Alain Delon plays Tom Ripley, a con man with a taste 
for the good life who becomes obsessed with, and 
then murders, Phillip Greenleaf, a wealthy industrial- 
ist’s bohemian son (Maurice Ronet). The homoerotic 
tension between Ripley and Greenleaf merely hinted 
at in the movie is far more explicit in the book, al- 
though even there Ripley doesn’t think of himself as 
sexually attracted to his eventual victim, and never 
entertains the idea that he might be homosexual. 
As in other Highsmith novels — Strangers on a Train,

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A Dog’s Ransom, Found in the Street — the reader ex- 
periences the story through the eyes of an unbalanced 
protagonist. The details of the murders and other crimes 
are deliberately underplayed, so Ripley’s ability to mur- 
der without horror or guilt can be fully imagined. High- 
smith wrote four other novels with Ripley as protagonist; 
they were her most critically and commercially popular 
works. Wim Wenders based his film The American 
Friend on the third of these, Ripley's Game. 

Using the pen name Claire Morgan, Highsmith also 
wrote The Price of Salt, one of the more compelling les- 
bian “pulp” novels of the 1950s. The book stands out 
both in that genre and in Highsmith’s work because of 
its unconventionally happy ending. Naiad Press reis- 
sued The Price of Salt in the 1980s, and in a new after- 
word, Morgan/Highsmith reports that she received 
hundreds of letters from isolated lesbians and gay men 
thanking her for the courage of her optimistic ending. 

Highsmith’s intimate knowledge of the stresses of 
growing up gay clearly fueled her grasp of the psycho- 
logical power of guilt. Check out these dramatic ten- 
sions in Purple Noon, playing at the Kendall Square 
Cinema through July (call for times), and then go pick 
up one of Highsmith’s books. You'll be glad you did.

tarla Allen wants 

to help me. She 

thinks I can over- 

come my lesbian- 

ism if I surrender 
myself to Jesus Christ. 
Allen is a staff therapist 
at the Stillpointe Centre 
for Counseling and 
Growth in California, 
where she counsels ho- 
mosexuals to “reform 
themselves.” She’s also a 
former vice-president of 
Exodus International. 
Founded in 1976, Exo- 
dus is a referral network 
of ministries dedicated 
to “reforming” homo- 
sexuals. A fact sheet put 
out by the ministry says 
that its primary purpose 
is to “proclaim that free- 
dom from homosexuality 
is possible through the power of Je- 
sus Christ.” Yet Exodus is probably 
best known because two of its 
founders, Gary Cooper and 
Michael Busee, left the anti-gay 
ministry in 1978 after falling in 
love with each other. They hit the 
talk-show circuit in the early 1990s 
to tell their story and get out the 
message that anti-gay ministries are 
a fraud that promote homophobia 
and self-hatred. 

My interest in Exodus and the 
ex-gay movement was piqued last 
fall when my ex-girlfriend Robin 
called to tell me that her girlfriend 
Amy had broken up with her. The 
reason? Amy found God. She had 
been going to church secretly for 
three months prior to ending their 
relationship. Naturally, Robin was 


shocked. She and Amy had beén 
together for three years — they

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shared a home; they had two cats 
and two dogs. Both were out les- 
bian feminists. Amy had worked for 
the National Organization for 
Women for a number of years. And 
now she is a born-again Christian. 
Needless to say, she is no longer a 
lesbian — and certainly not a femi- 
nist. | don’t know if Amy attended 
an ex-gay ministry to help her 
through her conversion, but she'd 
be a perfect recruit for an Exodus 
ministry. 

Exodus is an international orga- 
nization made up of four related 
coalitions: Exodus International 
North America, which comprises 
75 member ministries in 35 states, 
plus four ministries in Canada; Ex- 
odus International Europe, with 10 
ministries serving 10 countries; Ex- 
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odus International South Pacific, 
with seven ministries in Australia 
and New Zealand, one in’the 
Philippines, one in Japan, and one 
in Singapore; and Exodus Interna- 
tional Latin America and Exodus 
International Brazil, which account 
for a dozen more ministries. Exo- 
dus is also used as a feferral by 
many major Christian-right organi- 
zations, including Focus on the 
Family, the Billy Graham Evange- 
listic Association, the 700 Club, 
Promise Keepers, and D. James 
Kennedy’s Coral Ridge Ministries, 
effectively linking Exodus to the 
larger Christian right. 

I decided to check out the “ex- 
gay” scene for myself at the nation- 
al conférence of Exodus June 22 
through 27 in nearby Wenham. 





The conference was held at Gordon 
College, a Christian school; | sent 
away for an information packet and 
registered, not knowing what to ex- 
pect. I was a little nervous about 
going, but not because | thought 
they'd be able to convert me. I just 
thought it would be a little creepy. 
And it was. 
a 

My conference experience begins 
with Allen’s workshop, “Roots of 
Lesbianism.” Like many of the 
conference “teachers,” Allen 
speaks from personal experience 
— she has been out of “the 
lifestyle” for 20 years and has evi- 
dently, in that time, figured out 
what modern science is still debat- 
ing: the roots of homosexuality.

can't maintain something that God 
doesn’t fully bless.” 

As for the “recovery” process and 
converting from homosexual to hetero- 
sexual, Allen offers these tips: “Allow 
God to work, and know that it is going 
to be a long process. We're going to face 
distortions and we must be willing to see 
our dark side.” She also suggests mak- 
ing a commitment to changing activities 
(i.e., nO going to gay bars), and cultivat- 





those who do more than conquer 
their homosexual behaviors, going on 
to thrive in a new identity? This 
workshop provides clear, biblical 
principles for truly growing and liv- 
ing, versus existing in stasis. 


Basically, Oshiro offers nine guidelines 
in the form of questions for us to ask 
ourselves, including: “Have | made an 
unconditional surrender to Jesus as my 











A Christian 
response 


Although the Exodus International 
conference held in Wenham from 
June 22 to 27 was largely ignored 
by gay and lesbian activists, over 
50 local clergy members signed a 
statement protesting the ex-gay 
ministry’s claims to “release people 
from homosexuality.” 

“Over and over again the word 
‘Christian’ is identified with con- 
servatism, with the religious right,” 
says Stephen Pepper, a minister in 
the United Church of Christ who 
organized the low-key protest. “We 
wanted to try to make a splash 
from the religious left to show that 
there are other voices from the 
Christian church on this issue.” 

Pepper, along with other mem- 
bers of the hastily formed Exodus 
Response Committee, distributed 
flyers at the conference that read, 
“You don’t have to be straight to 

_ be Christian” and “God made you 
gay for a reason.” The group also 
handed out fact sheets on ex-gay 
ministries explaining that there is 
“no empirical evidence” that sex- 
ual orientation can be changed; 
that the leaders of ex-gay min- 
istries often revert back to homo- 
sexuality; that those who do not 
simply remain celibate as opposed 
to becoming straight; and that ex- 
gay therapy is psychologically 
damaging. 

“To have people in the name of 
Christianity, in the name of Christ, 
using these discredited therapies is 
not just a mistake, it’s really dam- 
aging,” says Pepper. So what would 
he advise an Exodus conference at- 
tendee to do? “I'd certainly urge 
them to seek out several members 
of the clergy,” he says, “and to ask 
around until they can find some- 
body who has understanding and 
sympathy, somebody who is not go- 
ing to tell them they’re a sinner 
condemned to hell.”

Lord?” and “If the [homosexual] feelings 
never completely go away, will | still fol- 
low the Lord?” as well as the basic, 
“What’s my motivation for overcoming 
homosexuality?” The answer to this last 
one should be obvious: Jesus Christ. Os- 
hiro also encourages us to see God as the 
“CEO of the universe.” We are to think of 
ourselves as “son/daughter or slave/em- 
ployee.” That’s right — slave/employee. 

Not all of the lectures are so frightful. My 
favorite is “Outward Displays of Inward 
Healing” which would be campy if it 
weren't taking place at an Exodus confer- 
ence. Taught by Anne Paulk, a self-con- 
fessed reformed butch dyke and former 
softball coach, this workshop is a glorified 
make-over session. The conference 
brochure advertised: 


Outward femininity as a key aspect of 
maturity is many times overlooked, 
minimized, or avoided altogether. This 
class is vital for women exploring prac- 
tical ways to embrace an outward het- 
erosexual identity. Former lesbians on 
the road to recovery often view the out- 
ward expressions of femininity as fear- 
ful. Since internal change is the horse, 
external change is the cart. The in- 
structor explores roadblocks that keep 
women locked in fear by giving biblical 
examples and anecdotes from her own 
adventures. 


Paulk shows up for the class outfitted 
in a sweatshirt, sweat pants, sneakers, 
baseball cap, and knapsack — looking 
like the cute, athletic butch dyke she 
should be. Although the workshop was 
limited to just women, Paulk’s husband 
John, another ex-gay who still looks 
much like the queen he says he used to 
be, sits in the audience while his wife tells 
us about her experience growing up as a 
tomboy. She attributes her “background” 
as a lesbian to having been molested 
when she was four — which led her to 
reject her femininity. 

As she fills us in about her experi- 
ences in the “lesbian lifestyle” (she used 








to be a phys-ed teacher), Paulk literally 
transforms herself by taking off her 
sweatshirt and sweat pants, under 
which she’s wearing a “feminine” T- 
shirt and jeans. She takes off her base- 
ball cap to reveal how she has grown 
out her hair to make herself appear 
more feminine. But the best part is 
when, while still talking, she begins ap- 
plying makeup — and she does it all: 
foundation, blush, mascara, lipstick, 


eyeliner, and eye shadow. And of | 


course, her nails are painted bright red. 

Paulk says she “wanted to behave 
more like a woman, look more like a 
woman.” But her definition of a woman 
is quite narrow: makeup, heels, nail pol- 
ish, and long hair. In fact, she says, “As I 
felt more comfortable with my feminini- 
ty, | applied more makeup.” Completely 
overlooked in this workshop is the exis- 
tence of feminine lesbians — and het- 
erosexual women who don’t wear make- 
up and high heels. 

Unlike the other workshops, which 
didn’t allow for any questions between 
participants and instructors, this one is 
more interactive. The women ask Paulk 
detailed questions about how to apply 
makeup. One asks what she should do 
if she can’t find anyone to teach her 
how to apply it properly. Throughout, 
they seem inspired by the beauty ses- 
sion, as if the act of repressing their 
lesbianism could be as simple as apply- 
ing mascara. 

Other workshops include “Practical 
Tips for Working with Media,” “False 
Beliefs that Hinder Healing,” “Releas- 
ing Your Mind from Pornographic Im- 
ages,” “God’s Restoration of Women,” 
“Appropriate Touch in Male Relation- 
ships,” “Bibliotherapy as a Treatment 
Tool for Homosexuality,” “Raising 
Funds for Small Ministries,” “Address- 
ing the Pro-Gay School Curricula,” and 
“Ministering the Gospel to Persons 
with AIDS.” 
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Surely one of the biggest surprises of 
the conference was the number of people 
who showed up. Exodus organizers said 
they were expecting between 650 and 
750 people and, from the looks of it, they 
met that goal. | had wondered who would 
bother to attend such a conference, espe- 
cially if the very act of signing up would 
amount to outing yourself. | had expect- 
ed see a high number of teens and young 
adults who had been forced into attend- 
ing the conference by parents, but | 
didn’t see any teenagers — and saw just 
a few people who looked to be in their 
early to mid 20s. Most of the conference 
attendees were white, middle-aged 
adults, fairly evenly divided between men 
and women. Given that Exodus has pri- 
marily ministered to Baby Boomers, that 
isn’t too surprising. But perhaps aware of 
the generation gap, one of the work- 
shops, “Adapting Exodus Ministry for 
New Generations,” looked at ways to 
change the language, methods, and min- 
istry structures of Exodus to appeal to 
younger people. 

But one thing is sure to remain the 
same — the Exodus policy statement on 
homosexuality: 


Exodus upholds heterosexuality as God's 
creative intent for humanity, and subse- 
quently views homosexual expression as 
outside of God’s will. Exodus cites ho- 
mosexual tendencies as one of many dis- 
orders that beset fallen humanity. 
Choosing to resolve these tendencies 
through homosexual behavior, taking on 
a homosexual identity, and involvement 
in a homosexual lifestyle is considered 
destructive, as it distorts God's intent for 
the individual and is thus sinful. 


Although easy to make fun of, the ex- 
gay movement is dangerous. It’s about 
furthering a biblical world view in which 
families are only made up of heterosexual 
men and women; in which the man leads 
the family, and his wife and children sub- 
mit to him; and in which anyone who 
strays from this rigid model is living in 
sin. But what I saw at the conference was 
a sin: the exploitation of people's inter- 
nalized homophobia, self-hatred, and in- 
security. Most gay people can relate to 
the pain and anguish of coming out; 
clearly, the Exodus organizers under- 
stand it better than most — they've 
turned it into an industry. But given the 
support and resources available today 
within the broader gay and lesbian com- 
munity, it’s tragic that none of those con- 
ference attendees met with acceptance of 
their homosexuality before stumbling into 
Exodus. Q

hat should have been the come- 

back of all comebacks instead 

turned into a minor disaster. The 

belovedly poofy pop star Boy 

George was poised to snatch back 
his tiara and title as queen mother of gay 
rock. Armed with his witty, tell-all autobi- 
ography and the critically well-received al- 
bum Cheapness and Beauty, George began 
his US invasion last fall. Following the 
marketing strategy conceived by Virgin 
Records and HarperCollins, George de- 
scended on our shores last September and 
held court at a New York City hotel suite, 
where he gave interview after interview to 
plug the book and the album. 

But by the time he kicked off the Octo- 
ber concert tour to promote the album, it 
was Clear the strategy was not working. 
The album’s first single — a remake of 
the Stooges’ “Funtime” backed by a coun- 
try-tinged same-sex love song, “The Same 
Thing in Reverse” — failed to chart. 
Worse, the album was also selling poorly. 

“People are afraid of ‘The Same Thing 
in Reverse’,” Boy George said at the time. 
“It’s a gay love song. It’s okay to have 
drag queens in movies, but when you start 
to do anything related to homosexuality 
that’s political or serious, it makes 
people very uncomfortable.” 

By the end of the tour, George 
was so angered by his album’s 
poor sales that he hurled in- 
sults at his record label of 
nearly 15 years for what he 
claimed was its lack of in- 
terest in promoting Cheap- 
ness and Beauty. He even- 
tually left the label, packed 
his bags, and retreated to 
Britain. 

Fast-forward to the pre- 
sent: another gay artist is 
preparing a similar launch. 
She doesn’t have a tell-all au- 
tobiography (in fact, she reveals 
very little about herself in inter- 
views), and most people can’t even 
pronounce her name, but Me’Shell 
Ndegéocello, a 27-year-old bisexual, will 
most likely be the first openly gay artist to 
carry a gay-themed song into the upper 
echelons of the charts. Her song “Leviti- 
cus: Faggot” is much more controversial 
than George’s syrupy and easily accessible 
love song. It tells the story of a young gay 
man who is thrown out of his parents’ 
house and forced to turn tricks to survive. 
The song is filled with biblical references 
and climaxes with a gay bashing. 

Just one week after its release, sales of 
Ndegéocello’s song outpaced Boy 
George’s. The video is already in heavy 
rotation on MTV, and several radio sta- 
tions have added the tune to their playlists. 

How is it that a relative newcomer 
(Ndegéocello’s biggest hit to date has been her

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remake of Van Morrison’s “Wild Night,” a 
duet with John Mellencamp) is able to trounce 
an established artist to claim victory in the race 
to put a gay-themed song on the charts? Is 
her song better than Boy George’s? Possibly. 
Does she have a more supportive record com- 
pany (Madonna’s Maverick label)? Maybe. 
But another factor, potentially stronger than all 
others combined, is coming into the picture. 

Call it the Melissa Etheridge Syndrome. 

“It’s always been easier for the record- 
buying public to accept lesbians than gay 
men,” said Howie Klein, the openly gay 
president of Reprise Records. “I think 
straight men feel more threatened by gay 
men than lesbians. | don’t know if I’m 
right, and I haven't heard any studies to 
back this up, but my guess is that straight 
women are not as threatened by lesbians 
as straight men are of gay men. 

“The other thing” says Klein, “and this 
is really horrible to say, is that straight 
men tend to get turned on at the thought 
of attractive women making it with each 
other. It’s something that’s prevalent in 
straight pornography.” 

Klein’s argument could help explain why

WHY AREN'T GAY MALE 
POP MUSICIANS AS 
SUCCESSFUL AS THEIR 
LESBIAN COUNTERPARTS?

al. It wasn’t until recently that he officially 
came out and declared himself gay. 

Like John, R.E.M.’s Michael Stipe also 
kept his sexuality veiled until recently, 
when he and his band reached the status 
of alternative-music gods. But Stipe re- 
mains cloudy when it comes to defining 
his feelings. In an interview with Out 
magazine last fall, he said, “I don’t really 
feel like part of the gay community. | 
presume a lot of people thought I was 
100 percent homosexual. That’s really 
not the case. Nor am I 100 percent het- 
erosexual. Nor do I| adhere to or appre- 
ciate the label ‘bisexual.’ ” 

Etheridge, by contrast, began her career 
singing in lesbian bars and tried to get a 
contract with Olivia Records, the label that 
discovered lesbian performers Cris 
Williamson and Margie Adams. After four 
years of club dates, Etheridge was finally 
signed to Island Records in 1986 — 
where she enjoyed a sizable lesbian follow- 
ing, but kept silent about her personal life. 
She recorded two albums that went unno- 
ticed, and her career was at a standstill. It 
was her coming-out announcement at the 
Triangle Ball benefit for President Clin- 
ton’s inauguration that appeared to jump- 
start her career. Her album Yes | Am went 
on to sell millions of copies. 

“| just think I’m incredibly lucky,” 
Etheridge said recently in a telephone in- 
terview from the final leg of her European 
tour. “I wouldn’t say coming out helped, 
but it didn’t hurt. k.d. and I were able to 
come out and get on with the business of 
making music.” 

Like Etheridge, lang had 
recorded several critically ac- 
claimed albums before coming 
out just as her album /ngenue 
was released in 1992. It was a 
smart move. /ngenue marked a 
dramatic shift for lang from her 
trademark country torch-and- 
twang style to a more subdued, adult-con- 
temporary sound. As she lost her country 
audience, she gained a new gay and les- 
bian following. 

“When k.d. was trying to decide 
[whether to come out publicly], she was in 
a position where most people knew any- 
way. But she had to make a decision if she 
wanted to come out very publicly and say, 
“Yes, | am gay’,” says Klein. “I was work- 
ing with her at the time, and | was happy 
with the decision she made. | don’t think 
it hurt her sales. It may have hurt her with 
some people and helped her with others, 
but overall it didn’t hurt her.” 

Now compare Etheridge and lang’s 
coming-out stories with those of some of 
their male counterparts. Boy George spent 
most of the Reagan era in makeup and 
muumuus denying persistent rumors of 
his homosexuality. He recalled being re- 
garded as a “genderless Kewpie doll,” and 


was quoted as saying he much preferred a 
cup of tea to sex. When he emerged in the 
1990s as a gay man who now preferred 
sex to tea, he couldn't give his records 
away. 

The Pet Shop Boys also denied rumors 
that their tongue-in-check songs were coy 
references to gay subculture. When they 
stopped denying the rumors and their mu- 
sic became gayer, the Boys sold fewer 
records. And then there’s poor Jimmy 
Somerville, who never even managed to 
get out of the starting gate before his ho- 
mosexuality became a detriment. 

“We had problems in America,” 
Somerville said of his former ground- 
breaking band, Bronski Beat. “I think a lot 
of [people] were trying to figure out if I 
was a man or a woman singing, and once 
they figured out what was going on they 
were refusing to listen to our songs.” 

The one singer who has been openly 
gay since the start of his career and man- 
aged to sell records (but nowhere near as 
many as Etheridge or lang) is Erasure’s 
Andy Bell. Bell said he believes his fans 
look beyond sexuality and listen to the 
band’s music. 

“When we play a concert, we have all 
sorts of people in the audience,” he said. 
“We have grandmothers, children, punks, 
gay men, housewives. Anyone you can 
imagine.” 

Though Etheridge acknowledges that 
she and lang are outpacing the men, she 
thinks it has less to do with lesbians being 
better received than with the music itself. 
Etheridge has struck a chord with an au- 
dience whose members identify with her 
as an ordinary woman who feels the same 
emotions and pain that they do, much in 
the way Bruce Springsteen found his audi- 
ence with the image of a blue-collar boy 
who makes good as a rock star. 
Etheridge’s songs are often simple, heart- 
felt pleas that could apply to any person in 
any situation. Her genderless songs can fit 
almost any context. 

Much of the gay male music that has 
found its way to mainstream audiences 
has been produced by British techno 
outfits, such as Erasure and the Pet 
Shop Boys. Unlike Etheridge’s straight- 
ahead guitar rock, the British techno 
bands survive on indirect and suggestive 
lyrics that require some thought and pa- 
tience to decipher. For most Americans, 
the end result is far too fey. We like our 
music larger than life — pained vocals 
and searing guitar mixed with homespun 
lyrics. 

Naturally, not all lesbian singers have 
found the same path to fame and fortune. 
Melissa Ferrick, often referred to as “the 
other Melissa,” was dumped from her 
record label this year after her second al- 
bum, Willing to Wait, sold poorly. So far 
she has not been picked up by a new label. 
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said he sees the problems faced by both 


gay and lesbian artists as indicative of 
the industry’s homophobia. “It’s not a 
very gay field,” he said. “It’s not like the 
fashion industry, where there are a lot of 


openly gay people who are working 
openly.” 


Backing up his claim of homophobia, he 
added, “I don’t know too many artists who 
are let go after their debut album sells 
referring to RuPaul, who 


300,000 copies,” 
is now without a recording label after mak- 


ing an impressive debut with Supermodel 


of the World. 

Not all industry executives agree with that 
analysis. Peter Galvin, the recently appointed 
vice-president of product development/gay 
markets at Atlantic Records, points, as a sign 
of improvement, to his label’s signing of 
the hard-rocking band Extra Fancy, a 
quartet with an openly gay lead singer and 
explicitly gay songs. 

“I think things are changing in the 
music industry. I think there’s cause for 
hope,” Galvin says. “I see more things 
that are encouraging.” 

Los Angeles—based Extra Fancy is the 
only band that has so far made the jump 
from the much-hyped queercore move- 
ment to the major leagues. The band 
caused quite a stir in the 


A gay record-company executive who 
spoke on the condition of anonymity 
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LA area with its sexy live shows and loud 
and out music. But lead singer Brian Grillo 
says Atlantic was the only major label that 
ever showed any interest in the band. And 
despite good press and the release of a new 
album, Extra Fancy have not yet cracked 
the charts. 

“I think a lot of record companies 
thought we were just some kind of novelty 
act,” Grillo says. “And Atlantic, which hap- 
pens to have people who are gay working 
for them, were able to look at us a differ- 
ent way and they could just listen and say, 
‘These guys write great songs, and they re- 
ally do a great live show.’ ” 

To date, the only male guitar bands or 
performers who have successfully integrat- 
ed gay themes in their stage show or songs 
have been straight. Dating back to David 
Bowie in the early 1970s, a sure-fire atten- 
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tion-getter for straight men has been to go 
on stage in drag or hint at homosexuality 
in songs. 

The trend has picked up in recent years 
with Bernard Butler of the London Suede 
claiming he is. bisexual, while acknowledg- 
ing that he has never had sex with a man. 
His songs flirt with lyrics like “I want the 
style of a woman and the kiss of a man.” 
Butler’s imagery has completely overshad- 
owed the band’s one gay member, the re- 
served Simon Gilbert. 

Members of Nirvana and the Red Hot 
Chili Peppers have put on dresses and 
locked lips. Last fall, Peppers guitarist 
Dave Navarro and bassist Flea caused a 
minor sensation when they posed for a 
shirtless smooch for the cover of Guitar 
magazine. Some stores even refused to 
stock the magazine because of the photo. 
More recently, the band Space Hog has 
flirted with cross dressing and same-sex 
relations in their lyrics. Evidently, record 
buyers can handle straight men pretend- 
ing to be gay, but not gay men who are 
open with their sexuality. 


ERASURE, Extra Fancy, Elton 
John, and Boy George have had 
mixed success as openly gay 
artists. 
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-“If there’s a manifestation of homoeroti- 
cism,” said Galvin, “I don’t think it’s en- 
tirely an aesthetic thing. I’m not saying 
these bands are gay, but it supports the the- 
ory that everyone is bisexual at some level.” 

There is evidence that the Melissa 
Etheridge Syndrome is beginning to 
wane and that music fans are consider- 
ing adding openly gay men to their lis- 
tening choices. The band Imperial Teen, 
lead by openly gay Faith No More key- 
boardist Roddy Bottum, is making 
waves with Seasick, a record that com- 
fortably mixes gay- and straight-themed 
lyrics over garage rock. The album may 
serve as a comfortable starting point for 
rock fans who are hesitant to make the 
leap to an album of explicit gay material 
from bands such as Pansy Division or 
Extra Fancy. 

Another boost may be that gay male per- 
formers who have been monitoring lang’s 
and Etheridge’s actions from behind the 
closet door can now see that coming out 
does not necessarily destroy careers and 
may, in fact, boost them. 

Reprise’s Klein tells how a very well- 
known artist wanted advice: “He asked if 
he was doing the right thing by not telling 
everyone that he’s gay. I said to him ‘At this 
point you need to do what’s right for you as 
a person. If you feel 
the need to tell people 
you're gay, then that’s 
more important than 

anything else.’ He’s

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MOT ASPIRING TO 
BE A GAY MEN'S 
LADIES’ AUXILIARY

ne of my pet peeves — shared by 

many women — is how the public 

image of gay men subsumes that of 

lesbians. Coverage of “gay” issues 

almost always means coverage of 
gay men, reinforcing the absurd idea that 
same-sex communities of women and 
men have more in common than do the 
famously embattled camps of heterosexu- 
al women and men. How could anyone 
who ever met a real live lesbian believe 
that we think of the South End as 
“ours,” or that our 1970s were about 
disco instead of flannel-shirt feminism 
(or our 1980s about AIDS instead of the 
pro-sex/anti-porn debate now known as 
the “sex wars”), or that lesbians (or 
women in general) share men’s either/or 
attitudes toward our more mutable sexu- 
alities? And how could anyone who ever 
met a feminist believe that lesbians — 
even those of us who love particular gay 
men — aspire to be the gay men’s ladies’ 
auxiliary? 

All of which left me cheering as I read 
Lindsy Van Gelder and Pamela Robin 
Brandt's The Girls Next Door: Into the 
Heart of Lesbian America (Simon & 
Schuster, 314 pages, $23). During the 
brief cultural moment in which lesbians 
were considered “chic” — or at least, in 
which k.d. lang and Cindy Crawford got 
to fondle each other in Vanity Fair (can 
you say “male fantasy”?) while Sharon 
Stone icepicked male brains (ditto) — 
Van Gelder and Brandt decided to cor- 
rect warped media images. The authors 
have taken a sociological snapshot of les- 
bian subcultures, showing some of the 
ways our communities lived between 
1993 and 1995. Van Gelder and Brandt 
— a couple who previously penned the 
entertaining lesbian travel book Are You 
Two .. . Together? — bring to this pro- 
ject a wonderful array of tools: good and 
thorough reportage, absorbing personal 
stories, and wit. 

Girls focuses on three 1994 events: the 
feminist-rooted Michigan Womyn’s Mu- 
sic Festival, the Dinah Shore Golf Tour- 
nament lipstick-lesbian party circuit, and 
the queer-identified Lesbian Avengers’ 
ride from Austin, Texas, to New York 
City for the 25th anniversary of Stone- 
wall: “These three milieus represent 
wildly disparate slices of lesbian life, as 
different as Birkenstocks, high heels, and 
Doc Martens (which is not to say that 
any given woman might not have attend- 
ed all of them).” 

Van Gelder and Brandt refuse to car- 
icature any of these events. Oh, the au- 
thors treat us to entertaining jabs. It’s re- 
freshing to read that “Michigan and 
events like it are the largest remnant of 
an idea that now seems almost embar- 
rassingly innocent: that, as lesbians, we 
could create an alternative culture based 
on female values,” with “rules that, to an 
outsider, are the stuff of parody: like ‘no 
male music’ allowed on tape decks and 
radio.” But Van Gelder and Brandt go 
beyond easy laughs. We get a researched 
history of the Michigan festival, with 
great gossip about its founding moms; a 
surprisingly respectful look at such fa- 
mous Michigan clashes as whether to al- 
low “boy children”; and an analysis of 
the growth and implosion of the “wom- 
en’s music” subculture so key to 1970s 
lesbian feminism. The authors have a 
good nose for a story, as when they show 
the Michigan attendees who expect 
sweetness-and-light folk music protest- 
ing — and then learning to love — baby- 
dyke hardcore band Tribe 8. (Well, 
maybe Van Gelder and Brandt succumb 
to caricature when they quote famed sep- 
aratist Alix Dobkin, who commented, “It

was a great trust experience.”) 

Each event gets similar treatment. For 
Dinah, we get not only an up-close-and- 
personal look at the glam clothes, fish- 
netted go-go dancers, and fabulous 
high-tech dance-party décor, but also 
background on how Dinah became the 
annual magnet for lipstick lesbians, an 
analysis of why our bar-going is less de- 
termined (and less profitable) than gay 
men’s, and the dish on behind-the- 
scenes promoter wars. 

And in case you thought processing- 
to-death and political inclusiveness to the 
point of incoherence went out of style 
with women’s vegetarian farms and les- 
bian anti-nuclear collectives, Girls cor- 
rects you with its account of the gag-me 
level of discussion in the Avengers’ vans. 
“Lesbian Avengers are, after all, lesbians. 
Processing is required, possibly genetic.” 
The authors report on everything from 
how those girls eat fire to some truly 
stupid efforts — like the time Avengers 
passed out to Northampton grade-school 
girls a brochure that included the num- 
ber of a phone-sex line. The authors 
characterize the Avengers’ “goofy, galva- 
nizing spirit” as producing “actions that 
seem fresh and fierce to some of us 
[and] alienating and tasteless to others.” 
Along the Ride, we learn about current 
affairs in Camp Sister Spirit and Cobb 
County, and find out what one vanful of 
Avengers do (and don’t) in bed. 

Throughout the book, Van Gelder and 
Brandt tackle larger questions about les- 
bian identity, such as what exactly a les- 
bian is, the limitations of the coming-out 
story, and how lesbian “butch” and 
“femme” are still quintessentially female. 
What a lesbian is may seem like a simple 
question of definition — until you take a 
look at the Playboy version of lesbians 
that seemed to inform much of lesbian 
chic, or debate the label (as the authors 
do with that van full of Avengers) of “les- 
bians who sometimes sleep with men.” 
It’s easy to imagine “liberal” hets letting 
lang and Crawford’s Vanity Fair cover 
reinforce their stereotypes — allowing 
them, as the authors put it, to “cobble 
our sexual identity together from scraps 
of their sexual identity” — by seeing lang 
as the “boy” and Crawford as the real 
girl, who stays available for men. (As one 
of my friends commented, a really hot 
lesbian photo would have shown Craw- 
ford shaving lang’s legs, not her face.) 

Profiling so many women that the 
word “diversity” ceases to be a cliché, 
Van Gelder and Brandt let us see how 
such questions are lived out. The dozens 
of examples include a Latina disturbed 
by the fact that her lover’s previous (reli- 
gious, not legal) marriage to a woman 
had not been dissolved; a lesbian dun- 
geon mistress who makes her living ty- 
ing up men; and veteran activist 
Suzanne Pharr’s commitment to caring 
for her neurologically deteriorating ex- 
lover, even when it means losing her 
current one. 

Along the way,. the authors make clear 
their own points of view. A central idea is 
that while some of us may be “born this 
way,” lesbian sexual orientation is far too 
fluid to ascribe to a gene. The authors 
should know, having both chosen to be 
with women after fairly satisfying rela- 
tionships with men. Often they seem baf- 
fled as to why women put up with men at 
all: “The little secret of lesbians is that in 
our hearts a lot of us feel exasperated 
pity for the tradeoffs so many straight 
women make.” The best they can come 
up with is to hint that straight women are 
cowards, shying away not from the sex 
— what's not to like about mouths, fin- 
gers, breasts, and silicone? — but from 
the no-holds-barred intimacy, the free- 
dom from privacy. Which is exactly what 
the authors like. It’s wonderful to see the 
discussion shift back to who we really 
are, rather than who we are not. Girls 
makes clear that lesbian identity is not 
about warding off men but about attract- 
ing and pleasing women. Why is this so 
hard for the straight world to grasp? 

Sometimes Girls is too clever for its 
own good. The glibness of calling Dinah 
attendees the “cliterati” or the umpteenth 
reference to the U-Haul joke eventually 
palls. And on issues that aren’t the au- 
thors’ faves, they skimp on thoughtful- 
ness, as when they give Lisa Vogel of the 
Michigan Womyn’s Music Festival the 
only word on transgender attendees. But 
Girls is an entertaining beach read, an 
extended essay on the variety and auton- 
omy of lesbian subcultures, and a docu- 
ment that should be in every library’s 
“sociology and contemporary history” 
section. It’s hard to ask for more. QO 
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THREE MEW BOOKS SIZE UP 
THE CULT OF LESBIAN CHIC

uring the heady days of lesbian chic, 
when girl-next-door lesbians graced 
the cover of Newsweek magazine and 
Cindy Crawford gave k.d. lang a faux 
shave for the cover of Vanity Fair, it 
suddenly became fashionable to be a lesbian. 
Publishing houses took note and trampled 
one another in a rush to sign experts in gal- 
pal love to book contracts. The result has 
been a veritable book boom of lesbian how- 
to manuals, The best of the lot is easily The 
Girls Next Door. But three others will hit the 
bookstores this summer as well. Although 
they vary widely in quality, the books allow 
newcomers, old hands, and voyeurs to travel 
together down the sapphic garden path. 
Roberts’ Rules of Lesbian Living (St. 
Martin’s Press, 219 pages, $5.95) is a se- 
ries of one-line lesbian truisms culled from 
Shelly Roberts’s several decades as a dyke 
humorist. It’s a small, inexpensive, and fair- 
ly forgettable stocking-stuffer that reads as 
if you’re commiserating over herbal tea with 
Ann Landers about the collective. Each item 
brings a little chuckle or groan of recogni- 
tion: your mother definitely “knows” about 
you, whether you are out to her or not;

The most memorable thing about Helen 
Eisenbach’s Lesbianism Made Easy 
(Crown, 191 pages, $20) — another half- 
sized chachka of a book — is its vintage 
photo of naked Colette look-alikes on the 
cover. But the contents are disappointing. 
Eisenbach is a very bitter comic who brings 
to mind Sandra Bernhard merged with 
Miss Manners — and she doesn’t make 
lesbianism sound easy. 
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lesbianism made 
jespiante” 
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Most of the essays are about sex and dat- 
ing, and Eisenbach invariably wants to tell 
us we are doing it wrong. Granted, we 
probably shouldn’t be moving in with our 
girlfriends moments after a successful first 
kiss, and we probably do need to be remind- 
ed that talking about our feelings does not 
constitute sex. But Eisenbach never gives us 
a break, and her tone is relentlessly negative. 









Her pickup advice is par- 
ticularly bizarre. It’s all 
about sending in your best 
male pal to distract the 
ladies, or how you can pick 
up straight women by flirting with their 
boyfriends. Should you dare to approach a 
lesbian solo, Eisenbach recommends silence 
and alcohol. Instead of being rewarded with 
enviable book contracts, jaded dykes like her 
should be held responsible for contributing 
to global lesbian bed death. The pieces read 
suspiciously like a standup comic’s script; 
perhaps the one-liners in Lesbianism Made 
Easy would be a lot more entertaining deliv- 
ered by the author in person.

An infinitely more satisfying book was 

So You Want To Be a Lesbian?, by Liz 
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Tracey and Sydney Pokorny (St. Martin's 
Press, 219 pages, $10.95). These girls are 
funny and have done a lot more homework 
than either Eisenbach or Roberts. Their 
useful book is packed with well-informed 
lists, quizzes, and — most important — 
solutions to girlfriend problems. Tracey 
and Pokorny paint a fairly attractive picture 
and don’t harp on our worst gripes about 
lesbian culture. Lesbian musicians are sep- 
arated into the big names, the cult figures, 
the folk wonders, and the punk upstarts. 
More than 11 pages are devoted to lesbian- 
related films. The appendix lists important 
national organizations and publications. 
The authors even explain what all the ab- 
breviations in lesbian personal ads mean. 
For example, “GHD soft butch, 5’3”, look- 
ing for HF for friendship, maybe more, no 
couples,” probably means that a gay His- 
panic divorcée, who's either a femmy- 
butch or still in the closet, is looking for 
another Hispanic woman — and don’t 
bring your boyfriend. “Friendship, maybe 
more,” means she wants to get laid. 

Dating advice seems to be the true test 
of these sapphic instruction manuals, and 
Tracey and Pokorny pull this off grandly. 
Their winsome flirting guidelines advise 
readers to try community centers, profes- 
sional organizations, bars, and book- 
stores. Advanced students are counseled 
on the pros and cons of laundromats and 
public transportation. The dating score- 
card is a winner: minus five points for 
each mention of an ex-girlfriend, plus 
three points for each time you “acciden- 
tally brush against each other” (after the 
first time, which doesn’t count), and plus 
250 points if you go home together (ex- 
cept then it’s not a date anymore, so you 
lose all your points). 

It’s an indication of how far we've come 
that lesbians can now laugh at stereotypes. 
When Pat Califia published her 1980 lesbian 
handbook, Sapphistries, she was essentially 
excommunicated from polite lesbian society. 
None of these three books takes the risk of 
outlining the political realities of lesbianism 
as Califia did; instead, they revel in the virtu- 
al equality of the moment. The genre is hu- 
mor, and the authors give readers a goofy 
composite snapshot of contented middle- 
class lesbians laughing at their awkward his- 
tory — while trying to get a date. QO

avid Mixner met Bill Clinton in 
the fall of 1969 at a gathering of 
anti-war activists on Martha’s 
Vineyard. Clinton was then a 
student at Oxford; Mixner was a 
nationally known activist who had 
served on the McGovern Commission 
to reform the Democratic Party. The 
two men, with so much in common, 
quickly became friends: they had both 
risen from poor, rural backgrounds 
(Mixner from Elmer, New Jersey, and 
Clinton from Hope, Arkansas); they 
were the same age (born just three 
days apart in August, 1946); and they 
even had similar shoes sizes (Mixner 
wears a 13E cowboy boot, Clinton a 
13C). In his book, Stranger Among 
Friends (Bantam, 370 pages, $22.95) 
Mixner writes that he became so 
comfortable with Clinton that 
September weekend that he nearly 
confided in Clinton what he had nev- 
er told another person: that he was 
gay. 
After the Vineyard retreat, Clinton 
returned to Oxford, where he was 
grooming himself for a political ca- 
reer, and Mixner went on to organize 
the nationally publicized October 15, 
1969, Moratorium on the Vietnam 
War. Both men’s futures looked 
bright. But a year after Mixner’s suc- 
cess with the Moratori- 
um, Mixner was ap-,

It was worth the wait: when 
he finally made it back, he did so as 
an openly gay man — and he helped 
elect a president. 

Although Mixner’s book docu- 
ments his early years as an activist, 
most readers will probably skip ahead 
to Mixner’s account of his role in the 
1992 presidential campaign, when, as 
an official fundraiser, he delivered 
over $3.5 million from identifiable 
gay and lesbian sources. (Clinton 
went on to win the election by just 
5.5 million votes; of the 43.7 million 
cast in his favor, an estimated 6.3 
million of them came from gay and 
lesbian voters.) 

Thoughout, Mixner tosses in juicy 
tidbits, such as the Dukakis presiden- 
tial campaign’s refusal of Mixner’s 
offer to raise $1 million because it 
would have come from openly gay 
donors. And Roberta Achtenberg’s 
demand for a high-level appointment 
in exchange for her early endorse- 
ment of Clinton.

Q: /n 1993, during a demonstration 
protesting the administration's handling 
of the debate on gays in the military, 
you were arrested outside the White 
House and subsequently cut off from 
the president by his advisors. Knowing 
now that you'd be facing a barrage of 
negative publicity and losing access to 
the president, would you do it again? 

A: Absolutely. I think part of the 
real problem in Washington is that 
everyone plays this game that access 
is indeed a solution — that we should 
put aside our principles and our val- 
ues simply to maintain access be- 
cause, after all, if we have access, we 
have power, and if we have power, we 
can create change. I think it is possi- 
ble to have power without access. 
Too many people worry about their 
invitations to the White House, worry 
about whether they can get into the 
Oval Office for the photo-ops, and 
they don’t worry enough about get- 
ting the message across to the people 
in power. 

Q: Your experience as a political or- 
ganizer ranges from civil-rights work for 
African-Americans in the early '60s to 
anti-nuclear activism in the mid '80s, yet 
today you're known almost solely as a 


“gay activist.” Does that bother you? 

A: It’s a fine line. | mean, I’m very 
proud to be gay and I’m very, very 
proud to be a participant . . . in the 
gay and lesbian struggle for civil 
rights. On the other hand, [for] any 
emerging minority . . . it is hard for 
people to look beyond who you are 
and [embrace] the richness of your 
talents. As soon as | declared myself 
an openly gay man back in the late 
1970s, it was difficult for people to 
see beyond that and to realize that | 
have knowledge on, say, foreign af- 
fairs, or domestic policies, or feeding 
the hungry, or building homes. 

Q: There is a tone taken throughout 
your book — | don’t know if re- 
gret is the right word — but 
there's a sense of longing 
for what you might have 
had or achieved politi- 
cally had you been 

born heterosexual. 

A: I don’t want to 
come across as a 
victim. I’ve had a 
rich and full life. . . . 
[But] there is no 

question . . . that if I 
was openly gay, I 

would not have been one 
of the four coordinators of 
the Vietnam Moratorium. 
That I would not have been sent 
by the McCarthy presidential cam- 


paign to work the non-primary states | 
back in the ’60s. And we're talking | 


about the progressives here; imagine 


what it would have been like with the | 


conservatives. .. . A lot of paths and a 
lot of dreams were closed to me. On 
the other hand, I have been able to 
participate in an extraordinary civil- 
rights movement, and for that | am 


very fortunate and, indeed, a very 


wealthy man. 


Q: Shifting gears, I'd like to ask you | 


about a local race here in Massachu- 


setts, the US Senate race between Sen- | 


ator John Kerry and Governor Bill Weld. 
Do you have any thoughts on that? 

A: Oh, absolutely. . . . Though I 
value and appreciate what Governor 
Weld has done as a Republican for 
gays and lesbians, | am strongly, 
strongly supporting Senator Kerry’s 
re-election bid. And I can sum up my 
support for his re-election bid over a 
progressive Republican like Governor 
Weld with two words, and the two 
words are Trent Lott. Trent Lott is a 
right-wing, bitterly anti-gay-and-les- 
bian senator from Mississippi who is 
the current majority leader of the 
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Senate. Governor Weld will vote for |

Limericks (Sat), 33 Batterymarch St., Fi- 
nancial District, (617) 350-7975. Under 
new ownership, Limericks is now offering 
Alternative Latin Night on Saturdays from 
9 p.m. to 2 a.m. Expect to see a diverse 
crowd of straights, gay men, lesbians 
and transgenders. 

Luxor, 69 Church St., Park Square, 
(617) 423-6969. A video bar that plays 
the latest music videos on several 
screens, interspersed with some stolen 
moments from Saturday Night Live, The 
Kids in the Hall, and In Living Color. The 
video jockeys pride themselves on their 
mixing acumen and create very funny 
compilation tapes from campy movies 
such as Mommie Dearest; these are 
generally shown on Tues. nights. The 
comedy clips provide an excellent op- 
portunity for striking up a conversation 
with the cute guy standing beside you 
as you laugh at the same joke. Down- 
stairs is Jox, a small sports bar used as 
a break from the music upstairs, or a 
chance to check the current score of 
whatever game happens to be airing 
that night. Open daily from 4 p.m. to 1 
a.m. No cover. 

Napoleon Club, 52 Piedmont St., Park 
Square, (617) 338-7547. This is the city’s 
second-oldest gay bar; it was founded in 
1952, after a notorious prior incarnation 
as a speakeasy. Every night, men gather 
round two baby grand pianos for sing- 
alongs that span an entire century of 
standards; it’s not uncommon to hear the 
latest Andrew Lloyd Webber song after 
an old Jerome Kern tune. The accompa- 
niment is top-notch, despite the fact that 
the pianists drink for free and freely. On 
weekends, there's a small disco upstairs 
named Josephine's, where one can bop 
up for a more traditional dance-bar atmo- 
sphere. If you're young and pretty and 
alone, don't be surprised to find a free 
drink sent your way by an older and 
more financially secure gentleman. 
Drinks are never served in plastic cups at 
Napoleon's: only fine (or close to fine) 
crystal. And the bar, walls, mirrors, and 
bathrooms are kept impeccably clean. 
It's accepted as fact that Liberace and 
Judy Garland frequented Napoleon's in 
its early days. After five minutes in the 
place, one is certain that such stories are 
true. Open daily from 5 p.m. to 2 a.m. No 
cover downstairs, and $3 for upstairs 
dance floor on weekends. 

119 Merrimac, 119 Merrimac St., Hay- 
market, (617) 367-0713. This is a no- 
nonsense leather-and-denim bar. Don't 
worry about shaving before hitting this 
place — the lighting is what's known as 
mood, with a capital M. You won't have 
to invest three hours of eye-contact 
games in order to score here, but the 
next morning you may wake up with 
someone who doesn't look like what you 
expected. Open Mon. through Sat. from 
10:30 a.m. to 2 a.m., and Sun. from noon 
to 2 a.m. No cover. 

Playland, 21 Essex St., Downtown 
Crossing, (617) 338-7254. The oldest 
gay bar in the city, on the edge of the 
Combat Zone. It opened its doors in 
1938, and, chances are, some of today's 
clientele were there. Most gay clubs 
have traded gaudiness for manliness, but 
Playland is as campy and effeminate as 
ever, with Christmas lights, American 
flags, and dozens of Hollywood starlet 
head shots covering the mirrored wails. It 
is not uncommon to spot a sixtysome- 
thing drag queen dishing the dirt with a 
21-year-old just in from the suburbs for 
his first dose of gay culture. This may not 
be the best place to find the man of your 
dreams, or even of the moment, but you 
can't beat it for sheer camp and good 
subversive conversation. Upstairs, 
there's a piano bar that opens on Thurs., 
Fri., and Sat. at 8 p.m., with some pretty 
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good keyboardists who'll take requests. 
Open Mon. through Sat. from 8 a.m. (!) 
to 2 a.m., and Sun. from noon to 2 a.m. 
No cover. 

Pranzare, 1271 Boylston St., Fenway, 
(617) 424-1441. This Fenway restaurant 
and lounge has yet to develop a large 
gay following (it is located inside the 
Howard Johnson's), but it does receive a 
fair amount of spillover from nearby Boyl- 
ston Street clubs such as Quest and the 
Ramrod. The Italian restaurant features 
meals priced from $9 to $16, and the mu- 
sic played in the lounge is primarily on 
the light, acoustic side, although there 
are occasional evenings with jazz en- 
sembles, blues performers, and Latin 
music. Dinner served Sun. through Wed. 
from 5 to 10 p.m., and Thurs. through 
Sat. until 11 p.m. The bar closes later on 
nights with entertainment. 

Quest, 1279 Boylston Street (617) 424- 
7747. Quest has one of the more varied 
club schedules around, it splits it’s time 
as both a straight club and a gay club. 
Good news for the younger club goer as 
on both of the nights listed below, the 
Club is 18-plus. The club has three floors 
the only open roof deck in town, with DJs 
and dancing on two of the levels. On 
Monday nights, it's Queer Circus with 
amateur strip and drag shows and the 
ever popular Afrodite spinning the tracks 
in the downstairs lounge. Cover charge 
is $3. On Fridays, it’s Spunk, with great 
mixed crowd of both men and women 
and the root deck BBQ taking place more 
often than not. Cover charge is $7. Be- 
cause Quest is on the same block as the 
Ramrod, there's quite a bit of cross-polli- 
nation on a Fri night. After closing time, 
the area between the two clubs turns into 
an after-hours “sidewalk sale.” 

Ramrod, 1254 Boylston St., the Fenway, 
(617) 266-2986. Once just another 
leather-and-denim bar, the Ramrod’s ap- 
peal has broadened considerably. On 
Thurs., Fri., and Sat. nights, half of the 
bar is off-limits to men who either refuse 
to remove their shirts or are not wearing 
a significant item of leather clothing 
(belts and shoes don't count). These 
nights attract a wide range of types, 
many of whom seem to have purchased 
that one leather item simply to gain ad- 
mission to one of the hottest scenes in 
town. Thurs. features dancing, which, 
with the shirts-off factor, can get pretty 
dirty. The Ramrod also works hard to 
provide the proper atmosphere for mas- 
Culine men to meet other masculine men. 
With two pool tables, several pinball ma- 
chines and video games, a shoeshine 
stand, and leather boutique, it’s on its 
way to becoming a one-stop manly 
entertainment center. On Mon. nights, 
the bar also offers free pizza and hosts a 
pool tournament. Open daily from noon 
to 2 a.m. Cover $2 on Sun., free on other 
nights. 

Roberto's, Cafe Amalfi, 8 Westland 
Ave., (617) 536-6396. The emphasis is 
on the food at this gay-owned restau- 
rant and lounge, a classy and quaint 
spot next to Symphony Hall. The crowd 
can vary widely from one night to the 
next. Mondays tend to be the biggest 
night for gay customers; “Employees’ 
Night Out” is popular with the staffs of 
other gay clubs. The lounge features a 
piano bar that is populated by an even 
mix of gay and straight patrons. The 
crowd becomes more upscale and a bit 
more heterosexual on nights the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra or Pops are play- 
ing next door. Next door is the Chicago 
Saloon, a neighborhood bar with 
videos, pinball, pool tables, and darts. 
Dinner served until 10 p.m.; lighter fare 
served until 1 a.m. Open daily from 4 
p.m. to 2 a.m.

Rumor has it that as 
many introductions have been made in 
the men's restroom as in the actual bar 
itself. The clientele is an odd assortment 
of butch guys from nearby Somerville 
and butch wanna-bes from Harvard and 
MIT; it combines hard-core cruising and 
dancing with the occasional lofty inteliec- 
tual chat.
